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DEUTERONOMY. 


These  are  the  words  which  Moses  spake  to  all  Israeli 
on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  in  the  wilderness,  in  the  plain 
over  against  the  Red  sea,  between  Paran,  and  Tophel,  and 
Laban,  and  Hazeroth,  and  Dizahab.    Eleven  days'  journey  % 
from  Horeb  on  the  way  of  mount  Seir  to  Kadesh-barnea. 
And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fortieth  year,  in  the  elevenths 
month,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that  Moses  spake  to 
the  children  of  Israel,  according-  to  all  that  the  Eternal  had 
commanded  him  for  them;    After  he  had  smitten  Sihon  king 4 
of  the  Amorites,  who  abode  in  Heshbon,  and  Og  king  of 
Bashan ,  who  abode  at  Astaroth  in  Edrei :    On  this  side  of  5 
the  Jordan,  in  the  land  of  Moab,  began  Moses  to  explain 
this  law,  saying,    The  Eternal  our   God  spake  to  us  in  6 
Horeb,  saying,  Ye  have  dwelt  long  enough  in  this  mount: 
Turn  you,  and  journey,  and  go  to  the  mount  of  the  Amorite,  7 
and  to  all  his  neighbours,  in  the  plain,  in  the  mountain, 
and  in  the  low  land,  and  in  the  south,  and  by  the  sea 
coast,  to  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  and  to  the  Lebanon, 
to  the  great  river,  the  river  Euphrates.   Behold,  I  have  sets 
the  land  before  you:   go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the 
Eternal  sware  to  your  fathers,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob, 
to  give  to  them  and  to  their  seed  after  them.    And  I  spake  9 
to  you  at  that  time,  saying,   I  am  not  able  to  bear  you 
myself  alone:    The  Eternal  your  God  hath  multiplied  you,  10 
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and,  behold,  ye  are  this  day  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for 
multitude.    May  the  Eternal  God  of  your  fathers  add  toll 
you  a  thousand  times  so  many  more  as  ye  are,  and  bless 
you,  as  he  hath  spoken  concerning:  you!    How  can  I  myself  12 
alone  bear  your  cumbrance,  and  your  burden,  and  your  strife? 
Get  you  wise  men,  and  understanding-,  and  known  among  13 
your  tribes,  and  I  will  make  them  heads  over  you.    And  ye  14 
answered  me,  and  said,   The  thing-  which  thou  hast  spoken 
is  good  for  us  to  do.    So  I  took  the  heads  of  your  tribes,  1 5* 
wise  men,   and  known,  and  made  them   heads  over  you, 
captains  over  thousands,   and  captains  over  hundreds,  and 
captains  over  fifties,   and  captains  over  tens,  and  bailiffs 
among  your  tribes.    And  I  commanded  your  judges  at  thatift 
time,  saying,   Hear  the  causes  between  your  brethren,  and 
judge  righteously  between  every  man  and  his  brother,  and 
between  the  stranger  with  him.   Ye  shall  not  respect  persons  17 
in  judgment;  but  ye  shall  hear  the  small  as  well  as  the 
great;  ye  shall  not  stand  in  awe  of  the  face  of  man;  for  the 
judgment  is  God's:  and  the  cause  that  is  too  hard  for  you, 
bring  it  to  me,  and  I  will  hear  it.    And  I  commanded  you  is 
at  that  time  all  the  things  which  ye  should  do.    And  when  i$ 
we  journeyed  from  Horeb,  we  went  through  all  that  great 
and  fearful  wilderness,  which  ye  saw  by  the  way  of  the 
mountain  of  the  Amorites,  as  the  Eternal  our  God  commanded 
us;  and  we  came  to  Kadesh-barnea.    And  I  said  to  you,  20 
Ye  are  come  to  the  mountain  of  the  Amorites,  which  the 
Eternal  our  God  doth  give   to   us.    Behold;    the  Eternal  21 
thy  God  hath  set  the  land  before  thee:  go  up  and  possess 
%  as  the  Eternal  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  said  to  thee: 
fear  not,  neither  be  dismayed.    And  ye  came  near  to  me  22 
all  of  ye,  and  said,   We  will  send  men  before  us,  and  they 
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shall  search  us  out  the  land,  and  bring-  us  word  again  by 
what  way  we  must  go  up,   and  into  what  cities  we  shall 
come.    And  the  thing-  pleased  me  well,  and  I  took  twelve 23 
men  of  you,  one  man  out  of  a  tribe:    And  they  turned  and  24 
went  up   into  the  mountain,   and   came  to   the  brook  of 
Eshcol,  and  spied  it  out.    And  they  took  of  the  fruit  of  25 
the  land  in  their  hands,  and  brought  it  down  to  us,  and 
brought  us  word  again,  and  said,  It  is  a  good  land  which 
the  Eternal  our   God   doth   give   us.     Notwithstanding  ye  26 
would  not  go  up,  but  rebelled  against  the  commandment  of 
the  Eternal  your  God :    And   ye   murmured  in  your  tents,  27 
and  said,  Because  the  Eternal  hated  us,  he  hath  brought 
us  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  to  give  us  into  the  hand 
of  the  Amorites,  to  exterminate  us.    Whither  shall  we  go  28 
up?  our  brethren  have  discouraged  our  heart,  saying,  The 
people  is  greater  and  loftier  than  we;  the  cities  are  great 
and  fortified  to  heaven ;  and  moreover  we  have  seen  the 
sons  of  the  Anakim  there.    Then  I  said  to  you,   Be  not  ter-29 
rified,  neither  be  afraid  of  them.    The  Eternal  your  God  30 
who  goeth  before  you,  he  shall  fight  for  you,  according  to 
all  that  he  did  for  you  in  Egypt  before  your  eyes:    And 31 
in  the  wilderness ,  where  thou  hast  seen  how  that  the  Eternal 
thy  God  bare  thee,  as  a  man  doth  bear  his  son,  in  all  the 
way  that  ye  went,  until  ye  came  into  this  place.    Yet  in 32 
this  thing  ye  did  not  believe  the  Eternal  your  God.    Who  33 
went  in  the  way  before  you,  to  search  you  out  a  place  to 
encamp  in,  in  fire  by  night,  to  show  you  by  what  way  ye 
should  go,  and  in  a  cloud  by  day.    And  the  Eternal  heard 34 
the  voice  of  your  words,  and  was  angry,  and  sware,  saying, 
If  one  of  these  men  of  this  evil  generation  see  that  good  35 
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land,  which  I  sware  to  give  to  your  fathers,    Save  Caleb  36 
the  son  of  Jephunneh:  he  shall  see  it,  and  to  him  will  I 
give  the  land  that  he  hath  trodden  upon ,  and  to  his  children, 
because  he  hath  wholly  followed  the  Eternal.    .  .  .  Also  the  37 
Eternal  was  wroth  with  me  for  your  sakes,  saying,  Thou 
also  shalt  not  go  in  thither.    But  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  38 
who  standeth  before  thee,  he  shall  go  in  thither:  strengthen 
him:  for  he  shall  cause  Israel  to  inherit  it.    Moreover  your 39 
little  ones ,  whom  ye  said  should  be  a  prey,  and  your  children, 
who  in  that  day  did  not  know  between  good  and  evil,  they 
shall  go  in  thither,  and  to  them  will  I  give  it,  and  they 
shall  possess  it.    But  as  for  you,  turn  ye,  and  journey  into  40 
the  wilderness  by  the  way  of  the  Red  sea.    Then  ye  an- 41 
swered  and  said  to  me ,  We  have  sinned  against  the  Eternal, 
we  will  go  up  and  fight,  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal 
our  God  commanded  us.    And  when  ye  had  girded  on  every 
man  his  weapon  of  war,  ye  insisted  to  go  up  into  the 
mountain.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  me,   Say  to  them,  Go  42 
not  up,  neither  fight;  for  1  am  not  among  you;  lest  ye  be 
smitten  before  your  enemies.    So  I  spake  to  you;  and  ye 43 
would  not  hear,  but  rebelled  against  the  commandment  of 
the  Eternal,  and  acted  presumptuously  and  went  up  into  the 
mountain.    And   the  Amorites,    abiding   in   that   mountain,  44 
came  out  towards  you,  and  pursued  you,  as  bees  do,  and 
dispersed  you  in  Seir,  even  to  Hormah.    And  ye  returned  45 
and  wept  before  the  Eternal;   but  the  Eternal  would  not 
hear  your  voice,  nor  give   ear  to  you.    So  ye  abode  in 46 
Kadesh  many  days ,  according  to  the  days  that  ye  abode  there. 

Then  we  turned,  and  journeyed  into  the  wilderness  byi 
the  way  of  the  Red  sea,  as  the  Eternal  spake  to  me:  and 
we  compassed  mount  Seir  many  days.    And   the  Eternal  2 
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spake  to  me,  saying,    Ye  have  compassed  this  mountain 3 
long-  enough:  turn  you  northward.    And  command  thou  the  4 
people,  saying,    Ye  are  to  pass  through  the  boundary  of 
your  brethren  the  children  of  Esau,  who  abide  in  Seir;  and 
they  shall  be  afraid  of  you:  take  ye  good  heed  to  yourselves 
therefore:    Contend  not  with  them;  for  I  will  not  give  you  5 
of  their  land,  no,  not  so  much  as  a  foot  breadth:  because 
I  have  given  mount  Seir  to  Esau  for  a  possession.    Ye  shall  6 
buy  food  of  them  for  money,  that  ye  may  eat;  and  even 
water  you  dig  for,  shall  be  from  them  for  money  that  ye 
may  drink.    For  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  blessed  thee  ia  7 
all  the  works  of  thy  hand :  he  knoweth  thy  walking  through 
this  great  wilderness:   these  forty  years    the  Eternal  thy 
God  hath  been  with  thee;  thou  hast  lacked  nothing.    And  8 
when  we  passed  by  from  our  brethren  the  children  of  Esau, 
"who  abode  in  Seir,  through  the  way  of  the  plain  from 
Elath,  and  from  Ezion-gaber,  ...  we  turned  and  passed  by 
the  way  of  the  wilderness  of  Moab.    And  the  Eternal  said  9 
unto  me,   Distress  not  the  Moabites,  neither  contend  with 
them  in  war:  for  1  will  not  give  thee  of  their  land  for  a 
possession ;  because  I  have  given  Ar  to  the  children  of  Lot 
for  a  possession.    The  Emim  abode  therein  formerly,  a  people  10 
great,  and  many,  and  lofty,  as  the  Anakim;   Who  also  were  11 
accounted  giants,  as  the  Anakim;  but  the  Moabites  call  them 
Emim.    The  Horim  also  abode   in   Seir  formerly;  but  the  12 
children  of  Esau  succeeded  them  when  they  had  destroyed 
them  from  before  them,  and  abode  in  their  stead;  as  Israel 
did  to  the  land  of  his  possession,  which  the  Eternal  gave 
to  them.   Now  rise  up,  said  I,  and  pass  ye  over  the  brook  13 
Zered.    And  we  had   passed  over  the  brook  Zered.    And  1 4 
the  space  in  which  we  came  from  Kadesh-barnea,  until  we 
had  passed  over  the  brook  Zered,  was  thirty  and  eight 
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years;  until  all  the  generation  of  the  men  of  war  were 
wasted  out  of  the  camp ,  as  the  Eternal  sware  to  them.   For  1 5 
indeed  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  against  them,  to  destroy 
them  from  among-  the  camp,  until  they  were  consumed.    So  16 
it  came  to  pass,  when  all  the  men  of  war  were  consumed 
and  dead  from  among  the  people.    That  the  Eternal  spake  17 
to  me,  saying,    Thou  art  to  pass  over  through  Ar,  the  18 
boundary  of  Moab,  this  day:    And  when  thou  coinest  nigh  19 
over  against  the  children  of  Ammon,  distress  them  not,  nor 
contend  with  them:  for  I  will  not  give  thee  of  the  land  of 
the  children  of  Ammon  any  possession ;  because  I  have  given 
it  to  the  children  of  Lot  for  a  possession.    That  also  was  20 
accounted  a  land  of  Refaim:    Refaim  abode  therein  formerly, 
and  the  Ammonites  call  them  Zamzummim;    A  people  great,  21 
and  many,  and  lofty,  as  the  Anakim;  but  the  Eternal  destroyed 
them  before  them :  and  they  succeeded  them ,  and  abode  in 
their  stead:    As  he  did  to  the  children  of  Esau,  who  abode  22 
in  Seir,  when  he  destroyed  the  Horim  from  before  them; 
and  they  succeeded  them,  and  abode  in  their  stead  even  to 
this  day:    And  the  Avim,  who  abode  in  Hazerim,   even  to  23 
Gazah,  the  Caphtorim,  who   came  forth   out   of  Caphtor, 
destroyed  them,  and  abode  in  their  stead.    Rise  ye,  journey,  24 
and  pass  over  the  river  Arnon:  behold,   I  have  given  into 
thy  hand  Sihon  the  Amorite,  king  of  Heshbon,  and  his  land: 
begin  to  possess  it,  and  contend  with  him  in  war.    This  25 
day  will  I  begin  to  put  the  dread  of*  thee  and  the  fear  of 
thee  upon  the  nations  that  are  under  the  whole  heaven, 
who  shall  hear  report  of  thee,  and  shall  shake,  and  be  in 
anguish  because  of  thee.    And  I  sent  messengers  out  of  the  26 
wilderness  of  Kedemoth  to  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon  with 
words  of  peace,  saying,    Let  me  pass  through  thy  land: 27 
I  will  go  along  by  the  high  way.   I  will  neither  turn  to  the 
right   hand  nor  the  left.    Thou   shalt  sell  me   food  for  28 
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money,  that  I  may  eat;  and  give  me  water  for  money,  that 
I  may  drink:   only  I  will  pass  through  on  my  feet:    As  29 
the  children  of  Esau  who  abide  in  Seir,  and  the  Moabites 
who  abide  in  Ar,  did  to  me;  until  I  shall  pass  over  the 
Jordan  into  the  land  which  the  Eternal  our  God  giveth 
us.    But  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon  would  not  let  us  pass  by  30 
him:   for  the  Eternal  thy  God  allowed   his  spirit  to  be 
hardened  and  his  heart  to  be  obstinate,  that  he  might  give 
him  into  thy  hand,  as  at  this  day.    And  the  Eternal  said  31 
to  me,  Behold,  I  have  begun  to  give  Sihon  and  his  land 
before  thee :  begin  to  possess ,  that  thou  mayest  possess  his 
land.    Then  Sihon  came  out  towards  us,  he  and  all  his  32 
people,  to  war  at  Jahaz.    And  the  Eternal  our  God  gave 33 
him  up  to  us ;  and  we  smote  him ,  and  his  sons ,  and  all  his 
people.    And  we  conquered  all  his  cities  at  that  time,  and 34 
doomed  to  destruction  the  men,  and  the  women,   and  the 
little  ones,  of  every  city,  we  left  none  remain:    Only  the 35 
beasts  we  took  to  ourselves,  and  the  spoil  of  cities  which 
we  conquered,    From  Aroer,  which  is  by  the  brink  of  the 36 
brook  of  Arnon,  and  from  that  city  that  is  by  the  brook, 
even  to  Gilead,  there  was  not  one  town  too  strong  for  us: 
the  Eternal  our  God  gave  all  to  us.    Only  to  the  land  of  37 
the  children  of  Ammon  thou  earnest  not,  to  the  side  of  the 
brook  Jabbok,  nor  to  the  cities  in  the  mountains,  and  all 
as  the  Eternal  our  God  commanded  us.

Then  we  turned,  and  went  up  the  way  to  Bashan:  and  1 
Og  the  king  of  Bashan  went  out  towards  us,  he  and  all  his 
people,  to  war  at  Edrei.     And  the  Eternal  said  to  me, 2 
Fear  him  not:   for  I  will  give  him,  and  all  his  people,  and 
his  land,  into  thy  hand;  and  thou  shalt  do  to  him  as  thou 
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didst  to  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorites ,  who  abode  at  Heshbon. 
So  the  Eternal  our  God  gave  into  our  hands  Og  also,  the 3 
king  of  Bashan,  and  all  his  people:  and  we  smote  him  until 
no  remnant  remained  to  him.    And  we  conquered  all  his  4 
cities  at  that  time,  there  was  not  a  town  which  we  took  not 
from  them,  threescore  cities,   all  the  line  of  Argob,  the 
kingdom  of  Og  in  Bashan.    All  these  cities  were  fortified  5 
with  high  walls,  doors,  and  bars;  besides  unwalled  cities  a 
great  many.    And  we  doomed  them  to  destruction,  as  we 6 
did  to  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon,  dooming  to  destruction  the 
men,  women,  and  little  ones,  of  every  city.    But  all  the? 
beasts,  and  the  spoil  of  the  cities,  we  took  for  a  prey  to 
ourselves.    And  we  took  at  that  time  out  of  the  hand  of  8 
the  two  kings  of  the  Amorites  the  land  that  was  on  this 
side  of  the  Jordan,   from  the  brook   of  Arnon  to  mount 
Hermon;    Which  Hermon  the  Sidonians  call  Sirion;  and  the  9 
Amorites  call  it  Shenir;    All  the  cities  of  the  plain,  and  10 
all  Gilead,  and  all  Bashan,  to  Salchah  and  Edrei,  cities  of 
the  kingdom  of  Og  in  Bashan.    For  only  Og  king  of  Bashan  11 
remained  of  the  rest  of  Refaim;  behold,  his  bedstead  tvas  a 
bedstead  of  iron;  is  it  not  in  Rabbah  of  the  children  of 
Ammon?  nine  cubits  was  the  length  thereof,  and  four  cubits 
the  breadth  of  it,  after  the  cubit  of  a  man.    And  this  land,  12 
which  we  possessed  at  that  time,  from  Aroer,  which  is  by 
the  brook  Arnon,  and  half  mount  Gilead,  and  the  cities  thereof, 
gave  I  to  the  Reubenites  and  to  the  Gadites.    And  the  rest  13 
of  Gilead,  and  all  Bashan,  being  the  kingdom  of  Og,  gave 
I  to  the  half  tribe  Manasseh;  all  the  line  of  Argob,  with 
all  Bashan ,  which  was  called  the  land  of  Refaim.    Jair  the  j  4 
son  of  Manasseh  took  all  the  line  of  Argob  to  the  boundaries 
2  Vol.  V. 
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of  the  Geshurite  and   the   Maachathite;    and   called  them 
after  his  own  name,  Bashan-havoth-jair,  to  this  day.    And  1 15 
gave  Gilead  to  Machir.    And  to  the  Reubenites  and  to  the  1 6 
Gadites  I  gave  from  Gilead  even  to  the  midst  of  the  brook 
Arnon,  and  the  boundary  even  to  the  brook  Jabbok,  which 
is  the  boundary  of  the  children  of  Ammon;    The  plain  also,  17 
and  the  Jordan,  and  the  boundary  thereof,  from  Chinnereth 
even  to  the  sea  of  the  plain,  even  the  salt  sea,  under  the 
ravines  of  Pisgah  eastward.    And  I  commanded  you  at  that  1  & 
time,  saying,   The  Eternal  your  God  hath  given  you  his  land 
to  possess  it:    ye  shall  pass  over   equipped  before  your 
brethren  the  children  of  Israel,  all  that  are  meet  for  the 
war.    But  your  wives,  and  your  little  ones,  and  your  cattle,  10 
for  I  know  that  ye  have  much  cattle,  shall  abide  in  your 
cities  which  I  have  given  you ;    Until  the  Eternal   have  20 
given  rest  to  your  brethren,  as  well  as  to  you,  and  until 
they  also  possess  the  land  which  the  Eternal  your  God  hath 
given  them  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan :  and  then  shall 
ye  return  every  man  to  his  possession,  which  I  have  given 
you.    And  I  commanded  Joshua  at  that  time,  saying,  Thine  21 
eyes  have  seen  all  that  the  Eternal  your  God  hath  done  to 
these  two  kings :  so  shall  the  Eternal  do  to  all  the  kingdoms 
whither  thou  passest.    Ye  shall  not  fear  them :   for  it  is  the  22 
Eternal  your  God  that  fighteth  for  you.    And  I  besought  2a 
the  Eternal  at  that  time,  saying,    0  Eternal  God,  thou  hast  24 
begun  to  show  thy  servant  thy  greatness,  and  thy  strong 
hand:  for  what  God  is  there  in  heaven  or  in  earth,  that 
can  do  according  to  thy  works,  and  according  to  thy  might? 
I  pray  thee,  let  me  pass  over,  and  see  the  good  land  that 25 
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is  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan,  that  goodly  mountain 
and  Lebanon.    But  the  Eternal  was  wroth  with  me  for  your  2$ 
sakes,  and  would  not  hear  me:  and  the  Eternal  said  to  me, 
Let  it  suffice  thee;  continue  not  to  speak  to  me  of  this 
thing.    Go  up  into  the  top  of  Pisgah,  and  lift  up  thine  27 
eyes  westward ,  and  northward,  and  southward,  and  eastward, 
and  see  it  with  thine  eyes:  for  thou  shalt  not  pass  over 
this  Jordan.    But  command  Joshua,  and  strengthen  him,  and 28 
make  him  firm:  for  he  shall  pass  over  before  this  people, 
and  he  shall  cause  them  to  inherit  the  land  which  thou  shalt 
see.    So  we  abode  in  the  valley  over  against  Beth-peor.  2$ 

Now  therefore  hearken,  0  Israel,  to  the  statutes  and  to^ 
the  judgments  which  I  teach  you,  for  to  do  them,  that  ye 
may  live,  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the  Eternal 
God  of  your  fathers  giveth  you.     Ye  shall  not  add  to  the  •> 
word  which  I  command  you,  neither  shall  ye  diminish  ought 
from  it,  that  ye  may  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal 
your  God  which  I  command  you.    Your  eyes  have  seen  what  a 
the  Eternal  did  because  of  Baal-peor:  for  every  man  that 
went  after  Baal-peor,  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  destroyed 
him  from  among  you.    But  ye  that  did  cleave  to  the  Eternal  4 
your  God  are  alive  all  of  you  this  day.    Behold,  I  have  5 
taught  you  statutes,  and  judgments,  even  as  the  Eternal  my 
God  commanded  me,  that   ye  should  do  so  in  the  land 
whither  ye  go  to  possess  it.   Keep,  therefore,  and  do  them:§ 
for  this  &  your  wisdom  and  your  understanding  in  the  eyes 
of  the  peoples,  who  shall  hear  all  these  statutes,  and  say, 
Only  this  great  people  is  a  wise  and  understanding  nation. 
For  what  great  nation  is  there  who  hath  God  so  nigh  to  7 
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them,  as  the  Eternal  our  God  is  at  all  times  that  we  call 
upon  him?    And  what  great  nation  is  there  that  hath  statutes  8 
and  judgments  so  righteous  as  all  this  law,  which  I  set 
before  you  this  day  ?    Only  take  heed  to  thyself,  and  keep  9 
thy  soul  diligently,  lest  thou  forget  the  things  which  thine 
eyes  have  seen,   and  lest  they  depart  from  thy  heart  all 
the  days  of  thy  life;  but  make  them  known  to  thy  sons, 
and  thy  sons'  sons;    The  day  that  thou  stoodest  before  the  10 
Eternal  thy  God  in  Horeb,  when  the  Eternal  said  to  me, 
Assemble  me  the  people  together,   and  I  will  make  them 
hear  my  words,  that  they  may  learn  to  fear  me  all  the  days 
that  they  shall  live  upon  the  ground,  and  that  they  may 
teach  their  children.    And  ye  came  near,  and  stood  under  ll 
the  mountain;  and  the  mountain  burned  with  fire  to  the 
midst  of  heaven,  with  darkness,  clouds,  and  dark  clouds. 
And  the  Eternal  spake  to  you  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire:  12 
ye  heard  the  voice  of  the  words ,  but  saw  no  similitude ; 
only  ye  heard  a  voice.    And  he  told  you  his  covenant,  which  13 
he  commanded  you  to  do,  even  ten  words;  and  he  wrote 
them  upon  two  tables  of  stone.    And  the  Eternal  commanded  14 
me  at  that  time  to  teach  you  statutes  and  judgments,  that 
ye  might  do  them  in  the  land  whither  ye  pass  over  to  pos- 
sess it.    Take  ye  therefore  good  heed  to  yourselves,  for  ye  15 
saw  not  any  similitude  on  the  day  that  the  Eternal  spake 
to  you  in  Horeb  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire.    Lest  ye  16 
corrupt  yourselves y  and  make  you  a  graven  image,  the  simi- 
litude of  any  figure,  the  likeness  of  male  or  female;    The  17 
likeness  of  any  beast  that  is  on  the  earth,  the  likeness  of 
any  winged  bird  that  flieth  in  the  heaven;    The  likeuess  of  18 
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any  thing"  that  creepeth  on  the  ground,  the  likeness  of  any 
fish  that  is  in  the  waters  beneath  the  earth:    And  lest  thou  19 
lift  up  thine  eyes  to  heaven ,  and  see  the  sun ,  and  the  moon, 
and  the  stars,  even  all  the  host  of  heaven,  and  be  driven 
to  prostrate  thyself  before  them,  and  serve  them,  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  hath  divided  to  all  peoples  under  the  whole 
heaven.   But  you  the  Eternal  hath  taken,  and  brought  you 20 
forth  out  of  the  iron  furnace,  even  out  of  Egypt,  to  be  to 
him  a  people  of  inheritance,  as  ye  are  this  day.   Furthermore,  21 
the  Eternal  was  wroth  with  me  for  your  sakes,  and  sware 
that  I  should  not  pass  over  the  Jordan,  and  that  1  should 
not  come  into  that  good  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance :    But  I  must  die  in  this  land,  22 
I  must  not  pass  over  the  Jordan:  but  ye  shall  pass  over, 
and  possess  that  good  land.    Take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest 23 
ye  forget  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  your  God,  which  he 
made  with  you,  and  make  you  a  graven  image,  or  the 
likeness  of  any  thing,   which   the  Eternal  thy    God  hath 
forbidden  thee.    For  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  a  consuming  24 
fire,  even  a  jealous  God.    When  thou  shalt  beget  children  25 
and  children's  children,  and  ye  shall  have  been  long  establi- 
shed in  the  land,  and  shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make 
a  graven  image,  or  the  likeness  of  any  thing,  and  shall  do 
evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  provoke  him  to 
anger;    I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  witness  against  you  this  26 
day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  perish  from  off  the  land 
whereunto  you  pass  over  the  Jordan  to  possess  it;  ye  shall 
not  prolong  your  days  upon  it,  but  shall  utterly  be  destroyed. 
And  the  Eternal  shall  scatter  you  among  the  peoples,  and  ye 27 
shall  remain  few  in  number  among  the  nations  whither  the 
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Eternal  shall  lead  you.    And  there  ye  shall  serve  gods,  the 28 
work  of  men's  hands,   wood  and  stone,  which  neither  see, 
nor  hear,  nor  eat,  nor  smell.    But  if  from  thence  thou  shalt29 
seek  the  Eternal  thy  God,  thou  shalt  find  him,  if  thou  seek 
him  with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul.    When  thou  30 
art  in  tribulation,  and  all  these  things  are  come  upon  thee, 
even  in  the  remoteness  of  days,  if  thou  turn  to  the  Eternal 
thy  God,  and  obey  his  voice.    For  the  Eternal  thy  God  is 31 
a  merciful  God,  he  will  not  fail  thee,  neither  destroy  thee, 
nor  forget  the  covenant  of  thy  fathers,  which  he  sware  to 
them.    For  ask  now  of  the  days  that  are  past,  which  were 32 
before  thee,  since  the  day  that  God  created  man  upon  the 
earth,  and  ask  from  the  one  extremity  of  heaven  to  the 
other  extremity  of  heaven,  whether  there  hath  been  any 
such  thing  as  this  great  thing  is,   or  hath  been  heard  like 
it?    Did  ever  people  hear  the  voice  of  God  speaking  out 33 
of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  as  thou  hast  heard,  and  live?    Or 34 
hath  God  tried  to  go,  and  take  him  a  nation  from  the 
midst  of  another  nation,  by  trials,  by  signs,  and  by  wonders 
and  by  war,  and  by  a  strong  hand,  and  by  a  stretched-out 
arm,  and  by  great  dread,  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal 
your  God  did  for  you  in  Egypt  before  your  eyes?    To  thee 35 
it  was  shewed  that  thou  mightest  know  that  the  Eternal  he 
is  God;  there  is  none  else  besides  him.    Out  of  heaven  he 36 
made  thee  to  hear  his  voice,  that  he  might  instruct  thee: 
and  upon  earth  he  shewed  thee  his  great  fire;  and  thou 
heardest  his  words  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire.    And  for  37 
that  he  loved  thy  fathers,  and  chose  their  seed  after  them, 
and  brought  thee  out  in  his  sight  with  his  great  strength 
out  of  Egypt;    To  dispossess  nations  before  thee,  greater 38 
and  mightier  than  thou  art,  to  bring  thee  in,  to  give  thee 
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their  land  for  an  inheritance,  at  it  is  this  day.    Thou  shalt39 
know  this  day,  and  consider  it  in  thy  heart,  that  the  Eternal 
he  is  God  in  heaven  above,  and  upon  the  earth  beneath: 
there  is  none  else.    Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes,  40 
and  his  commandments,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after 
thee,   and  that  thou  mayest  prolong-   thy    days  upon  the 
ground,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  for  ever. 
Then  Moses  severed  three  cities  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan,  41 
towards  the  sun-rising;    That  the  slayer  might  flee  thither, 42 
who  should  kill  his  fellow  unawares,  and  hated  him  not  in 
time  past;  and  that,  fleeing  to  one  of  these  cities,  he  migh 
live.    Namely,  Bezer  in  the  wilderness,  in  the  plain  coun-43 
try  of  the  Reubenites;  and  Ramoth  in  Gilead,  of  the  Gadites; 
and  Golan  in  Bashan,   of  the  Manassites.    And  this  is  the  44 
law  which  Moses  put  before  the  children  of  Israel:    These 45 
are  the  testimonies,  and  the  statutes,   and  the  judgments, 
which  Moses  spake  to  the  children  of  Israel,  after  they  came 
forth  out  of  Egypt,    On  this  side  of  the  Jordan,  in  the  46 
valley  over  against  Beth-peor,  in  the  land  of  Sihon  king  of 
the  Amorites,  who  abode  at  Heshbon,  whom  Moses  and  the 
children  of  Israel  smote,  after  they  were  come  forth  out  of 
Egypt:   And  they  possessed  his  land,  and  the  land  of  0g47 
king  of  Bashan,  two  kings  of  the  Amorites,  who  ivere  on 
this  side  of  the   Jordan,  towards  the  sun-rising;     From 48 
Aroer,  which  is  by  the  bank  of  the  river  Arnon,  even  to 
mount  Sion,  which  is  Hermon;    And  all  the  plain  of  this  49 
side  of  the  Jordan  eastward,  even  to  the  sea  of  the  plain, 
under  the  ravines  of  Pisgah. 
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And  Moses  called  all  Israel,  and  said  to  them,   Hear,  0! 

Israel,  the  statutes  and  judgments  which  I  speak  in  your 

ears  this  day,  that  ye  may  learn  them,  and  keep,    and  do 

them.    The  Eternal  our  God  made  a  covenant  with  us  in  2 

Horeb.    The  Eternal  made  not  this  covenant  with  our  fathers,  3 

but  with  us,  even  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive  this  day. 

The  Eternal  talked  with  you  face  to  face  in  the  mount  out  4 

of  the  midst  of  the  fire.    I  stood  between  the  Eternal  and  5 

you  at  that  time,  to  tell  you  the  word  of  the  Eternal:  for 

ye  were  afraid  by  reason  of  the  fire,  and  went  not  up  into 

the  mount;  saying,     I  am  the  Eternal  thy  God,  who  brought 6 

thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  servants. 

Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  my  face.    Thou  shalt ' 

8 

not  make  to  thee  any  graven  image ,  or  any  likeness  of  any 
thing  that  is  in  the  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth 
beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth:    Thou  9 
shalt  not  prostrate  thyself  before  them ,  nor  serve  them  : 
for  I  the  Eternal  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the 
iniquity  of  fathers  upon  children  to  third  and  fourth  gene- 
rations of  them  that  hate  me.    And  shewing  mercy  to  thou- 10 
sand  generations  of  them  that   love  me,    and   keep  my 
commandments.     Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Eternal  11 
thy  God  in  vain:  for  the  Eternal  will  not  hold  him  guiltless 
that  taketh  his  name  in  vain.     Keep  the  sabbath  day,  to  1 2 
sanctify  it,  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  commanded  thee. 
Six  days  thou  may  est  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work:  But14 
the  seventh  day  is  a  sabbath  of  the  Eternal  thy  God:  in 
it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
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daughter,  thy  maw-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor  any 
of  thy  herd,  nor  thine  ass,  nor  thy  beasts,  nor  thy  stranger 
that  is  withiu  thy  gates,    that  thy  maw-servant  and  thy 
maid-servant  may  rest  as  well  as  thou.    And  remember  that  15 
thou  wast  a  servant  in  the  land  of  Egypt,   and  that  the 
Eternal  thy  God  brought  thee  out  thence  through  a  mighty 
hand  and  by  a  stretched  out  arm :   therefore  the  Eternal 
thy  God  commanded  thee  to  keep  the  sabbath  day.   Honour  16 
thy  father  and  thy  mother,  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath 
commanded  thee,  that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged,  and  that 
it  may  go  well  with  thee  on  the  ground  which  the  Eternal 
thy  God  giveth  thee.    Thou  shalt  not  murder,  Neither  shaltl7 
thou  commit  adultery,  Neither  shalt  thou  steal,  Neither  shalt 
thou  bear  false  witness  against  thy  fellow-maw,    Neither  18 
shalt  thou  covet  thy  fellow-maw's  wife,    Neither  shalt  thou 
desire  thy  fellow-maw's  house,  his  field,  or  his  man-servant, 
or  his  maid-servant,  any  of  his  herd,  or  his  ass,  or  any 
thing  that  is  thy  fellow-maw's.    These  words  the  Eternal  1 9 
spake  to  all  your  assembly  in  the  mount  out  of  the  midst 
of  the  fire,  of  the  cloud,  and  of  the  thick  cloud,  with  a 
great  voice:   and  he  added  no  more.    And  he  wrote  them 
in  two  tables  of  stone,  and  gave  them  to  me.    And  it  came  20 
to  pass,  when  ye  heard  the  voice  out  of  the  midst  of  the 
darkness,  for  the  mountain  did  burn  with  fire,  that  ye  came 
near  to  me,  even  all  the  heads  of  your  tribes,  and  your 
elders;    And  ye  said,  Behold,  the  Eternal  our  God  hath  21 
shewed  us  his  glory  and  his  greatness,  and  we  have  heard 
his  voice  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire:  we  have  seen  this 
day  that  God  may  speak  to  man,  and  he  yet  remain  alive. 
Now,  therefore,  wherefore  should  we  die?  for  this  great  fire  22 
will  consume  us :  if  we  hear  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  our 
God  any  more,  then  we  shall  die.  For  who  is  there  of  all  23 
3  Vol.  V. 
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flesh,  that  hath  heard  the  voice  of  the  living-  God  speaking 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  as  we  have,  and  Jived?    Go 24 
thoa  near,  and  hear  all  that  the  Eternal  our  God  shall  say; 
and  speak  thou  to  us  all  that  the  Eternal  our  God  shall 
speak  to  thee:  and  we  will  hear  it,  and  do  it    And  the 25 
Eternal  heard  the  voice  of  your  words,  when  ye  spake  to 
me;  and  the  Eternal  said  to  me,  I  have  heard  the  voice 
of  the  words  of  this  people?  which  they  have  spoken  to 
thee :  they  have  well  said  all  that  they  have  spoken.   0  2$ 
that  there  were  such  a  heart  in  them,  that  they  would  fear 
me,  and  keep  all  my  commandments  all  the  days,  that  it 
might  be  well  with  them,  and  with  their  children  for  ever! 
Go  say  to  them,   Return  you  into  your  tents.    But  as  for~^ 
thee,  stand  thou  here  by  me,  and  I  will  speak  to  thee  all 
the  commandments,  and  the  statutes,  and  the  judgments, 
which  thou  shalt  teach  them,  that  they  may  do  them  in  the 
land  which  I  give  them  to  possess  it.    Ye  shall  keep  them  29 
to  do  as  the  Eternal  your   God  hath  commanded  you:  ye 
shall  not  depart  to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left.    Ye  shall  30 
walk  in  all  the  ways  which  the  Eternal  your  God  hath 
commanded  you,  that  ye  may  live,  and  that  it  may  be  well 
with  you,  and  that  ye  may  prolong  your  days  in  the  land 
which  ye  shall  possess. 

Now  these  are  the  commandments ,  the  statutes ,  and  the  ^ 
judgments,  which  the  Eternal  your  God  commanded  to  teach 
you,  that  ye  might  do  them  in  the  land  whither  ye  pass  to 
possess  it :  That  thou  mightest  fear  the  Eternal  thy  God,  2 
to  keep  all  his  ordinances  and  his  commandments,  which  I 
command  thee,  thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  son's  son,  all 
the  days  of  thy  life;  and  that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged. 
Hear,  therefore,  0  Israel,  and  observe  to  do  it;  that  it  may 3 
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be  well  with  thee,  and  that  ye  may  increase  mightily,  as  the 
Eternal  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  promised  thee,  in  the  land 
flowing  with  milk  and  honey.    Hear,  0  Israel:    The  Eternal 4 
our  God  the  Eternal  is  one.    And  thou    shalt   love   the  5 
Eternal  thy  God,  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
and  with  all  thy  might.    And  these  words,  which  I  com-(> 
mand  thee  this  day,  shall  be  in  thy  heart:    And  thou  shalt 7 
enjoin  them  on  thy  children,  and  shalt  speak  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,   and  when  thou  walkest  by  the 
way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest  up. 
And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thy  hand,  and 8 
they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thine  eyes.    And  thou  g 
shalt  write  them  upon  the  door  posts  of  thy  house,  and  in 
thy  gates.    And  it  shall  be,  when  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  10 
have  brought  thee  into  the  land  which  he  sware  to  thy 
fathers,  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  thee 
great  and  goodly  cities,    which  thou  buildedst  not,    And  11 
houses  full  of  all  good  things,  which  thou  filledst  not,  and 
wells  hewn  out,  which  thou  hewedst  not,  vineyards  and  olive 
trees,  which  thou  plantedst  not;  when  thou  shalt  have  eaten 
and  be  satisfied ;     Then  take  heed  lest  thou  forget  the  1 2 
Eternal,  who  brought  thee  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
from  the  house  of  servants.    Thou  shalt  fear  the  Eternal  13 
thy  God,  and  serve  him,  and  shalt  swear  by  his  name.    Ye  14 
shall  not  go  after  other  gods,  of  the  gods  of  the  peoples 
which  are  round  about  you;    For  the  Eternal  thy  God  isi$ 
a  jealous  God  among  you  lest  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  thy 
God  be  kindled  against  thee,  and  destroy  thee  from  olf  the 
face  of  the  ground.    Ye  shall   not  try  the  Eternal  your  15 
God,  as  ye  tried  him  in  Massah.    Ye  shall  diligently  keep  17 
the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  his  testi- 
monies, and  his  statutes,  which  he  hath  commanded  thee. 
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And  thou  shalt  do  that  which  is  right  and  good  in  the  eyes  18 
of  the  Eternal:  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  that  thou 
inayest  go  in  and  possess  the  good  land  which  the  Eternal 
sware  to  thy  fathers,    To  thrust  out  all  thine  enemies  from  19 
before  thee,  as  the  Eternal  hath  spoken.    When  thy  son  20 
asketh  thee  in  time  to  come,  saying,   What  mean  the  testi- 
monies, and  the  statutes,   and  the  judgments,  which  the 
Eternal  our  God  hath  commanded  you?    Then  thou  shalt 21 
say  to  thy  son.  We  were  Pharaoh's  servants  in  Egypt;  and 
the  Eternal  brought  us  out  of  Egypt  with  a  strong  hand: 
And  the  Eternal  shewed  signs  and  wonders ,  great  and  evil,  22 
upon  Egypt,  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon   all  his  household, 
before  our  eyes:    And  he  brought  us  out  from  thence,  that  23 
he  might  bring  us  in,  to  give  us  the  land  which  he  sware 
to  our  fathers.    And  the  Eternal  commanded  us  to  do  all  24 
these  statutes,  to  fear  the  Eternal  our  God,  for  our  good 
all  the  days,  that  he  might  keep  us  alive,  as  it  is  at  this 
day.    And  it  shall  be  righteousness  to  us ,  if  we  observe  to  25 
do  all  these  commandments  before  the  Eternal  our  God,  as 
he  hath  commanded  us. 

7 

When  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall    bring  thee  into  the  \ 
land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  it,  and  hath  cast  out 
many  nations  before  thee ,  the  Hittites ,  and  the  Girgashites, 
and  the  Amorites,  and  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Perizzites, 
and   the   Hivites,   and  the  Jebusites,    seven  nations  more 
numerous  and  mightier  than  thou;    And  when  the  Eternal  2 
thy  God  shall  have  given  them  before  thee,  and  thou  shalt 
have  smitten  them,  thou  shalt  utterly  doom  them  to  destruc- 
tion;  thou  shalt  make  no  covenant  with  them,    nor  be 
gracious  to  them:    Neither  shalt  thou  intermarry  with  them;  3 
thy  daughter  thou  shalt  not  give  to  his  son,  nor  his  daughter 
shalt  thou  take  to  thy  son.    For  he  will  turn  away  thy  son  4 
from  following  me ,  that  they  may  serve  other  gods :  so 
will  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  be  kindled  against  you,  and 
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destroy  thee  suddenly.    But  thus  shall  ye  do  to  them;  ye 5 
shall  destroy  their  altars,  and  break  down  their  monuments, 
and  cut  down  their  groves,  and  burn  their  graven  images 
with  fire.    For  thou  art  a  holy  people  to  the  Eternal  thy  6 
God :  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  chosen  thee  to  be  a  people 
of  a  select  portion  to  himself,  from  all  the  peoples  that  are 
upon  the  face  of  the  ground.    The  Eternal  did  not  delight  7 
in  you,  nor  choose  you,  because  ye  were  more  numerous 
than  any  people;  for  ye  were  the  fewest  of  all  the  peoples: 
But  because  the  Eternal  loved  you ,  and  because  he  would  8 
keep  the  oath  which  he  had  sworn  to  your  fathers  hath  the 
Eternal  brought  you  out  with  a  strong  hand,  and  redeemed 
you  out  of  the  house  of  servants,  from  the  hand  of  Pharaoh 
king  of  Egypt.    Know  therefore  that  the  Eternal  thy  God,  9 
he  is  God,  the  faithful  God,  who  keepeth  the  covenant  and 
mercy  with  them  that  love  him  and  keep  his  commandments 
to  a  thousand  generations.    And  repayeth  them   that  hateio 
him  to  their  face,  to  cause  them  to  perish:  he  will  not  be 
slock  to  him  that  hateth  him,  he  will  repay  him  to  his  face. 
Thou  shalt  therefore  keep  the  commandments ,  and  the  sta- 1 1 
tutes,  and  the  judgments,  which  I  command  thee  this  day 
to  do  them. 

And  the  consequence  will  be,  if  ye  hearken  to  these  12 
judgments,  and  keep,  and  do  them,  that  the  Eternal  thy 
God  shall  keep  to  the  covenant  and  the  mercy  which  he 
sware  to  thy  fathers:    And  he  will  love  thee,  and  bless  13 
thee,  and  multiply  thee:  he  will  also  bless  the  fruit  of  thy 
womb,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  thy  corn,  and  thy  wioe, 
and  thine  oil,  the  offspring  dropped  by  thy  kine,  and  the 
breeds  of  thy  flock,  in  the  land  which  he  sware  to  thy 
fathers  to  give  thee.    Thou  shalt  be  blessed  above  all  the  14 
people :  there  shall  not  be  male  or  female  barren  among 
you,   or  among  your  beasts.    And  the  Eternal  will  remove  15 
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from  thee  all  sickness,  and  will  put  none  of  the  evil  diseases 
of  Egypt,  which  thou  knowest,  upon  thee,  but  will  lay  them 
upon  all  them  that  hate  thee.    And  thou  shalt  consume  all  16 
the  peoples  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  give  thee; 
thine  eye  shall  not  spare  them:  neither  shalt  thou  serve 
their  gods  :  for  that  will  be  a  snare  to  thee.    If  thou  shalt  1 7 
say  in  thy  heart,  These  nations  are  more  numerous  than  I; 
how  can  I  dispossess  them?    Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  of  18 
them:  but  shalt  well  remember  what  the  Eternal  thy  God 
did  to  Pharaoh,  and  to  all  Egypt;    The  great  trials  which  19 
thine  eyes  saw,  and  the  signs,  and  the  wonders,  and  the 
strong  hand,  and  the  stretched  out  arm,  whereby  the  Eternal 
thy  God  brought  thee  out:  so  shall  the  Eternal  thy  God 
do  to  all  the  peoples  of  whom  thou  art  afraid.    Moreover  20 
the  Eternal  thy  God  will  send  forth  the  hornet  among  them, 
until  they  that  remain  and  are  hiddeu  from  thee,  perish. 
Thou  shalt  not  be  terrified  at  them:  for  the  Eternal  thy  God 21 
is  among  you,  a  great  God  and  fearful.    And  the  Eternal  22 
thy  God  will  put  out  those  nations  before  thee  by  little  and 
little:  thou  mayest  not  be  able  to  consume  them  speedily, 
lest  the  beasts  of  the  field  increase  upon  thee.    But  the  23 
Eternal  thy  God  shall  give  them  to  thee,  and  shall  confound 
them  with  a  great  confusion ,  until  they  be  destroyed.    And  24 
lie  shall  give  their  kings  into  thy  hand,  and  thou  shalt  cause 
their  name  to  perish  from  under  the  heaven:  there  shall 
not  a  man  be  able  to  stand  against  thee,  until  thou  have 
destroyed  them.     The  graven  images  of  their  gods  shall  ye  25 
burn  with  fire:  thou  shalt  not  covet  the  silver  or  gold  that 
is  on  them ,  nor  take  it  to  thee ,  lest  thou  be  snared  therein : 
for  it  is  an  abomination  to  the  Eternal  thy  God.    Neither  26 
shalt  thou  bring  an  abomination  into  thy  house,  lest  thou 
be  a  doomed  thing  like  it:  but  thou  shalt  utterly  detest  it, 
and  thou  shalt  utterly  abhor  it;  for  it  is  a  doomed  thing. 
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8 

Every   commandment   which  I  command   thee  this   day  1 
shall  ye  observe  to  do,  that  ye  may  live,  and  increase,  and 
go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the  Eternal  sware  to  your 
fathers.    And  thou  shalt  remember  all  the  way  which  the  2 
Eternal  thy  God  led  thee  these  forty  years  in  the  wilderness 
to  humble  thee,  and  to  try  thee,  to  know  what  was  in  thy 
heart,  whether  thou  wouldest  keep  his  commandments,  or 
not.    And  he  humbled  thee,  and  suffered  thee  to  hunger, 3 
and  gave  thee  manna  to  eat,  which  thou  knewest  not,  neither 
did  thy  fathers  know;  that  he  might  make  thee  know  that 
man  doth  not  live  by  bread  only,  but  by  whatever  the  mouth 
of  the  Eternal  bringeth  forth  doth  man  live.    Thy  raiment  4 
waxed  not  old  upon  thee,  neither  did  thy  foot  swell  these 
forty  years.   Thou  shalt  also  know  in  thy  heart,  that,  as  5 
a  man  chasteneth  his  son ,  so  the  Eternal-  thy  God  chasteneth 
thee.    Therefore  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the  6 
Eternal  thy  God,  to  go  in  his  ways,  and  to  fear  him.    For 7 
the  Eternal  thy  God  bringeth  thee  into  a  good  land,  a  land 
of  brooks  of  water,  of  fountains  and  murmuring  depths,  that 
come  out  in  deep  valleys  and  mountains;    A  land  of  wheat, 8 
and  barley,  and  vines,  and  fig  trees,  and  pomegranates;  a 
land  of  oil  olive,  and  honey;    A  land  wherein  thou  shalt 9 
eat  bread  without  scarceness,  thou  shalt  not  lack  any  thing 
in  it;  a  land  whose  stones  are  iron,  and  out  of  whose 
mountains  thou  mayest  hew  copper.    When  thou  hast  eaten  10 
and  art  satisfied,  then  thou  shalt  bless  the  Eternal  thy  God 
for  the  good  land  which  he  hath  given  thee.    Take  heed  1 1 
that  thou  forget  not  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  not  keepiug 
his  commandments,  and  his  judgments,  and  his  ordinances, 
which  I  command  thee  this  day:     Lest  when  thou  hast  12 
eaten  and  art  satisfied,  and  hast  built  goodly  houses,  and 
dwelt  therein;    And  when  thy  herds  and  thy  flocks  increase,  13 
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and  thy  silver  and  thy  gold  is  increased,  and  all  that  thou 
hast  is  increased;    Then  thy  heart  be  lifted  up,  and  thou  14 
forget  the  Eternal  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  forth  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  land  of  servants;    Who  led  15 
thee  through  that  great  and  fearful  wilderness,  wherein  were 
burning  serpents,  and  scorpions,  and  drought,  where  there 
was  no  water;  who   brought  thee  forth  water  out  of  the 
solid  rock;    Who  gave  thee  manna  to  eat  in  the  wilderness,  1 6 
which  thy  fathers  knew  not,  that  he  might  humble  thee, 
and  that  he  might  try  thee,  to  do  thee  good  at  thy  latter 
end;    And  thou  say  in  thy  heart,  My  strength  and  the  17 
might  of  my  hand  hath  gotten  me  this  wealth.   But  thou  1 8 
shalt  remember  the  Eternal  thy  God:   for  it  is  he  that 
giveth  thee  strength  to  get  wealth,  that  he  may  establish 
his  covenant  which  he  sware  to  thy  fathers ,  as  it  is  this  day. 

And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  do  at  all  forget  the  Eternal  thy  19 
God,  and  go  after  other  gods,  and  serve  them,  and  prostrate 
thyself  before  them,  I  testify  against  you  this  day  that  ye 
shall  surely  perish.    As  the  nations  which  the  Eternal  causeth  20 
to  perish  before  your  face,  so  shall  ye  perish;  because  ye 
would  not  be  obedient  to  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  your  God. 

9 

Hear,  0  Israel:  Thou  art  to  pass  over  the  Jordan  thisi 
day,  to  go  in  to  possess  nations  greater  and  mightier  than 
thyself,  cities  great  and  fortified  up  to  heaven.    A  people  % 
great  and  lofty,  the  children  of  the  Anakim,  whom  thou 
knowest,  and  of  whom  thou  hast  heard  say ,  Who  can  stand 
against  the  children  of  Anak !     Know  therefore  this  day,  3 
that  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  he  who  passeth  over  before 
thee;  as  a  consuming  fire  he  shall  destroy  them,  and  he 
shall  humble  them  before  thy  face:  so  shalt  thou  drive 
them  out,  and  cause  them  to  perish  quickly,  as  the  Eternal 
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hath  said  to  thee.    Speak  not  thou  in  thy  heart,  after  that  4 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  thrust  them  out  from  before  thee, 
saying-,  For  my  righteousness  the  Eternal  hath  brought  me 
in  to  possess  this  land :  and  for  the  wickedness  of  these  na- 
tions the  Eternal  doth  drive  them   out  from  before  thee. 
Not  for  thy  righteousness,  or  for  the  uprightness  of  thy 5 
heart,  dost  thou  go  to  possess  their  land:   but  for  the 
wickedness  of  these  nations  the  Eternal  thy  God  doth  drive 
them  out  from  before  thee,  and  that  he  may  perform  the 
word  which  the  Eternal  sware  to  thy  fathers,  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob.    Know,  therefore  that  the  Eternal  thy  5 
God  giveth  thee  not  this  land  to  possess  it  for  thy  righte- 
ousness; for  thou  art  a  stiffnecked  people.    Remember,  and  7 
forget  not,  how  thou  madest  angry  the  Eternal  thy  God  in 
the  wilderness;  from  the  day  that  thou  didst  depart  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  until  ye  came  to  this  place,  ye  have 
been  rebellious  against  the  Eternal.    Also  in  Horeb  ye  madeg 
the  Eternal  angry,  so  that  the  Eternal  was  wroth  with  you 
to  have  destroyed  you.    When  I  was  gone  up  into  the  mount  9 
to  receive  the  tables  of  stone,  even  the  tables  of  the  covenant 
which  the  Eternal  made  with  you,  then  I  abode  on  the 
mount  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  I  neither  did  eat  bread 
nor  drink  water:    And  the  Eternal  gave  to  me  two  tables  10 
of  stone  written  with  the  finger  of  God;  and  on  them  was 
written  according  to  all  the  words,  which  the  Eternal  spake 
with  you  on  the  mount  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire  in  the 
day  of  the  assembly.    And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  11 
forty  days  and  forty  nights,  that  the  Eternal  gave  me  the 
two  tables  of  stone,  even  the  tables  of  the  covenant.    And  12 
the  Eternal  said  to  me,  Arise,  go  down  quickly  from  hence; 
4  Vol.  V. 
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for  thy  people  which  thou  hast  brought  forth  out  of  Egypt, 
have  corrupted  themselves;  they  are  quickly  departed  from 
the  way  which  I  commanded  them;  they  have  made  them 
a  molten  image.    Furthermore  the  Eternal  spake  to  me,  13 
saying,  I  have  seen  this  people,  and,  behold,  it  is  a  stiff- 
necked  people:    Let  me  alone,  that  I  may  destroy  them,  14 
and  blot  out  their  name  from  under  heaven:   and  I  will 
make  of  thee  a  nation  mightier  and  more  numerous  than 
they.    So  I  turned  and  came  down  from  the  mount,  and  the  15 
mount  burned  in  fire :  and  the  two  tables  of  the  covenant 
were  on  my  two  hands.    And  I  saw,  and,  behold,  ye  had  15 
sinned  against  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  had  made  you  a 
molten  calf:  ye  had  departed  quickly  from  the  way  which 
the  Eternal  had  commanded  you.    And  1  caught  the  two  17 
tables,  and  cast  them  out  of  my  two  hands,  and  brake  them 
before  your  eyes.    And  I  fell  down  before  the  Eternal,  as  IS 
at  the  first,  forty  days  and  forty  nights:  I  did  neither  eat 
bread,  nor  drink  water,  because  of  all  your  sins,  which  ye 
sinned,  in  doing  wickedly  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  to 
provoke  him  to  anger.    For  I  stood  in  awe  of  the  wrath  19 
and  the  fury  wherewith  the  Eternal  was  angry  with  you  to 
destroy  you;  and  the  Eternal  hearkened  to  me  at  that  time 
also.    And  with  Aaron  the  Eternal  was  very  angry  to  have  20 
destroyed  him  ;  and  I  prayed  for  Aaron  also  the  same  time. 
And  I  took  your  sin,  the  calf,  which  ye  had  made,  and  21 
burned  it  with  fire,  and  I  beat  it,  grinding  it  well,  until  it 
was  as  small  as  dust;  and  1  cast  the  dust  thereof  into  the 
brook  that  descended  out  of  the  mountain.    And  at  Taberah,  22 
and  at  Massah,  and  at  Kibroth-Hattaavah ,  ye  provoked  the 
Eternal  to  anger.   Likewise  when  the  Eternal  sent  you  from  23 
Kadesh-Barnea ,  saying,  Go  up  and  possess  the  land  which  I 
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have  given  you;  then  ye  rebelled  against  the  commandment 
of  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  ye  believed  him  not,  nor 
hearkened  to  his  voice.    Ye  have  been  rebellious  against  the  24 
Eternal  from  the  day  that  I  knew  you.    And  I  fell  down  25 
before  the  Eternal  the  forty  days  and  the  forty  nights  which 
I  had  fallen  down;  because  the  Eternal  had  said  to  destroy 
you.    And  I  prayed  therefore  to  the  Eternal,  and  said,    0  2(> 
Lord  Eternal,  destroy  not  thy  people  and  thine  inheritance, 
which  thou  hast  redeemed  through  thy  greatness  which  thou 
hast  brought  forth  out  of  Egypt  with  a  strong  hand.    Re-  27 
member  thy  servants,  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob;  look  not 
to  the  stubbornness  of  this  people,  nor  to  their  wickedness, 
nor  to  their  sin:    Lest  the  land  whence  thou  broughtest28 
us  out  say,  from  inability  of  the  Eternal  to  bring  them  into 
the  land  which  he  promised  them,  and  from  hatred  to  them 
he  hath  brought  them  out  to  slay  them  in  the  wilderness. 
Yet  they  are  thy  people,  and  thine  inheritance,  which  thou  29 
broughtest  out  by  thy  great  strength,  and  by  thy  stretched 
out  arm. 

10 

At  that  time  the  Eternal  said  to  me,    Hew  thee  two  i 
tables  of  stone  like  the  first,    and  come  up  to  me  into 
the  mount,  and  make  thee  an  ark  of  wood;    And  I  will 2 
write  on  the  tables  the  words  that  were  in  the  first  tables, 
which  thou  brakest  in  pieces,  and  thou  shalt  put  them  in 
the  ark.    And  I  made  an  ark  of  acacia  wood,  and  hewed  3 
two  tables  of  stone  like  the  first,  and  went  up  into  the 
mountain,  having  the  two  tables  in  my  hand.    And  he  wrote  4 
on  the  tables,  according  to  the  first  writing,  the  ten  words, 
which  the  Eternal  spake  to  you  in  the  mountain  out  of  the 
midst  of  the  fire,  in  the  day  of  the  assembly:  and  the 
Eternal  gave  them  to  me.    And  I  turned  myself,  and  came  5 
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down  from  the  mountain,  and  put  the  tables  in  the  ark 
which  I  had  made;  and  there  they  are,  as  the  Eternal  com- 
manded me.     And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  from  6 
Beeroth  of  the  children  of  Jaakan  to  Mosera:  there  Aaron 
died,  and  there  he  was  buried;   and  Eleazar  his  son  minis- 
tered as  priest  in  his  stead.    From  thence  they  journeyed  7 
to  Gudgodah;  and  from  Gudgodah  to  Jotbath,  a  land  of 
brooks  of  waters.    At  that  time  the  Eternal  separated  the  8 
tribe  of  Levi,  to  bear  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal, 
to  stand  before  the  Eternal,  to  minister  to  him,  and  to  bless 
in  his  name,  to  this  day.    Wherefore  Levi  hath  no  portion  9 
nor  inheritance  with  his  brethren:  the  Eternal  is  his  inhe- 
ritance, according  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  promised  him. 
And  I  stayed  in  the  mountain,  according  to  the  first  days,  10 
forty  days  and  forty  nights;   and  the  Eternal  hearkened  to 
me  at  that  time  also,   and  the  Eternal  would  not  destroy 
thee.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  me,  Arise,  go  on  the  journey  u 
before  the  people,  that  they  may  go  on  and  possess  the 
land,  which  I  sware  to  their  fathers  to  give  to  them. 

And  now,  Israel,  what  doth  the  Eternal  thy  God  demand  12 
of  thee,  but  to  fear  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  walk  in  all 
his  ways,  and  to  love  him,  and  to  serve  the  Eternal  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,    To  keep  13 
the  commandments  of  the  Eternal,  and  his  ordinances,  which 
1  command  thee  this  day  for  thy  good?   Behold,  the  heaven  14 
and  the  heaven  of  heavens  belong  to  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
the  earth  also,  with  all  that  therein  is.    Yet  the  Eternal  15 
delighted  in  thy  fathers  to  love  them,  and  he  chose  their 
seed  after  them,  even  you  from  all  peoples,  as  it  is  this 
day.    Circumcise  therefore  the  foreskin  of  your  heart,  andi6 
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be  no  more  stiff-necked.    For  the  Eternal  your  God  is  God  17 
of  the  gods,   and  Lord  of  the  lords,  the  great  God,  the 
mighty,  and  the  fearful,  who  regardeth  not  persons,  nor 
taketh  bribery:    He  doth  the  judgment   of  the  fatherless  18 
and  widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  bread 
and  raiment.    Love  ye,  therefore,  the  stranger:  for  ye  were  19 
strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt.    Thou  shalt  fear  the  Eternal  20 
thy  God ;  him  shalt  thou  serve ,  and  to  him  shalt  thou  cleave, 
and  swear  by  his  name.    He  is  thy  praise,  and  he  is  thy  21 
God,  that  hath  done  for  thee  these  great  and  fearful  things, 
which  thine  eyes  have  seen.    Thy  fathers  went  down  into  22 
Egypt  with  threescore  and  ten  souls,  and  now  the  Eternal 
thy  God  hath  made  thee  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude. 

Therefore  thou  shalt  love  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and{* 
keep  his  charge,  and  his  ordinances,  and  his  judgments,  and 
his  commandments,  always.    And  know  ye  this  day:  for  J 2 
speak  not  with  your  children  who  have  not  known,  and  who 
have  not  seen  the  chastisement  of  the  Eternal  your  God, 
his  greatness,  his  strong  hand,  and  his  stretched  out  arm, 
And  his  signs,  and  his  acts  which  he  did  in  the  midst  of  3 
Egypt,  to  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  and  to  all  his  land;   And 4 
what  he  did  to  the  army  of  Egypt,  to  their  horses,  and  to 
their  chariots;  how  he  made  the  water  of  the  Red  Sea  to 
overflow  them  as  they  pursued  after  you,  and  how  the  Eternal 
hath  destroyed  them  to  this  day;    And  what  he  did  to  you  5 
in  the  wilderness,  until  ye  came  into  this  place;   And  what 6 
he  did  to  Dathan  and  Abiram,  the  sons  of  Eliab,  the  son 
of  Reuben:  how  the  earth  opened  wide  her  mouth,  and 
swallowed  them  up,  and  their  houses,  and  their  tents,  and 
all  the  substance  that  was  at  their  feet,  iu  the  midst  of  all

Israel:    But  your  eyes  have  seen  all  the  great  acts  of  the? 
Eternal  which  he  did.     Therefore  shall  ye  keep  all  the  8 
commandments  which  I  command  you  this  day,  that  ye  may 
be  strong-,  and  come  and  possess  the  land  whither  ye  go  to 
possess  it;    And  that  ye  may  prolong,  your  days  on  the 9 
ground,  which  the  Eternal  sware  to  your  fathers  to  give  to 
them  and  to  their  seed,  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey. 
For  the  land  whither  thou  goest  in  to  possess  it,  is  not  as  10 
the  land  of  Egypt,  from  whence  ye  came  out,  where  thou 
sowedst  thy  seed,  and  wateredst  it  with  thy  foot,  as  a  garden 
of  green  herbs;    But  the  land,  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it,  H 
is  a  land  of  mountains  and  deep  valleys,  and  drinketh  water 
of  the  rain  of  heaven;    A  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  12 
careth  for:   the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God  are  always 
upon  it,  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  even  to  the  end  of 
the  year.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  you  shall  hearken  13 
diligently  to  my  commandments  which  I  command  you  this 
day,  to  love  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  to  serve  him  with 
all  your  heart,  and  with  all  your  soul,    That  I  will  give  14 
you  the  rain  of  your  land  in  its  season,  the  first  rain  and 
the  latter  rain ,  that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  corn  and  thy 
new  wine,  and  thine  oil.    And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy  15 
fields  for  thy  beasts,  that  thou  mayest  eat  and  be  satisfied. 
Take  heed  to  yourselves  that  your  heart  mislead  you  not,  16 
and  ye  turn  aside,   and  serve  other  gods,   and  prostrate 
yourselves  before  them;    And  then  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  17 
will  be  kindled  against  you,  and  he  will  restrain  the  heaven, 
that  there  be  no  rain,   and  that  the  ground  give  not  its 
increase;  and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  good  land

which  the  Eternal  giveth  you.    Therefore  shall  ye  put  these  18 
my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and  bind  them 
for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets 
between  your  eyes.    And  ye  shall  teach  them  your  children,  19 
speaking-  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  aud  when 
thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and 
when  thou  risest  up.   And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  20 
door-posts  of  thy  house,  and  in  thy  gates;    That  your  days  21 
may  increase,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  on  the  ground 
which  the  Eternal  sware  to  your  fathers  to  give  them,  as 
the  days  of  heaven  upon  the  earth.   For  if  ye  shall  diligently  22 
keep  my  commandments  which  I  command  you,  to  do  them, 
to  love  the  Eternal  your  God,  to  go  in  all  his  ways,  and 
to  cleave  to  him;    Then  will  the  Eternal  drive  out  all  these 23 
nations  before  you,  and  ye  shall  possess  greater  nations  and 
mightier  than  yourselves.    Every  place  whereon  the  soles  of  24 
your  feet  shall  tread  shall  be  yours:  from  the  wilderness 
and  Lebanon,  from  the  river,  the  river  Euphrates,  even  to 
the  uttermost  sea,  shall  your  boundary  be.    There  shall  no 25 
man  be  able  to  stand  before  you:  for  the  Eternal  your  God 
shall  lay  the  dread  of  you  and  the  terribleness  of  you  upon 
all  the  land  that  ye  shall  tread  upon,  as  he  hath  said  to 
you.    Behold,  I  set  before  you  this  day  a  blessing  and  a 26 
curse:    The  blessing,  if  ye  obey  the  commandments  of  the 27 
Eternal  your  God,  which  I  command  you  this  day;    And  a 28 
curse,  if  ye  will  not  obey  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal 
your  God,  but  depart  from  the  wray  which  I  command  you 
this  day,  to  go  after  other  gods,  which  ye  have  not  known. 
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And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath 29 
brought  thee  in  to  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it,  that  thou  shalt  put  the  blessing  upon  mount  Gerizim, 
and  the  curse  upon  mount  Ebal.    Are  they  not  on  the  other  30 
side  of  the  Jordan ,  behind  the  way  of  the  setting*  of  the 
sun,  in  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  who  abide  in  the  plains 
over  against  Gilgal,  beside  the  terebinths  of  Moreh?    For  31 
ye  shall  pass  over  the  Jordan,  to  go  in  to  posses  the  land 
which  the  Eternal  your  God  giveth  you,  and  ye  shall  pos- 
sess it,   and  abide  therein.    And  ye  shall  observe  to  do  all 32 
the  statutes  and  judgments  which  I  set  before  you  this  day.

These  are  the  statutes  and  judgments  which  ye  shall  | 
observe  to  do  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  God  of  thy 
fathers  giveth  thee  to  possess  it,  all  the  days  that  ye  live 
upon  the  ground.    Ye  shall  utterly  destroy  all  the  places  2 
wherein  the  nations  which  ye  shall  possess  served  their  gods, 
upon  the  lofty  mountains  and  upon  the  hills,    and  under 
every  bushy  tree:    And  you  shall  overthrow  their  altars, 3 
and  break  their  pillars,  and  burn  their  groves  with  fire; 
and  you  shall  cut  down  the  graven  images  of  their  gods, 
and  destroy  the  names  of  them  out  of  that  place.    Ye  shall  4 
not  do  so  to  the  Eternal  your  God.    But  to  the  place  which  5 
the  Eternal  your  God  shall  choose  out  of  all  your  tribes  to 
put  his  name  there,  even  after  his  habitation  shall  ye  inquire, 
and  thither  thoa  shalt  come:    And  thither  ye  shall  bring 6 
your  burnt-offerings,  and  your  sacrifices,  and  your  tithes, 
and  heave-otferings  of  your  hand,  and  your  vows,  and  your 
free-will-offerings,  and  the  firstlings  of  your  herds  and  of 
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your  flocks:    And  there  ye  shall   eat  before  the  Eternal 7 
your  God,  and  ye  shall  rejoice  in  every  performance  of  your 
hand,  you  and  your  households,  wherein  the  Eternal  your 
God  hath  blessed  thee.    Ye  shall  not  do  after  all  the  things  8 
that  we  do  here  this  day,  every  man  whatsoever  is  right  in 
his  own  eyes.    For  ye  are  not  as  yet  come  to  the  rest  and  9 
to  the  inheritance,  which  the  Eternal  your  God  giveth  you. 
But  when  ye  go  over  the  Jordan ,  and  abide  iu  the  land  1 0 
which  the  Eternal  your  God  giveth  you  to  inherit,  and 
when  he  giveth  you  rest  from  all  your  enemies  round  about, 
so  that  ye  abide  safely,     Then  it  shall  be  that  ye  shall  1 1 
bring  to  the  place  which  the  Eternal  your  God  will  choose 
to  establish  his  name  there,  even  thither  shall  ye  bring  all 
that  I  command  you ;  your  burnt-offerings,  and  your  sacrifices, 
your  tithes,  and  the  heave-offering  of  your  hand,  and  all 
your  choice  vows  which  ye  vow  to  the  Eternal:    And  ye  12 
shall  rejoice  before  the  Eternal  your  God,  ye,  and  your  sons, 
and  your  daughters,  and  your  men-servants,  and  your  maid- 
servants ,  and  the  Levite  that  is  within  your  gates ;  forasmuch 
as  he  hath  no  portion  nor  inheritance  with  you.    Take  heed  13 
to  thyself  lest  thou  offer  thy  burnt-offerings  in  every  place 
that  thou  seest :    But  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal  shall  1 4 
choose  in  one  of  thy  tribes,  there  thou  shalt  offer  thy  burnt- 
offerings,  and  there  thou  shalt  do  all  that  I  command  thee. 
However  thou  mayest  kill  and  eat  flesh  in  all  thy  gates,  in  15 
every  longing  of  thy  soul,  according  to  the  blessing  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God  which  he  hath  given  thee:  the  unclean  and 
the  clean  may  eat  thereof,  as  of  the  gazelle,  and  as  of  the 
hart.    Only  ye  shall  not  eat  the  blood :  ye  shall  pour  it  1 6 
upon  the  earth  as  water.    Thou  mayest  not  eat  within  thy  1 7 
gates  the  tithe  of  thy  corn,  or  of  thy  new  wine,  or  of  thy 
oil,  or  the  firstlings  of  thy  herds  or  of  thy  flock,  nor  any 
5  Vol.  V. 
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of  thy  vows  which  thou  vowest,  nor  thy  free-will-offerings, 
or  heave-offering-  of  thy  hand :    But  thou  must  eat  them  1 8 
before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal 
thy  God  shall  choose,  thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  daughter, 
and  thy  man-servant,  and  thy  maid-servant,  and  the  Levite 
that  is  within  thy  gates:  and  thou  shalt  rejoice  before  the 
Eternal  thy  God  in  every  performance  of  thy  hand.    Take  19 
heed  to  thyself  lest  thou  forsake  the  Levite  as  long  as  thou 
livest  upon  the  ground.    When  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  20 
enlarge  thy  boundary,  as  he  hath  promised  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  say,  I  will  eat  flesh,  because  thy  soul  longeth  to  eat 
flesh,  thou  mayest  eat  flesh,  in  every  longing  of  thy  soul. 
If  the  place  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  chosen  to  put  21 
his  name  there  be  too  far  from  thee,  then  thou  mayest 
sacrifice  of  thy  herd  and  of  thy  flock,  which  the  Eternal 
hath  given  thee,  as  I  have  commanded  thee,  and  thou  mayest 
eat  in  thy  gates  in  every  longing  of  thy  soul.    But  only  as  22 
the  gazelle  and  the  hart  is  eaten,  so  thou  shalt  eat  them; 
the  unclean  and  the  clean  shall  eat  of  them  alike.    Only  be  23 
sure  that  thou  eat  not  the  blood:  for  the  blood  is  the  life; 
and  fhou  mayest  not  eat  the  life  with  the  flesh.   Thou  shalt  24 
not  eat  it ;  thou  shalt  pour  it  upon  the  earth  as  water. 
Thou  shalt  not  eat  it;  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  25 
with  thy  children  after  thee,  when  thou  shalt  do  what  is 
right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal.     Only  thy  holy  things  26 
which  thou  hast,  and  thy  vows,  thou  shalt  take,  and  go  to 
the  place  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose:    And  thou  shalt 27 
offer  thy  burnt-offerings,  the  flesh  and  the  blood,  upon  the 
altar  of  the  Eternal  thy  God:  and  the  blood  of  thy  sacrifices 
shall  be  poured  upon  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and 
thou  shalt  eat  the  flesh.    Keep  and  hear  all  these  words  28 
which  I  command  thee,  that  it  may  go  well  with  thee,  and 
with  thy  children  after  thee  for  ever,  when  thou  doest  what 
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is  good  and  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God.    When  29> 
the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  cut  off  the  nations  from  before 
thee,  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  them,  and  thou  succeedest 
(hem,  and  abidest  in  their  land;    Take  heed  to  thyself,  lest 30 
thou  be  snared  by  going  after  them,  after  that  they  be 
destroyed  from  before  thee;  and  lest  thou  inquire  after  their 
gods,  saying,  How  did  these  nations  serve  their  gods?  even 
so  will  1  do  likewise.    Thou  shalt  not  do  so  to  the  Eternal  31 
thy  God :  for  every  abomination  to  the  Eternal ,  which  he 
hateth,  have  they  done  to  their  gods;  for  even  their  sons 
and  their  daughters  have  they  burnt  in  the  fire  to  their  gods. 

What  thing  soever  1  command  you ,  observe  to  do :  thou  1 
shalt  not  add  thereto,  nor  diminish  from  it. 

If  there  arise  among  you  a  prophet,  or  a  dreamer  of 2 
dreams,  and  giveth  thee  a  sign  or  a  wonder,   And  the  signs 
or  the  wonder  come  to   pass  whereof  he  spake  to  thee, 
saying,  Let  us  go  after  other  gods,  which  thou  hast  not 
known,  and  let  us  serve  them:    Thou  shalt  not  hearken  to 4 
the  words  of  that  prophet,  or  that  dreamer  of  dreams:  for 
the  Eternal   your   God  trieth  you,   to  know  whether  you 
really  love  the  Eternal  your  God  with  all  your  heart  and 
with  all  your  soul.    Ye  shall  go  after  the  Eternal  yours 
God,  him  ye  shall  fear,  his  commandments  ye  shall  keep, 
his  voice  ye  shall  obey,  him  ye  shall  serve,  and  to  him  ye 
shall  cleave.    And  that  prophet,  or  that  dreamer  of  dreams,  5, 
shall  be  put  to  death;  because  he  hath  spoken  defection 
from  the  Eternal  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  redeemed  you  out  of  the  house  of  servants, 
to  drive  thee  out  of  the  way  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
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commanded  thee  to  go  in:  so  shalt  thou  put  the  evil  away 
from  the  midst  of  thee.    If  thy   brother,  the  son  of  thy  7 
mother,  or  thy  son,  or  thy  daughter,  or  the  wife  of  thy 
bosom,  or  thy  fellow-m<m,  who  is  as  thine  own  soul,  entice 
thee  secretly,  saying-,  Let  us  go  and  serve  other  gods,  which 
thou  hast  not  known,  thou,  nor  thy  fathers;    Namely,  of 8 
the  gods  of  the  peoples  which  are  round  about  you,  nigh 
to  thee,  or  far  otf  from  thee,  from  the  one  end  of  the  earth 
even  to  the  other  end  of  the  earth;    Thou  shalt  not  consent 9 
to  him,  nor  hearken  to  him;  neither  shall  thine  eye  spare 
him,  neither  shalt  thou  pity  him,  neither  shalt  thou  conceal 
him;    But  thou  shalt  surely  kill  him;   thy  hand  shall  be  10 
first  upon  him  to  put  him  to  death,  and  afterwards  the  hand 
of  all  the  people.    And  thou  shalt  stone  him  with  stones,  11 
that  he  die;  because  he  hath  sought  to  thrust  thee  away 
from  the  Eternal  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  from  the  house  of  servants.    And  all  Israel  12 
shall  hear    and  fear,  and  shall  do  no  more  any  such  evil  as 
this  is  among  you.    If  thou  shalt  hear  say  in  one  of  thy  13 
cities,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  given  thee  to  abide 
there,  saying,    Certain  men,  worthless  persons,  are  gone  out  14 
from  among  you,  and  have  thrust  away  the  inhabitants  of 
their  city,  saying,  Let  us  go  and  serve  other  gods,  which 
ye  have  not  known ;    Then  shalt  thou  inquire ,  and  make  1 5 
search,  and  ask  diligently,  and,  behold,  if  it  be  truth,  and 
the  thing  certain ,  that  such  abomination  is  done  among  you ; 
Thou  shalt  surely  smite  the  inhabitants  of  that  city  with  1 6 
the  edge  of  the  sword,  dooming  it  to  destruction,  and  all 
that  is  therein,  and  the  beasts  thereof,  with  the  edge  of  the 
sword.    And  thou  shalt  gather  all  the  spoil  of  it  into  the  17 
midst  of  the  street  thereof,  and  shalt  burn  with  fire  the 
city,  and  all  the  spoil  thereof  every  whit,  for  the  Eternal 
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thy  God:  and  it  shall  be  a  heap  of  ruins  for  ever;  it  shall 
not  be  built  again.  And  there  shall  cleave  nought  of  the  IS 
doomed  thing  to  thy  hand:  that  the  Eternal  may  turn  from 
the  fierceness  of  his  wrath,  and  shew  thee  compassion,  and 
compassionate  thee,  and  multiply  thee,  as  he  hath  sworn  to 
thy  lathers ;  When  thou  shalt  hearken  to  the  Eternal  thy  1 9 
God,  to  keep  all  his  commandments  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  to  do  thai  which  is  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal 
thy  God. 

14 

Ye  are  children  of  the  Eternal  your  God :  ye  shall  not  i 
cut  yourselves,  nor  make  any  baldness  between  your  eyes 
for  the  dead.    For  thou  art  a  holy  people  to 'the  Eternal  2 
thy  God,  and  the  Eternal  hath  chosen  thee  to  be  a  people 
of  a  select  portion  to  himself,  from  all  the  nations  that  are 
upon  the  ground.     Thou  shalt  not   eat  any   abomination.  3 
These  are  the  beasts  which  ye  may  eat;  any  of  the  herd,  4 
any  of  the  sheep,  and  any  of  the  goats,    The  hart,  and 5 
the  gazelle,  and  the  fallow  deer,  and  the  wild  goat,  and  the 
dyshon,  and  the  wild  ox,  and  the  zamer.    And  every  beast 6 
that  parteth  the  hoof,  and  cleaveth  the  cleft  into  two  hoofs, 
and  cheweth  the  cud  among  the  beasts,  that  ye  may  eat. 
Nevertheless  these  ye  shall  not  eat  of  them  that  chew  the  7 
cud,  or  of  them  that  part  the  hoof,  being  cloven  footed;  as 
the  camel,  and  the  hare  and  the  coney:  for  they  chew  the 
cud,  but  part  not  the  hoof;  therefore  they  are  unclean  to 
you:    And  the  swine,    because  it  parteth   the  hoof,  yets 
cheweth  not  the  cud,  it  is  unclean  to  you:  ye  shall  not  eat 
of  their  flesh,  nor  touch  their  carcase.    These  ye  may  eat  9 
of  all  that  are  in  the  waters:  all  that  have  fins  and  scales 
may  ye  eat:  And  whatsoever  hath  not  fins  and  scales  ye  10 
may  not  eat ;  it  is  unclean  to  you.    Of  all  clean  birds  ye  1 1 
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may  eat.    But  these  are  they  of  which  ye  shall  not  eat:  12 
the  eagle,  and  the  ossifrage,  and  the  ospray,   And  the  glede,  13 
and  the  kite,  and  the  vulture  after  its  kind,    And  every  14 
raven  after  its  kind,    And  the  ostrich,  and  the  night-hawk,  1 5 
and  the  cuckow,  and  the  hawk  after  its  kind,    The  little  16 
owl,  and  the  great  owl,  and  the  swan,    And  the  pelican,  17 
and  the  gier-eagle,  and  the  cormorant,    And  the  stork,  and  18 
the  heron  after  its  kind,  and  the  lapwing,  and  the  bat. 
And  every  prolific  creature  among  fowl  is  unclean  to  you:  19 
they  shall  not  be  eaten.    But  of  all  clean  fowls  ye  may  eat.  20 
Ye  shall  not  eat  any  carrion :  thou  shalt  give  it  to  the  21 
stranger  that  is  in  thy  gates,  that  he  may  eat  it;  or  thou 
mayest  sell  it  to  an  alien;  for  thou  art  a  holy  people  to 
the  Eternal  thy  God.    Thou  shalt  not  seethe  a  kid  in  its 
mother's  milk. 

Thou  shalt  truly  tithe  all  the  increase  of  thy  seed,  that 22 
the  field  bringeth  forth  year  by  year.    And  thou  shalt  eat  23 
before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  the  place  which  he  shall 
choose  to  establish  his  name  there,  the  tithe  of  thy  corn, 
of  thy  new  wine,  and  of  thine  oil,  and  the  firstlings  of  thy 
herds,  and  of  thy  flocks:  that  thou  mayest  learn  to  fear 
the  Eternal  thy  God  all  the  days.    And  if  the  way  be  too  24 
much  for  thee,  so  that  thou  art  not  able  to  carry  it;  for 
the  place  is  too  far  from  thee,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
shall  choose  to  set  his  name  there,  when  the  Eternal  thy 
God  hath  blessed  thee;    Then  shalt  thou  give  it  for  money,  25 
and  bind  up  the  money  in  thy  hand,  and  shalt  go  to  the 
place  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose:    And  thou 26 
mayest  give  that  money  for  whatsoever  thy  soul  longeth  after, 
for  any  of  the  herd,  or  any  of  the  flock,  or  for  wine,  or 
for  strong  drink,  or  for  whatsoever  thy  soul  desireth:  and 
thou  shalt  eat  there  before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  thou 
shalt  rejoice,  thou,  and  thy  house.    And  the  Levite  that  is  27 
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within  thy  gates;  thou  shalt  not  forsake  hiin;  for  he  hath 
no  portion  nor  inheritance  with  thee.  At  the  end  of  three  28 
years  thou  shalt  bring  forth  all  the  tithe  of  thine  increase 
the  same  year,  and  shalt  lay  it  up  within  thy  gates:  And 29 
the  Levite,  because  he  hath  no  portion  nor  inheritance  with 
thee,  and  the  stranger,  and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow, 
who  are  within  thy  gates,  shall  come,  and  shall  eat  and  be 
satisfied;  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  may  bless  thee  in  all  the 
work  of  thy  hand  which  thou  doest. 

At  the  end  of  every  seven  years  thou  shalt  make  a  release,  i 
And  this  is  the  manner  of  the  release:    Every  creditor  that 2 
lendeth  ought  unto  his  fellow  shall  release  it;  he  shall  not 
exact  it  of  his  fellow,  or  of  his  brother;  because  it  is 
proclaimed  the  release  of  the  Eternal.    Of  an  alien  thou  3 
may  est  exact  it  again:  but  that  which  is  thine  with  thy 
brother,  thy  hand  shall  release;    Save  when  there  shall  be  4 
110  needy  among  you;   for  the  Eternal  shall  greatly  bless 
thee  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee  for 
an  inheritance  to  possess  it:    If  thou  wilt  only  carefully  5 
hearken  to  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  observe 
to  do  all  these  commandments  which  I  command  thee  this 
day.    For  the  Eternal  thy  God  blesseth  thee,  as  he  promised  6 
thee:  and  thou  shalt  lend  to  many  nations,  but  thou  shalt 
not  borrow;  and  thou  shalt  rule  over  many  nations,  but  they 
shall  not  rule  over  thee.    If  there  be  among  you  a  needy  7 
man  of  one  of  thy  brethren  within  any  of  thy  gates,  in  thy 
land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  thou  shalt  not 
harden  thy  heart,  nor  shut  thy  hand  from  thy  needy  brother; 
But  thou  shalt  surely  open  thy  hand  to  him,  and  shalt  surely  3 
lend  him  sufficient  for  his  need,  in  that  which  he  lacketh. 
Take  heed  to  thyself  lest  there  be  in  thy  heart  a  word  of  9 
worthlessness ,  saying,  The  seventh  year,  the  year  of  release 
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is  at  hand ;  and  thine  eye  be  evil  against  thy  needy  brother, 
and  thou   givest  him  nought ;  and  he  cry  to  the  Eternal 
against  thee,  and  it  be  sin  to  thee.    Thou  shalt  surely  give  10 
him,  and  thy  heart  shall  not  be  grieved  when  thou  givest 
to  him:  because  that  for  this  thing  the  Eternal  thy  God 
shall  bless  thee  in  all  thy  works,  and  in  every  performance 
of  thy  hand.    For  the  needy  shall  never  cease  out  of  the  11 
land:  therefore  I  command  thee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  surely 
open  thy  hand  to  thy  brother,  to  thy  poor,  and  to  thy 
needy,  in  the  land.    And  if  thy  brother,  a  Hebrew  man,  12 
or  a  Hebrew  woman,  be  sold  to  thee,   and  serve  thee  six 
years,  then  in  the  seventh  year  thou  shalt  let  him  go  free 
from  thee.    And  when  thou  lettest  him  go  free  from  thee,  1 3 
thou  shalt  not  let  him  go  empty:    Thou  shalt  furnish  him  14 
liberally  out  of  thy  flock,  and  out  of  thy  floor,  and  out  of 
thy  wine-press :   of  that   wherewith  the  Eternal   thy  God 
hath  blessed  thee  thou  shalt  give  to  him.    And  thou  shalt  1 5 
remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 
and  the  Eternal  thy  God  redeemed  thee :  therefore  I  com- 
mand thee  this  thing  to-day.    And  it  shall  be,  if  he  say  to  16 
thee,  I  will  not  go  forth  from  thee,  because  he  loveth  thee 
and  thy  house,  because  he  is  well  with  thee,    Then  thou  17 
shalt  take  an  awl,  and  thrust  it  through  his  ear  and  into 
the  door,  and  he  shall  be  thy  servant  for  ever:    And  also 
to  thy  maid-servant  thou  shalt  do  likewise.    It  shall  not  18 
seem  hard  to  ihee,   when  thou  lettest  him  go  free  from 
thee;  for  he  hath  been  worth  a  double  hired  servant  to  thee, 
in  serving  thee  six  years:  and  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall 
bless  thee  in  all  that  thou  doest. 

All  the  firstling  males  that  are  born  of  thy  herd  and  of  19 
thy  flock  thou  shalt  sanctify  to  the  Eternal  thy  God :  thou 
shalt  do  no  work  with  the  firstling  of  thy  herd,  nor  shear 
ihe  firstling  of  thy  flock :    Thou  shalt  eat  it  before  the  20 
Eternal  thy  God  year  by  year,  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal 
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shall  choose,  thou  and  thy  house.    And  if  there  be  any  21 
blemish  therein,   as  if  it  be  lame,  or  blind,  or  have  any  ill 
blemish,  thou  shalt  not  sacrifice  it  to  the  Eternal  thy  God. 
Thou  shalt  eat  it  within  thy  gates:  the  unclean  and  the 22 
clean  person  shall  eat  it  alike,  as  the  gazelle,  and  as  the 
hart.    Only  thou  shalt  not  eat  the  blood  thereof;  thou  shalt 23 
pour  it  upon  the  earth  as  water.

Keep  the  month  of  Abib ,  and  observe  the  passover  to  the  l 
Eternal  thy  God:  for  in  the  month  of  Abib  the  Eternal  thy 
God  brought  thee  forth  out  of  Egypt  by  night.    Thou  shalt  2 
therefore  sacrifice  the  passover  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
also  of  the  flock  and  the  herd ,  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal 
shall  choose  to  establish  his  name  there.  Thou  shalt  eat  nothing  3 
leavened  by  it;  seven  days  shalt  thou  eat  unleavened  bread  by 
it,  even  the  bread  of  poverty:  for  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt  in  haste;  that  thou  mayest  remember  the  day 
when  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  all  the  days 
of  thy  life.    And  there  shall  be  no  leaven  seen  with  thee  in  4 
all  thy  boundaries  seven  days;  neither  shall  there  any  of  the 
flesh,  which  thou  sacrificedst  the  first  day  at  even,  remain 
all  night  until  the  morning.    Thou  mayest  not  sacrifice  the  5 
passover  within  any  of  the  gates,  which  the  Eternal  thy 
God  giveth  thee:    But  at  the  place  which  the  Eternal  thy 6 
God  shall  choose  to  establish  his  name  in,  there  thou  shalt 
sacrifice  the  passover  at  even ,  at  the  going  down  of  the  sun, 
at  the  appointed  time  that  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  Egypt. 
And  thou  shalt  roast  and  eat  it  in  the  place  which  the  7 
Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose:  and  thou  shalt  turn  in  the 
morning,  and  go  into  thy  tents.    Six  days  thou  shalt  eats 
unleavened  bread:  and  on  the  seventh  day  shall  be  a  re- 
striction from  labour  in  honour  of  the  Eternal  thy  God:  thou 
shalt  do  no  work  therein.    Seven  weeks  shalt  thou  number  9 
to  thee:  begin  to  number  the  seven  weeks  from  such  time 
as  thou  beginnest  to  put  the  sickle  to  the  corn.   And  thou  1 0 
shalt  keep  the  festival  of  weeks  to  the  Eternal  thy  God 
6  Vol.  V. 
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with  a  tribute  of  a  free-will-offering*  of  thy  hand,  which  thou 
shalt  give  according*  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  may  bless  thee: 
And  thou  shalt  rejoice  before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  thou,  11 
and  thy  son,  and  thy  daughter,  and  thy  man-servant,  and 
thy  maid-servant,  and  the  Levite  that  is  within  thy  gates, 
and  the  stranger,  and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow,  that 
are  among  you,  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
hath  chosen  to  establish  his  name  there.  And  thou  shalt  12 
remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  Egypt:  and  thou 
shalt  keep  and  do  these  statutes. 

Thou  shalt  keep  the  festival  of  tabernacles  seven  days,  l  a 
after  that  thou  hast  gathered  in  the  produce  of  thy  threshing- 
floor  and  thy  winepress.    And  thou  shalt  rejoice  in  thy  14 
festival,  thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  daughter,  and  thy  man- 
servant,  and  thy  maid-servant,  and  the  Levite,  the  stranger, 
and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow,  that  are  within  thy  gates. 
Seven  days  shalt  thou  celebrate  a  festival  to  the  Eternal  thy  \  » 
God  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose:  because 
the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  thy  increase, 
and  in  all  the  works  of  thy  hands,  only  be  rejoiced.    Three  lft 
times  in  a  year  shall  all  thy  males  appear  before  the  Eternal 
thy  God  in  the  place  which  he  shall  choose;  in  the  festival 
of  unleavened  bread,  and  in  the  festival  of  weeks,  and  in 
the  festival  of  tabernacles:  and  they  shall  not  appear  before 
the  Eternal  empty:     Every  man  shall  bring  according  to  17 
the  ability  of  his  hand  to  give,  according  to  the  blessing 
of  the  Eternal  thy  God  which  he  hath  given  thee.    Judges  18 
and  bailiffs  shalt  thou  make  thee  in  all  thy  gates,  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  throughout  thy  tribes:  and 
they  shall  judge  the  people  with  just  judgment.    Thou  shalt  19 
not  wrest  judgment;  thou  shalt  not  respect  persons,  neither 
take  bribery:  for  bribery  doth  blind  the  eyes  of  the  wise, 
aud  pervert  the  words   of  the  righteous.     Justice,  justice  20 
shalt  thou  pursue,  that  thou  mayest  live,  and  inherit  the 
land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee.    Thou  shalt  21 
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not  plant  thee  a  grove  of  any  trees  near  the  altar  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  which  thou  shalt  make  thee.    Neither  shalt  22 
thou  set  thee  up  any  pillar,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
hateth. 

Thou  shalt  not  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  thy  God  any  ofi 
the  herd  or  flock  wherein  is  blemish,  or  any  evil  thine;  for 
that  is  an  abomination  to  the  Eternal  thy  God.   If  there  2 
be  found  among"  you,  within  any  of  thy  gates  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  man  or  woman,  that  hath 
done  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  transgres- 
sing his  covenant,    And  hath  gone  and  served  other  gods,  3 
and  prostrated  himself  before  them,  either  the  sun,  or  moon, 
or  any  of  the  host  of  heaven,  which  I  have  not  commanded; 
And  it  be  told  thee,  and  thou  hast  heard  of  it,  and  inquired  4 
diligently,  and,  behold,  it  be  true,  and  the  thing  certain, 
that  such  abomination  was  wrought  in  Israel:    Then  shalt 5 
thou  bring  forth  that  man  or  that  woman,  who  have  done 
that  evil  thing,  to  thy  gates,  even  that  man  or  that  woman, 
and  shalt  stone  them  with  stones,  till  they  die.    At  the 6 
month  of  two  witnesses,  or  three  witnesses,  shall  he  that 
is  worthy  of  death  be  put  to  death;  but  at  the  mouth  of 
one  witness  he  shall  not  be  put  to  death.    The  hands  of  7 
the  witnesses  shall  be  first  upon  him  to  put  him  to  death, 
and  afterwards  the  hands  of  all  the  people.    So  shalt  thou 
put  the  evil  away  from  among  you. 

If  there  be  a  thing  too  hard  for  thee  in  judgments 
between  blood  and  blood,  between  plea  and  plea,  and  be- 
tween stroke  and  stroke,  being  words  of  strife  within  thy 
gates:  then  shalt  thou  arise,  and  go  up  into  the  place 
which  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose;  And  thou  shalt 9 
come  to  the  priests  the  Levites,  and  to  the  judge  that  shall 
be  in  those  days,  and  inquire;  and  they  shall  tell  thee  the 
words   of  judgment :    And  thoa  shalt  do  according  to  the  1 0 
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word,  which  they  of  that  place  which  the  Eternal  shall 
choose  shall  tell  thee;  and  thou  shalt  observe  to  do  according 
to  all  that  they  teach  thee:    According  to  the  word  of  the  11 
law  which  they  shall  teach  thee,  and  according  to  the 
judgment  which  they  shall  tell  thee,  thou  shalt  do:  thou 
shalt  not  depart  from  the  word  which  they  shall  tell  thee, 
to  the  right  nor  to  the  left.    And  the  man  that  will  do  12 
presumptuously,  and  will  not  hearken  to  the  priest  standing 
to  minister  there  before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  or  to  the 
judge,  even  that  man  shall  die:  and  thou  shalt  put  away 
the  evil  from  Israel.    And  all  the  people  shall  hear,  and  13 
fear,  and  do  no  more  presumptuously.    When  thou  art  come  14 
into  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  and 
shalt  possess  it,  and  shalt  abide  therein,  and  shalt  say,  I 
will  set  a  king  over  me,  like  as  all  the  nations  that  are 
about  me;    Thou  mayest  by  all  means  set  him  king  over  15 
thee  whom  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose:  one  from 
among  thy  brethren  shalt  thou  set  king  over  thee:  thou 
mayest  not  set  an  alien  over  thee,  who  is  not  thy  brother. 
But  he  shall  not  multiply  horses  to  himself,  so  that  he  cause  16 
not  the  people  to  return  to  Egypt,  to  the  end  that  he 
should  multiply  horses:  forasmuch  as  the  Eternal  hath  said 
to  you,  Ye  shall  henceforth  return  no  more  that  way.  Neither  17 
shall  he  multiply  wives  to  himself,  that  his  heart  turn  not 
away:  neither  shall  he  greatly  multiply  to  himself  silver  and 
gold.    And  it  shall  be,  when  he  sitteth  upon  the  throne  of  j8 
his  kingdom,  that  he  shall  write  him  a  copy  of  this  law  in 
a  book  out  of  that  which  is  before  the  priests  the  Levites: 
And  it  shall  be  with  him,  and  he  shall  read  therein  all  the  19 
days  of  his  life:  that  he  may  learn  to  fear  the  Eternal  his 
God,  to  keep  all  the  words  of  this  law  and  these  statutes, 
to  do  them:    That  his  heart  be  not  exalted  above  his  bre-20 
thren,  and  that  he  depart  not  from  the  commandment,  to 
the  right  or  to  the  left :  to  the  end  that  he  may  prolong 
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Ms  days  in  his  kingdom,   he,   and  his  children,  among 
Israel. 

18 

The  priests  the  Levites ,  namely  all  the  tribe  of  Levi,  i 
shall  have  no  portion  nor  inheritance  with  Israel:  they  shall 
eat  the  fire-offerings  of  the  Eternal,    and  his  inheritance. 
But  they  shall  have  no  inheritance  among  their  brethren:  2 
the  Eternal  is  their  inheritance,  as  he  hath  said  to  them. 
And  this  shall  be  the  priest's  due  from  the  people,  from  3 
them  that  sacrifice  a  sacrifice ,  whether  it  oe  one  of  the  herd, 
or  one  of  the  flock;  and  they  shall  give  to  the  priest  the 
shoulder,  and  the  two  cheeks,  and  the  maw.    The  first-fruit 4 
also  of  thy  corn,  of  thy  new  wine,  and  of  thy  oil,  and  the 
first  of  the  fleece  of  thy  flock,  shalt  thou  give  him.    For 5 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  chosen  him  out  of  all  thy  tribes, 
to  stand  to  minister  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  him  and 
his  sons  for  ever.    And  if  a  Levite  come  from  any  of  lhy6 
gates  out  of  all  Israel,  where  he  sojourned,  and  come  with 
all  the  longing  of  his  soul  to  the  place  which  the  Eternal 
shall  choose ;   And  minister  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal  his  7 
God,  as  all  his  brethren  the  Levites  do,  who  stand  there 
before  the  Eternal.    They  shall  enjoy  like  portions,  besides  8 
the  sale  of  his  patrimony.    When  thou  art  come  into  the  9 
land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  thou  shalt  not 
learn  to  do  after  the  abominations  of  those  nations.    There  10 
shall  not  be  found  among  you  any  one  that  maketh  his  son 
or  his  daughter  to  pass  through  the  fire,  or  that  useth 
divination,  or  an  observer  of  clouds,  or  an  enchanter,  or  a 
sorcerer,    Or  a  charmer,  or  a  consulter  with  familiar  spirits,  11 
or  a  wizard,  or  a  necromancer.    For  all  that  do  these  things  12 
are  an  abomination  to  the  Eternal:  and  because  of  these 
abominations  the  Eternal  thy  God  doth  drive  them  out  be- 
fore thee.    Thou  shalt  be  perfect  with  the  Eternal  thy  God.  13 
For  these  nations,  which  thou  shalt  possess,  hearkened  to  1 4 
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observers  of  clouds,  and  to  diviners:  but  not  so  thou,  the 
Eternal  thy  God  hath  not  suffered  thee  so   to  do.    The  1 5 
Eternal  thy  God  will  raise  up  to  thee  a  prophet  from  the 
midst  of  thee,  of  thy  brethren,  like  me;  to  him  ye  shall 
hearken;    According  to  all  that  thou  desiredst  of  the  Eternal  16 
thy  God  in  Horeb  in  the  day  of  the  assembly,  saying,  Let 
me  not  hear  again  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  my  God,  neither 
let  me  see  this  great  fire  any  more,  that  I  die  not.    And  17 
the  Eternal  said  to  me,  They  have  well  spoken  that  which 
they  have  spoken.    I  will  raise  them  up  a  prophet  from  18 
among  their  brethren,  like  thee,  and  will  put  my  words  in 
his  mouth;  and  he  shall  speak  to  them  all  that  I  shall  com- 
mand him.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  will  19 
not  hearken  to  my  words  which  he  shall  speak  in  my  name, 
I  will  require  it  of  him.    But  the  prophet  who  shall  presume  20 
to  speak  a  word  in  my  name  which  I  have  not  commanded 
him  to  speak,  or  that  shall  speak  in  the  name  of  other  gods, 
even  that  prophet  shall  die.    And  if  thou  say  in  thy  heart,  21 
How  shall  we  know  the  word  which  the  Eternal  hath  not 
spoken?    When  a  prophet  speaketh  in  the  name  of  the 22 
Eternal,  if  the  thing  follow  not,  nor  come  to  pass,  that  is 
the  thing  which  the  Eternal  hath  not  spoken,  but  the  prophet 
hath  spoken  presumptuously :  thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  of  him. 

When  the   Eternal   thy  God  hath   cut  off  the  nations,  l 
whose  land  the  Eternal  thy   God   giveth  thee,  and  thou 
inheritest  them,  and  abidest  in  their  cities,  and  in  their 
houses;    Thou  shalt  separate  three  cities  for  thee  in  the 2 
midst  of  thy  land,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee 
to  possess  it.    Thou  shalt  prepare  thee  a  way,  and  divide  3 
the  boundaries  of  thy  land ,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth 
thee  to  inherit,  into  three  parts,  that  every  slayer  may  flee 
thither.    And  this  is  the  case  of  the  slayer  who  shall  flee  4 
thither,  that  he  may  live.   Whoso  killeth  his  fellow  ignorantly, 
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whom  he  hated  not  in  time  past;    As  when  a  man  goeth5 
into  the  wood  with  his  fellow  to  hew  wood,  and  his  hand 
fetcheth  a  stroke  with  the  axe  to  cut  down  the  tree,  and 
the  iron  slippeth  from  the  helve ,  and  lighteth  upon  his  fellow, 
that  he  die;  he  shall  flee  into  one  of  those  cities,  and  live: 
Lest  the  avenger  of  the  blood  pursue  the  slayer,  while  his  6 
heart  is  hot,  and  overtake  him,  because  the  way  is  long, 
and  slay  him;  whereas  he  was  not  worthy  of  death,  inasmuch 
as  he  hated  him  not  in  time  past.    Wherefore  I  command  7 
thee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  separate  three  cities  tor  thee.   And  8 
if  the  Eternal  thy  God  enlarge  thy  boundary,  as  he  hath 
sworn  to  thy  fathers,  and  give  thee  all  the  land  which  he 
promised  to  give  to  thy  fathers ;   If  thou  shalt  keep  all  these  9 
commandments  to  do  ihem,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
to  love  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  to  walk  ever  in  his  ways; 
then  shalt  thou  add  three  cities  more  for  thee,  besides  these 
three;    That  innocent  blood  be  not  shed  in  Ihy  land  which  10 
the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance,  and  so 
blood  be  upon  thee. 

But  if  any  man  hate  his  fellow,  and  lie  in  wait  for  him,  11 
and  rise  up  against  him,  and  smite  him  mortally  that  he 
die,  and  fleeth  into  one  of  these  cities:    Then  the  elders  12 
of  his  city  shall  send  and  take  him  thence,  and  give  him 
into  the  hand  of  the  avenger  of  blood,  that  he  may  die. 
Thine  eye  shall  not  pity  him,  but  thou  shalt  put  away  the  13 
guilt  of  innocent  blood  from  Israel,  that  it  may  go  well 
with  thee.   Thou  shalt  not  remove  thy  fellow-mem's  land- 1 4 
mark,  which  they  of  old  time  have  set  in  thine  inheritance, 
which  thou  shalt  inherit  in  the  land  that  the  Eternal  thy 
God  giveth  thee  to  possess  it.    One  witness  shall  not  rise  1 5 
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up  against  a  man  for  any  iniquity,  or  for  any  sin,  in  any 
sin  that  he  sinneth:  at  the  mouth  of  two  witnesses,  or  at 
the  mouth  of  three  witnesses ,  shall  the  matter  be  established. 
If  a  witness  for  violence  rise  up  against  any  man,  to  testify  1 6 
against  him  that  which  is  wrong;    Then  both  the  men,  17 
between  whom  the  strife  il,  shall  stand  before  the  Eternal, 
before  the  priests  and  the  judges  who  shall  be  in  those 
days;    And  the  judges  shall  diligently  inquire:  and,  behold,  18 
if  the  witness  be  a  false  witness,  and  testified  falsely  against 
his  brother;   Then  shall  ye  do  to  him  as  he  had  intended  19 
to  have  done  to  his  brother:  so  shalt  thou  put  the  evil 
away  from  among  you.    And  those  who  remain  shall  hear,  20 
and  fear,  and  shall  henceforth  commit  no  more  any  such 
evil  thing  among  you.    And  thine  eye  shall  not  pity;  but  2i 
soul  shall  go  for  soul,  eye  for  eye,  tooth  for  tooth,  hand 
for  hand,  foot  for  foot. 

20 

When  thou  goest  out  to  war  against  thine  enemies,  and  i 
seest  horses  and  chariots,  and  a  people  more  than  thou,  be 
not  afraid  of  them:  for  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  with  thee, 
who  brought  ihee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  it  2 
shall  be,  when  ye  are  come  nigh  the  battle,  that  the  priest 
shall  step  nigh,  and  speak  to  the  people,   And  shall  say 3 
to  them,  Hear,   0  Israel,  Ye  approach  this  day  to  battle 
against  your  enemies:  let  not  your  hearts  faint;  fear  not, 
and  hurry  not  precipitately,  neither  be  ye  terrified  because 
of  them :    For  the  Eternal  your  God  is  he  that  goeth  with  4 
you,  to  fight  for  you  against  your  enemies,  to  save  you. 
And  the  bailiffs  shall  speak  to  the  people,  saying,  What  man  5 
is  there  that  hath  built  a  new  house,  and  hath  not  dedicated 
it?  let  him  go  and  return  to  his  house,  lest  he  die  in  the  war, 
and  another  man  dedicate  it.   And  what  man  is  he  that  hath  6 
planted  a  vineyard,  and  hath  not  yet  eaten  of  it?  let  him  also  go 
and  return  to  his  house,  lest  he  die  in  the  war,  and  another 
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man  eat  of  it.    And  what  man  is  there  that  hath  betrothed? 
a  woman,  and  hath  not  taken  her?  let  him  go  and  return 
to  his  house,  lest  he  die  in  the  war,  and  another  man  take 
her.    And  the  bailiffs  shall  speak  further  to  the  people,  8 
and  they  shall  say,  What  man  is  there  that  is  fearful  and 
faint-hearted?  let  him  go  and  return  to  his  house,  lest  his 
brethren's  heart  faint  as  well  as  his  heart.    And  it  shall  be,  9 
when  the  bailiffs  have  finished  speaking  to  the  people,  that 
they  shall  appoint  officers  of  the  hosts  at  the  head  of  the 
people.    When  thou   approachest   a   city  to  fight  against  1 0 
it,  then  proclaim  peace  to  it.    And  it  shall  be,  if  it  make  11 
thee  answer  of  peace,  and  open  to  thee,  then  it  shall  be, 
that  all  the  people  that  is  found  therein  shall  be  tributaries, 
to  thee,  and  they  shall  serve  thee.    And  if  it  will  make  12 
no  peace  with  thee,  but  will  make  war  against  thee,  then 
thou  shalt  besiege  it:    And  when  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  13 
given  it  into  thy  hands,  thou  shalt  smite  every  male  thereof 
with  the  edge  of  the  sword :    But  the  women ,  and  the  little  1 4 
ones,  and  the  beasts,  and  all  that  is  in  the  city,  even  all 
the  spoil  thereof,  shalt  thou  take  to  thyself;  and  thou  mayest 
eat  the  spoil  of  thine  enemies,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
hath  given  thee.   Thus  thou  shalt  do  to  all  the  cities  which  15 
are  very  far  off  from  thee,  which  are  not  of  the  cities  of 
these  nations.   But  of  the  cities  of  these  peoples,  which  the  16 
Eternal  thy  God  doth  give  thee  for  an  inheritance,  thou 
shalt  keep  alive  nothing  that  hath  breath:    But  thou  shalt  17 
doom  them  to  destruction;  namely,  the  Hittites,  and  the 
Amorites,  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Perizzites,  the  Hivites, 
and  the  Jebusites,  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  commanded 
thee:    That  they  teach  you  not  to  do  after  all  their  abo-18 
minations,  which  they  have  done  to  their  gods;  so  should 
ye  sin  against  the  Eternal  your  God.    When  thou  shalt  1 9 
besiege  a  city  a  long  time,  in  fighting  against  it  to  take 
it,  thou  shalt  not  destroy  the  trees  thereof  by  forciug  an 
axe  against  them:  for  thou  mayest  eat  of  them,  and  thou 
7  Vol.  V. 
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shalt  not  cut  them  down;  for  is  the  tree  of  the  field  a  man 
that  it  should  be  besieged  by  thee?    Only  trees  which  thou 20 
knowest  that  they  he  not  trees  for  food ,  thou  mayest  destroy 
and  cut  them  down;  and  thou  shalt  build  bulwarks  against 
the  city  that  maketh  war  with  thee,   until  it  be  subdued. 

21 

If  one  be  found  slain  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thyj 
God  giveth  thee  to  possess  it,  lying  in  the  field,  and  it  be 
not  known  who  hath  smitten  him:    Then  thy  elders  and  2 
thy  judges  shall  go  forth,  and  they  shall  measure  to  the 
cities  which  are  round  about  him  that  is  slain.   And  it  shall  3 
be,  that  the  city  which  is  next  to  the  slain  man,  even  the 
elders  of  that  city  shall  take  a  heifer  which  hath  not  been 
wrought  with,  and  which  hath  not  drawn  in  the  yoke;  And 4 
the  elders  of  that  city  shall  bring  down  the  heifer  into  a 
rough  valley  which  is  neither  tilled  nor  sown,  and  shall 
strike  otf  the  heifers  neck  there  in  the  valley:    And  the  5 
priests  the  sons  of  Levi  shall  step  nigh,  for  them  the  Eternal 
thy  God  hath  chosen  to  minister  to  him,  and  to  bless  in 
the  name  of  the  Eternal,  and  by  their  mouth  shall  every 
strife  and  every  stroke  be  tried.    And  all  the  elders  of  that  6 
city,  that  are  next  to  the  slain  man,  shall  wash  their  hands 
over  the  heifer  whose  necJc  is  struck  off  in  the  valley :    And  7 
they  shall  answer  and  say,    Our  hands  have  not  shed  this 
blood,  neither  have  our  eyes  seen  it.   Be  merciful,  0  Eternal,  8 
to  thy  people  Israel,  whom  thou  hast  redeemed;  and  lay 
not  innocent  blood  to  thy  people  of  Israel's  charge.  And 
the  blood  shall  be  pardoned  them.    So  shalt  thou  put  away  9 
the  guilt  of  innocent  blood   from  among  you,  when  thou 
shalt  do  that  which  is  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal. 
When  thou  goest  forth  to  war  against  thine  enemies,  and  10 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  given  them  into  thy  hands,  and 
thou  hast  captured  captives,    And  seest  among  the  captives  1 1 
a  woman  of  beautiful  appearance  and  delightest  in  her,  that 
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thou  wouldest  take  her  for  thy  wife;   Then  thoo  shalt  bring- 12 
her  home  to  thy  house:  and  she  shall  cut  the  hair  of  her 
head,  and  pare  her  nails;    And  she  shall  put  the  raiment  13 
of  her  captivity  from  otf  her,  and  shall  remain  in  thy  house, 
and  weep  for  her  father  and  her  mother  a  full  month :  and 
after  that  thou  mayest  come  to  her,  and  be  her  husband, 
and  she  shall  be  thy  wife.    And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  art  not  14 
pleased  with  her,  then  thou  shalt  let  her  go  whither  she  will; 
but  thou  shalt  not  sell  her  at  all  for  money,  thou  shalt  not 
make  merchandise  of  her,  because  thou  hast  humbled  her. 
If  a  man  have  two  wives,  one  beloved,  and  another  hated,  15 
and  they  have  born  him  children,  both  the  beloved  and  the 
hated;  and  if  the  first-born  son  be  hers  that  was  hated: 
Then  it  shall  be,  when  he  maketh  his  sons  to  inherit  that  if* 
which  he  hath,  that  he  may  not  declare  the  son  of  the  be- 
loved first-born,  in  the  face  of  the  first-born,  the  son  of  the 
hated:    But  he  shall  acknowledge  the  son  of  the  hated  fori? 
the  first-born,  by  giving  him  a  double  portion  of  all  that 
shall  be  found  with  him:   for  he  is  the  beginning  of  his 
manhood;  the  right  of  the  first-born  is  his.    If  a  man  have  18 
a  refractory  and  rebellious  son,  who  will  not  obey  the  voice 
of  his  father,  or  the  voice  of  his  mother,  and  that,  when 
they  have  chastened  him,  will  not  hearken  to  them;    Then  19 
shall  his  father  and  his  mother  lay  hold  on  him,  and  bring 
him  out  to  the  elders  of  his  city,  and  to  the  gate  of  his 
place:    And  they  shall  say  to  the  elders  of  his  city,   This  20 
our  son  is  refractory  and  rebellious;  he  will  not  obey  our 
voice;  he  is  a  contemner,  and  a  drunkard.    And  all  the 21 
men  of  his  city  shall  stone  him  with  stones,  that  he  die: 
so  shalt  thou  put  away  evil  from  among  you:  and  all  Israel 
shall  hear,  and  fear.    And  if  there  be  in  a  man  a  sin  de-22 
serving  the  judgment  of  death,  and  he  be  put  to  death, 
and    thou   hang  him    on   a   tree;     His   body   shall   not 23 
remain  all  night  upon  the  tree,  but  thou  shalt  in  any  wise 
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bury  him  that  day:  for  he  that  is  hanged  is  accursed  of 
God.  that  thou  defile  not  thy  land,  which  the  Eternal  thy 
God  giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance. 

Thou  shalt  not  see  any  of  thy  brother's  herd,  or  of  his  i 
flock  go  astray,  and  hide  thyself  from  them:  thou  shalt  in 
any  case  restore  them  to  thy  brother.    And  if  thy  brother  2 
be  not  nigh  unto  thee,  or  if  thou  know  him  not,  then  thou 
shalt  gather  it  into  thine  own  house,  and  it  shall  be  with 
thee  until  thy  brother  require  it,  and  thou  shalt  restore  it 
to  him.    Thus  shalt  thou   do  with  his  ass;  and  so  shalt 3 
thou  do  with  his  raiment;  and  with  every  lost  thing  of  thy 
brother's,  which  he  hath  lost,  and  thou  hast  found,  shalt 
thou  do  likewise  :  thou  mayest  not  hide  thyself.    Thou  shalt  4 
not  see  thy  brother's  ass  or  any  of  his  herd  fall  down  by 
the  way,  and  hide  thyself  from  them:  thou  shalt  surely 
raise  them  with  him.    The  apparel  of  a  man  shall  not  be  5 
on  a  woman  neither  shall  a  man  put  on  a  woman's  garment: 
for  all  that  do  so  are  abomination  to  the  Eternal  thy  God. 

If  a  bird's  nest  chance  to  be  before  thee  in  the  way  in  6 
any  tree,  or  on  the  earth,  whether  they  be  young  ones  or 
eggs,  and  the  dam  sitting  upon  the  young  or  upon  the  eggs, 
thou  shalt  not  take  the  dam  with  the  young :    But  thou  7 
shalt  in  any  wise  let  the  dam  go,  and  take  the  young  to 
thee;  and  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  that  thou 
mayest  prolong  thy  days.    When  thou  buildest  a  new  house, 8 
then  thou  shalt  make  a  battlement  for  thy  roof,  that  thou 
bring  not  blood  upon  thy  house,  if  any  man  fall  from  thence. 
Thou  shalt  not  sow  thy  vineyard  with  two  kinds  of  seeds ;  9 
lest  the  fulness  —  the  seed  which  thou  hast  sown,  and  the 
increase  of  thy  vineyard  —  become  unlawful.    Thou  shalt  10 
not  plough  with  one  of  the  herd  and  an  ass  together.  Thoun 
shalt  not  wear  a  garment  of  two  kinds,  as  of  woollen  and 
linen  together.    Thou  shalt  make  thee  tassels  upon  the  four  12

DEUTERONOMY,  Chap.  XXII. 


quarters  of  thy  vesture,  wherewith  thou  coverest  thyself. 
If  any  man  take  a  wife,  and  come  to  her,  and  hate  her,  13 
And  impute  actions  to  her  by  mere  words,  and  bring-  up  an  14 
evil  name  upon  her,  and  say,  I  took  this  woman,  and,  when 
I  came  to  her,  I  found  not  on  her  the  tokens  of  virginity : 
Then  shall  the  father  of  the  damsel,  and  her  mother,  take  15 
and  bring-  forth  the  tokens  of  the  damsel's  virginity  to  the 
elders  of  the  city  in  the  g-ate:    And  the  damsel's  father  16 
shall  say  to  the  elders,  I  g-ave  my  daughter  to  this  man  to 
wife,  and  he  hateth  her;    And,  lo,  he  hath  imputed  actions  17 
to  her  by  mere  words,  saying,  I  found  not  on  thy  daughter 
the  tokens  of  virginity;  and  yet  these  are  the  tokens  of  my 
daughter's  virginity:  And  they  shall  spread  the  cloth  before 
the  elders  of  the  city.    And  the  elders  of  that  city  shall  1 8 
take  that  man,  and  chastise  him;    And  they  shall  amerce  19 
him  in  a  hundred  shekels  of  silver,  and  give  them  to  the 
father  of  the  damsel,  because  he  hath  brought  up  an  evil 
name  upon  a  virgin  of  Israel:  and  she  shall  be  his  wife; 
he  may  not  send  her  away  all  his  days.    But  if  this  thing  20 
be  true,  and  the  tokens  of  virginity  be  not  found  for  the 
damsel:    Then  they  shall  bring  out  the  damsel  to  the  entrance  21 
of  her  father's  house,  and  the  men  of  her  city  shall  stone 
her  with  stones  that  she  die ;  because  she  hath  done  a  base 
deed  in  Israel,  to  play  the  whore  in  her  father's  house:  so 
shalt  thou  put  evil  away  from  among  you.    If  a  man  Ik*  found  22 
lying  with  a  woman  married  to  a  husband,  then  they  shall 
both  of  them  die,  loth  the  man  that  lay  with  the  woman, 
and  the  woman;  so  shalt  thou  put  away  evil  from  Israel. 
If  a  damsel  that  is  a  virgin  be  betrothed  to  a  man,  and  a  23 
man  find  her  in  the  city,  and  lie  with  her;    Then  ye  shall  24 
bring  them  both  out  to  the  gate  of  that  city,  and  ye  shall 
stone  them  with  stones  that  they  die;  the  damsel,  because 
she  cried  not,  being  in  the  city;  and  the  man,  because  he 
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hath  humbled  the  wife  of  his  fellow:   so  thou  shalt  put 
away  evil  from  among-  you:    But  if  a  man  find  a  betrothed  25 
damsel  in  the  field,  and  the  man  lays  hold  on  her,  and  lie 
with  her;  then  the  man  only  that  lay  with  her  shall  die: 
But  to  the  damsel  thou  shalt  do  nothing;  there  is  in  the  26 
damsel  no  sin  deserving  death:  for  as  when  a  man  riseth 
against  his  fellow-man,  and  slayethhim,  even  so  is  this  thing: 
For  he  found  her  in  the  field,   and  the  betrothed  damsel  27 
cried ,  and  there  ivas  none  to  save  her.    If  a  man  find  a  28 
damsel  that  is  a  virgin,  who  is  not  betrothed,  and  lay  hold 
on  her,   and  lie  with  her,  and  they  be  found;    Then  the  29 
man  that  lay  with  her  shall  give  to  the  damsel's  father  fifty 
shekels  of  silver,  and  she  shall  be  his  wife:  because  he  hath 
humbled  her,  he  may  not  put  her  away  all  his  days. 

A  man  shall  not  take  his  father's  wife,  nor  uncover  his  i 
father's  skirt.    He  that  is  bruised  in  the  stones,  or  hath 2 
his  privy  member  cut  off,  shall  not  come  into  the  assembly 
of  the  Eternal.    One  born  in   incest  or  adultery  shall  not  3 
come  into  the  assembly  of  the  Eternal;  even  to  his  tenth 
generation  shall   he  not   come   into  the  assembly  of  the 
Eternal.    An  Ammonite  or  Moabite  shall  not  come  into  the  4 
assembly   of  the  Eternal;   even  to  their  tenth  generation 
shall  they  not  enter  into  the  assembly  of  the  Eternal  for 
ever:    Because  they  met  you  not  with  bread   and  with 5 
water  in  the  way,  when  ye  came  forth  out  of  Egypt;  and 
because  they  hired  against  thee  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor,  of 
Pethor  of  Mesopotamia,  to  curse  thee.    Nevertheless   the  6 
Eternal  thy  God  was  not   willing  to  hearken  to  Balaam; 
but  the  Eternal  thy  God  turned  the  curse  into  a  blessing 
to  thee,  because  the  Eternal  thy  God  loved  thee.    Thou  shalt  7 
not  seek  their  peace  nor  their  prosperity  all  thy  days  for 
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ever.    Thou  shalt  not  abhor  an   Edomite;  for  he  is  thy  8 
brother :  thou  shalt  not  abhor  an  Egyptian ,   because  thou 
wast  a  stranger  in  his  land.    The  children  that  are  born  9 
to  them  may  come  into  the  assembly  of  the  Eternal  in 
their  third  generation.    When  the  host  goeth  forth  against  10 
thine  enemies ,  then  keep  thee  from  every  evil  thing.    If  1 1 
there  be  among  you  any  man  that  is  not  clean  by  reason 
of  uncleanness  that  chanceth  him  by  night,  then  he  shall  go 
abroad  out  of  the  camp,  he  shall  not  come  within  the  camp: 
But  it  shall  be,  when  evening  cometh  on,  he  shall  wash  12 
himself  with  water:  and  when  the  sun  is  down,  he  shall  come 
into  the  camp  again.    Thou  shalt  have  a  place  also  without  13 
the  camp,  whither  thou  shalt  go  forth  abroad:    And  thou  14 
shalt  have  a  pin  upon  thy  weapon;  aud  it  shall  be,  when 
thou  wilt  ease  thyself  abroad,  thou  shalt  dig  therewith,  and 
shalt  turn  back  and  cover  that  which  cometh  from  thee  : 
For  the  Eternal  thy  God  walketh  in  the  midst  of  thy  camp,  15 
to  deliver  thee,  and  to  give  up  thine  enemies  before  thee; 
therefore  shall  thy  camp  be  holy;  that  he  see  no  nakedness 
of  anything  in  thee,  and  turn  away  from  thee.    Thou  shalt  16 
not  deliver  to  his  master  the  servant  who  is  escaped  from 
his  master  to  thee:    He  shall  abide  with  you,  even  among  17 
you,  in  that  place  which  he  shall  choose  in  one  of  thy 
gates,  where  it  liketh  him  best:  thou  shalt  not  oppress 
him.    There  shall  be  no   prostitute  of   the   daughters  of  18 
Israel,  nor  a  man  prostituting  himself  of  the  sons  of  Israel. 
Thou  shalt  not  bring  the  prostitution  hire  of  a  whore,  or  19 
the  price  of  a  dog,  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal  thy  God 
for  any  vow:  for  even  both  these  are  abomination  to  the 
Eternal  thy  God.    Thou  shalt  not   lend  upon  interest  to  20 
thy  brother;  interest  of  money,  interest  of  food,  interest  of 
any  thing  that  is  lent  upon  interest.     To  an  alien  thou  21 
may  est  lend  upon  interest;  but  to  thy  brother  thou  shalt 
not  lend  upon  interest :  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  may  bless 
thee  in  every  perfomance  of  thy  hand  in  the  land  whither 
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thou  goest  to  possess  it.    When  thou  shalt  vow  a  vow  to  22 
the  Eternal  thy  God,  thou  shalt  not  delay  to  pay  it:  for 
the  Eternal  thy  God  will  surely  inquire  it  of  thee:   and  it 
would  be  sin  in  thee.    But  if  thou  shalt  forbear  to  vow,  23 
it  shall  be  no  sin  in  thee.    That  which  is  gone  out  of  24 
thy  lips  thou  shalt  keep  and  do;  even  a  free-will  offering-, 
according-   as   thou  hast  vowed  to    the  Eternal  thy  God, 
which  thou  hast  spoken  with  thy  mouth.   When  thou  comest25 
into  the  vineyard  of  thy  fellow  man,  then  thou  may  est  eat 
grapes  at  thy  fill  at  thine  own  pleasure;  but  thou  shalt  not 
put  any  in  thy  vessel.    When  thou  comest  into  the  standing-  26 
corn  of  thy  fellow  man  then  thou  mayest  pluck  the  ears 
with  thy  hand,  but  thou  shalt  not  move  a  sickle  to  the 
standing  corn  of  thy  fellow  man.  ^ 

When  a  man  hath  taken  a  wife,  and  married  her,  and  1 
it  come  to  pass  that  she  find  no  favour  in  his  eyes,  because 
he  hath  found  some  scandalous  thing  in  her;  then  let  him 
write  her  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and  give  it  in  her  hand, 
and  send  her  away  out  of  his  house.    And  when  she  is  2 
gone  out  of  his  house,  she  may  go  and  be  another  man's 
wife.    And  if  the  latter  husband  hate  her,  and  write  her  a  3 
bill  of  divorcement,  and  giveth  it  in  her  hand,  and  sendeth 
her  away  out  of  his  house;  or  if  the  latter  husband  die, 
who  took  her  to  be  his  wife:    Her  first  husband,  who  sent  4 
her  away,  may  not  take  her  again  to  be  his  wife,  after  that 
she  is  defiled;  for  that  is  abomination  before  the  Eternal: 
and  thou  shalt  not  cause  the  land  to  sin,  which  the  Eternal 
thy  God  giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance.    When  a  man  hath  5 
taken  a  new  wife,  he  shall  not  go  out  to  the  host,  neither 
shall  he  be  charged  with  any  thing  :  but  he  shall  be  tree 
at  home  one  year,  and  shall  cheer  up  his  wife  whom  he 
hath  taken.    No  man  shall  take  the  handmill  or  the  upper  6 
millstone  to  pledge:  for  he  taketh  a  man's  life  to  pledge. 
If  a  man  be  found  stealing  any  of  his  brethren  of  the  children  7 
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of  Israel,  and  maketh  merchandize  of  him,   or  selleth  him; 
then  that  thief  shall  die ;  and  thou  shalt  put  evil  away  from 
among  you.    Take  heed  in  the  plague  of  leprosy,  that  thou  8 
observe  diligently,  and  do  according  to  all  that  the  priests 
the  Levites  shall  teach  you:   as  I  commanded  them,  so  ye 
shall  observe  to  do.    Remember  what  the  Eternal  thy  God  9 
did  to  Miriam  by  the  way,  after  that  ye  were  come  forth 
out  of  Egypt.    When  thou  dost  lend  thy  fellow  man  a  loan  10 
of  any  thing,  thou  shalt  not  go  into  his  house  to  fetch  his 
pledge.    Thou  shalt  stand  abroad,   and  the  man  to  whom  11 
thou  dost  lend  shall  bring  out  the  pledge  abroad  to  thee. 
And  if  the  man  be  poor,  thou  shalt  not  sleep  in  his  pledge:  12 
In  any  case  thou  shalt  restore  to  him  the  pledge  when  the  13 
sun  goeth  down,  that  he  may  lie  down  in  his  own  raiment, 
and  bless  thee:  and  it  shall  be  righteousness  to  thee  before 
the  Eternal  thy  God.    Thou  shalt  not  wrong  a  hired  servant  14 
that  is  poor  and  needy,  whether  he  be  of  thy  brethren,  or 
of  any  strangers  that  are  in  thy  land  within  thy  gates: 
At  his  day  thou  shalt  give  him  his  hire,  neither  shall  the  15 
sun  go  down  upon  it;  for  he  is  poor,  and  setteth  his  heart 
upon  it:  lest  he  call  against  thee  to  the  Eternal,  and  it  be 
sin  to  thee.    Fathers  shall  not  be  put  to  death  for  children,  16 
neither  shall  children  be  put  to  death  for  fathers:  every 
man  shall  be  put  to  death  for  his  own  sin.    Thou  shalt  not  17 
pervert  the  judgment  of  the  stranger,  of  the  fatherless;  nor 
take  a  widow's  garment  to  pledge:    But  thou  shalt  remember  18 
that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  Egypt,  and  the  Eternal  thy 
God  redeemed  thee  thence:  therefore  I  command  thee  to  do 
this  thing.    When  thou  reapest  thy  harvest  in  thy  field,  andi9 
hast  forgot  a  sheaf  in  the  field ,  thou  shalt  not  return  to 
take  it:  it  shall  be  for  the  stranger,  for  the  fatherless,  and 
or  the  widjw:    that  the  Eternal  thy  God  may  bless  thee 
8  Vol.  V. 
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in  all  the  work  of  thy  hands.    When  thou  beatest  thine  20 
olive-tree,  thon  shalt  not  go  over  the  boughs  again:  it  shall 
be  for  the  stranger,  for  the  fatherless,  and  for  the  widow. 
When  thou  gatherest  the  grapes  of  thy  vineyard,  thou  shalt  21 
not  glean  it  afterwards:  it  shall  be  for  the  stranger,  for  the 
fatherless,   and  for  the  widow.    And  thou  shalt  remember 22 
that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  the  land  of  Egypt;  therefore  I 
command  thee  to  do  this  thing. 

25 

If  there  be  a  controversy  between  men ;  and  they  step  nigh  l 
to  judgment,  that  the  judges  may  judge  them;  then  they  shall 
justify  the  righteous,  and  condemn  the  wicked.   And  it  shall 2 
be,  if  the  wicked  man  be  worthy  to  be  beaten,  that  the  judge 
shall  cause  him  to  fall  down,  and  one  shall  smite  him  before 
his  face,  according  to  his  wickedness,  by  a  certain  number. 
Forty  stripes  he  may  give  him,  and  not  exceed :  lest  ifhe  should  3 
exceed,  and  smite  him  above  these  with  many  stripes,  then  thy 
brother  should  seem  vile  to  thee.  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  any  4 
of  the  herd  when  it  treadeth  out  the  com.   If  brethren  abide  5 
together,  and  one  of  them  die,  and  have  no  child,  the  wife  of 
the  dead  shall  not  marry  abroad  to  a  stranger :  her  husband's 
brother  shall  come  to  her,  and  take  her  to  him  to  wife,  and 
perform  the  duty  of  a  husband's  brother  to  her.   And  it  shall  6 
be,  that  the  first-born  whom  she  beareth  shall  succeed  in  the 
name  of  his  dead  brother,  that  his  name  be  not  wiped  out  of 
Israel.    And  if  the  man  like  not  to  take  his  brother's  wife,  7 
then  let  his  brother's  wife  go  up  to  the  gate  to  the  elders, 
and  say,  My  husband's  brother  refuseth  to  raise  up  to  his 
brother  a  name  in  Israel,  he  is  not  willing  to  perforin  the 
duty  of  my  husband's  brother:    Then  the  elders  of  his  city  8 
shall  call  him,  and  speak  to  him:  and  he  shall  stand  and 
say,  I  like  not  to  take  her :    Then  shall  his  brother's  wife  9 
step  nigh  to  him  before  the  eyes  of  the  elders,  and  loose 
his  shoe  from  off  his  foot,  and  spit  before  his  face,  and 
shall  answer  and  say,  So  shall  it  be  done  to  that  man  that 
will  not  build  up  his  brother's  house.    And  his  name  shall  10 
be  called  in  Israel,  The  house  of  him  that  hath  his  shoe 
loosed.    When  men  strive  together  one  with  another,  and  11 
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the  wife  of  the  one  approachelh  to  deliver  her  husband  out 
of  the  hand  of  him  that  smiteth  him,  and  putteth  forth  her 
hand,  and  layeth  hold  of  him  by  the  secrets;    Then  thou  12 
shalt  hew  off  her  hand,  thine  eye  shalt  not  pity  her.   Thou  1  a 
shalt  not  have  in  thy  bag-  divers  weights,  a  great  and  a 
small.    Thou  shalt  not  have  in  thy  house  divers  measures,  1 4 
a  great  and  a  small.    But  thou  shalt  have  a  perfect  and  15 
just  weight,  a  perfect  and  just  measure  shalt  thou  have; 
that  thy  days  may  be  lengthened  on  the  ground  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee.    For  all  that  do  such  things,  16 
and  all  that  do  unrighteousness,  are  an  abomination  to  the 
Eternal  thy  God. 

Remember  what  Amalek  did  to  thee  by  the  way,  when  17 
ye  were  gone  forth  out  of  Egypt;    How  he  met  thee  by  18 
the  way,  and  smote  the  hindmost  of  thee,  even  all  that  were 
feeble  behind  thee,  when  thou  tvast  faint  and  weary;  and 
Tie  feared  not  God.    Therefore  it  shall  be,  when  the  Eternal  19 
thy  God  hath  given  thee  rest  from  all  thine  enemies  round 
about,  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee 
for  an  inheritance  to  possess  it,  that  thou  shalt  wipe  away 
the  remembrance  of  Amalek  from  under  heaven :  thou  shalt 
not  forget  it. 

And  it  shall  be,  when  thou  art  come  into  the  land  which 
the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance,  and 
possessest  it,  and  abidest  therein,  That  thou  shalt  take  of 2 
the  first  of  all  the  fruit  of  the  ground,  which  thou  shalt 
bring  of  thy  land  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  and 
shalt  put  it  in  a  basket,  and  shalt  go  to  the  place  which 
the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose  to  place  his  name  there. 
And  thou  shalt  go  to  the  priest  that  shall  be  in  those  days,  3 
and  say  to  him,  I  profess  this  day  to  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
that  I  am  come  into  the  land  which  the  Eternal  sware  to 
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our  fathers  for  to  give  us.    And  the  priest  shall  take  the  4 
basket  out  of  thy  hand,  and  set  it  down  before  the  altar  of 
the  Eternal  thy  God.    And  thou  shalt  speak,  and  say  before 5 
the  Eternal  thy  God,  A  straying-  Syrian  was  ray  father;  and 
he  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  sojourned  there  with  a  few, 
and  became  there  a  nation,  great,  mighty,  and  numerous: 
And  the  Egyptians  evil-entreated  us,  and  afflicted  us,  and  6 
laid  upon   us   hard  labour:    And  when   we  cried  to  the  7 
Eternal  God  of  our  fathers,    the  Eternal  heard  our  voice, 
and  looked  on  our  affliction,  and  our  poverty,  and  our  op- 
pression:    And  the  Eternal  brought  us  forth  out  of  Egypt  8 
with  a  strong-  hand,  and  with  an  out-stretched  arm,  and  with 
great  terribleness,  and  with  signs,  and  with  wonders;   And  9 
he  hath  brought  us  into  this  place,  and  hath  given  us  this 
land,  even  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.    And  now,  10 
behold,  I  have  brought  the  first-fruits  of  the  land,  which 
thou,  0  Eternal,  hast  given  me.    And  thou  shalt  set  it  be- 
fore the  Eternal  thy  God ,  and  prostrate  thyself  before  the 
Eternal  thy  God:    And  thou  shalt  rejoice  in  every  g-oodll 
thing  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  given  to  thee,  and 
to  thy  house,  thou,  and  the  Levite,  and  the  stranger  that 
is  among  you.    When  thou  hast  finished  tithing  all  the  1 2 
tithes  of  thine  increase  the  third  year,  which  is  the  year  of 
tithing,  and  hast  given  it  to  the  Levite,  the  stranger,  the 
fatherless,  and  the  widow,  that  they  may  eat  within  thy 
gates,  and  be  satisfied;    Then  thou  shalt  say  before  the  13 
Eternal  thy  God,  I  have  put  away  the  hallowed  things  out 
of  my  house,  and  also  have  given  them  to  the  Levite,  and 
to  the  stranger,  to  the  fatherless,  and  to  the  widow,  ac- 
cording to  all  thy  commandments,  which  thou  hast  com- 
manded me :  I  have  not  transgressed   thy  commandments, 
neither  have  I  forgotten  them:    I  have  not  eaten  thereof  14 
in  my  mourning,  neither  have   I  put  away  aught  thereof 
unclean,  nor  given  aught  thereof  for  the  dead:  but  I  have 
hearkened  to  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  my  God,  and  have 
done  according  to  all  that  thou  hast  commanded  me.    Look  15 
down  from  the  residence  of  thy  holiness,  from  heaven,  and 
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bless  thy  people  Israel,  and  the  land  which  thou  hast  given 
us,  as  thou  swarest  to  our  fathers,  aland  flowing  with  milk 
and  honey.    This  day  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  commanded  1 6 
thee  to  do  these  statutes  and  judgments :  thou  shalt  there- 
fore keep  and  do  them  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul.    Thou  hast  avouched  the  Eternal  this  day  to  be  thy  17 
God,  and  to  walk  in  his  way,  and  to  keep  his  statutes,  and 
his  commandments,  and  his  judgments,  and  to  hearken  to 
his  voice:    And  the  Eternal  hath  avouched  thee  this  day  18 
to  be  a  people  of  his  select  portion,  as  he  hath  promised 
thee,  and  that  thou  shouldest  keep  all  his  commandments: 
And  to  make  thee  supreme  above  all  nations  which  he  hath  19 
made,  in  praise,  and  in  name,   and  in  splendour;  and  that 
thou  mayest  be  a  holy  people  to  the  Eternal  thy  God,  as 
he  hath  spoken.

And  Moses,  with  the  elders  of  Israel,  commanded  the  i 
people,  saying,  Keep  every  commandment  which  1  command 
you  this  day.    And  it  shall  be,  on  the  day  when  ye  shall  2 
pass  over  the  Jordan  into  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy 
God  giveth  thee,  that  thou  shalt  raise  thee  up  great  stones, 
and  plaster  them  with  plaster:    And  thou  shalt  write  upon  3 
them  all  the  words  of  this  law,  when  thou  art  passed  over, 
that  thou  mayest  go  into  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy 
God  giveth  thee,  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey;  as 
the  Eternal  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  promised  thee.    There-  4 
fore  it  shall  be,  when  ye  have  passed  over  the  Jordan,  that 
ye  shall  raise  up  these  stones,  which  I  command  you  this 
day,  in  mount  Ebal,  and  thou  shalt  plaster  them  with  plas- 
ter.   And  thou  shalt  build  an  altar  to  the  Eternal  thy  God,  5 
an  altar  of  stones:  thou  shalt  not  wave  any  iron  tool  over 
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them.    Thou  shalt  build  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  thy  God  6 
of  whole  stones;   and  thou  shalt   offer  up  burnt-offerings 
thereon  to  the  Eternal  thy  God :    And  thou  shalt  sacrifice  7 
feast  offerings,  and  shalt  eat  there,  and  rejoice  before  the 
Eternal  thy  God.    And  thou  shalt  write  upon  the  stones  8 
all  the  words  of  this  law  very  plainly.    And  Moses,  and  9 
the  priests  the  Levites,  spake  to  all  Israel,  saying-,  Take 
heed,  and  hearken,  0  Israel;  This  day  thou  art  become  the 
people  of  the  Eternal  thy  God.    Thou  shalt  therefore  obey  1  0 
the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  do  his  commandments 
and  his  statutes,  which  I  command  thee  this  day.    And  11 
Moses  commanded  the  people  the  same  day,  saying-,    These  12 
shall  stand  upon  mount  Gerizim  to  bless  the  people,  when 
ye  are  passed  over  the  Jordan;  Simeon,  and  Levi,  and  Judah, 
and  Issachar,  and  Joseph,  and  Benjamin.    And  these  shall  13 
stand  upon  mount  Ebal  for  the  curse;  Reuben,  Gad,  and 
Asher,  and  Zebulun,  Dan,  and  Naphtali.    And  the  Levites  14 
shall  speak,  and  say  to  all  the  men  of  Israel  with  a  loud 
voice,    Cursed  be  the  man  that  maketh  any  graven  or  molten  15 
image,  an  abomination  to  the  Eternal,  the  work  of  the  hands 
of  the  craftsman,  and  putteth  it  in  secret.    And  all  the 
people  shall  answer  and  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  set- 16 
teth  light  by  his  father  or  his  mother.    And  all  the  people 
shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  removeth  his  fellow's  1 7 
land-mark.    And  all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  \  8 
he  that  causeth  the  blind  to  go  astray  on  the  way.  And 
all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  perverteth  1 9 
the  judgment  of  the  stranger,  fatherless,  and  widow.  And 
all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  lieth  20 
with  his  fathers  wife;  because  he  uncovereth  his  father's 
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skirt.    And  all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  21 
that  lieth  with  any  beast.    And  all  the  people  shall  say, 
Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  lieth  with  his  sister,  the  daughter  22 
of  his  father,  or  the  daughter  of  his  mother.    And  all  the 
people  shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  lieth  with  his  23 
mother-in-law.    And  all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  24 
be  he  that  smiteth  his  fellow  secretly.    And  all  the  people 
shall  say,  Amen.    Cursed  be  he  that  taketh  bribery  to  slay  25 
an  innocent  person.    And  all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen. 
Cursed  be  he  that  confirmeth  not  all  the  words  of  this  law  26 
to  do  them.   And  all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  shalt  hearken  diligently  j 
to  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  observe  and  to  do 
all  his  commandments  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that 
the  Eternal  thy  God  will  set  thee  supreme  above  all  nations 
of  the  earth:    And  all  these  blessings  shall  come  on  thee,  2 
and  overtake  Ihee,  if  thou  shalt  hearken  to  the  voice  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God.    Blessed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  3 
blessed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  field.    Blessed  shall  be  the  fruit  4 
of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  and  the  fruit  of 
thy  beasts,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy 
sheep.    Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy  kneading-trough.  5 
Blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and  blessed  6 
shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.    The  Eternal  shall  cause  7 
thine  enemies  that  rise  up  against  thee  to  be  beaten  before 
thy  face:  they  shall  come  out  against  thee  one  way,  and 
flee  before  thee  seven  ways.    The  Eternal  shall  command  8 
the  blessing  upon  thee  in  thy  storehouses ,  and  in  every  per- 
formance of  thy  hand ;  and  he  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land 
which  the  Eternal  thy  God  givelh  thee.    The  Eternal  shall  9 
establish  thee  a  holy  people  to  himself,  as  he  hath  sworn 
to  thee,  if  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal 
thy  God,  and  go  in  his  ways.    And  all  people  of  the  earth  10 
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shall  see  that  thou  art  called  by  the  name  of  the  Eternal  : 
and  they  shall  be  afraid  of  thee:    And  the  Eternal  shall  11 
make  thee  plenteous  in  goods,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and 
in  the  fruit  of  thy  beasts,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  ground, 
in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  sware  to  thy  fathers  to  give 
thee.    The  Eternal  shall  open  to  thee  his  good  treasure,  the  12 
heaven  to  give  the  rain  to  thy  land  in  its  season,  and  to 
bless  all  the  work  of  thy  hand:  and  thou  shalt  lend  to 
many  nations,  and  thou  shalt  not  borrow.    And  the  Eternal  13 
shall  make  thee  the  head,  and  not  the  tail;  and  thou  shalt 
be  above  only,  and  thou  shalt  not  be  beneath;  if  that  thou 
hearken   to   the   commandments    of  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
which  I  command  thee  this  day,  to  keep  and  to  do  them: 
And  thou  shalt  not  depart  from  any  of  the  words  which  14 
I  command  thee  this  day,  to  the  right  or  to  the  left,  to  go 
after  other  gods  to  serve  them. 

But  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  obey  the  voice  15 
of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his  command- 
ments and  his  ordinances  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
that  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee ,  and  overtake  thee. 
Cursed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  cursed  shalt  thou  bei$ 
in  the  field.    Cursed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy  kneading  17 
trough.    Cursed  shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  18 
of  thy  land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy 
sheep.    Cursed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and  19 
cursed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.    The  Eternal  20 
shall  send  upon  thee  cursing,  confusion,  and  rebuke,  in  every 
performance  of  thy  hand,  until  thou  be  destroyed,  and  until 
thou  perish  quickly ;  because  of  the  wickedness  of  thy  doings, 
whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me.    The  Eternal  shall  make  21 
the  pestilence  cleave  to  thee,  until  he  have  consumed  thee 
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from  off  the  ground,  whither  thou  g-oest  to  possess  it.    The  22 
Eternal  shall  smite  thee  with  a  consumption,  and  with  a 
fever,  and  with  an  intense  heat,  and  with  an  extreme  burning-, 
and  with  the  sword,  and  with  blasting-,  and  with  mildew; 
and  they  shall  pursue  thee  until  thou  perish.    And  thy  heaven  23 
that  is  over  thy  head  shall  be  copper,  and  the  earth  that 
is  under  thee  shall  be  iron.    The  Eternal  shall  make  the  24 
rain  of  thy  land  powder  and  dust:  from  heaven  shall  it 
come  down  upon  thee,  until  thou  be  destroyed.   The  Eternal  25 
shall  cause  thee  to  be  beaten  before  thiue  enemies:  thou 
shait  go  out  one  way  ag-ainst  them,  and  flee  seven  ways 
before  them;  and  shalt  be  a  fright  unto  all  the  king-doms 
of  the  earth.    And  thy  carcase  shall  be  food  to  all  fowls  of  26 
the  heaven,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the  earth,  and  no  man  shall 
fray  them  away.    The  Eternal  will  smite  thee  with  the  in-  27 
flammation  of  Egypt,  and  with  the  emerods,  and  with  the 
scab,  and  with  the  itch,  whereof  thou  canst  not  be  healed. 
The  Eternal  shall  smite  thee  with  madness,  and  blindness,  28 
and  astonishment  of  heart:    And  thou  shalt  grope  at  noon- 29 
day,  as  the  blind  gropeth  in  thick  darkness,  and  thou  shalt 
not  prosper  in  thy  ways:  and  thou  shalt  be  only  oppressed 
and  spoiled  all  the  days,  and  no  man  shall  save  thee.    Thou  30 
shalt  betroth  a  wife,  and  another  man  shall  lie  with  her: 
thou  shalt  build  a  house,  and  thou  shalt  not  dwell  therein: 
thou  shalt  plant  a  vineyard,  and  shalt  not  g-ather  the  grapes 
thereof.   Thine  ox  shall  be  slain  before  thine  eyes,  and  thou 31 
shalt  not  eat  thereof:   thine   ass  shall  be  violently  taken 
away  from  before  thy  face,  and  shall  not  return  to  thee: 
thy  flock  shall  be  given  to  thine  enemies,  and  thou  shalt 
have  none  to  save  them.    Thy  sons  and  thy  daughters  shall  32 
be  given  to  another  people,  and  thine  eyes  shall  see,  and 
fail  with  longing  for  them  all  the  day  long" :  and  there  shall 
be  no  might  in  thy  hand.    The  fruit  of  thy  ground,   and  all 33 
thy  labours,  shall  a  people  which  thou  knowest  not  eat  up; 
and  thou  shalt  be  only  oppressed  and  crushed  all  the  days  : 
So  that  thou  shalt  be  mad  for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which  34 
thou  shalt  see.    The  Eternal  shall  smite  thee  in  the  knees,  35 
and  in  the  thighs,  with  a  sore  inflammation  that  cannot  be 
9  Vol.  V. 
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healed,  from  the  sole  of  thy  foot  to  the  top  of  thy  head. 
The  Eternal  shall  bring-  thee,  and  thy  king  whom  thou  shalt36 
raise  over  thee,   to  a  nation  which  neither  thou  nor  thy 
fathers  have  known;  and  there  shalt  thou  serve  other  gods, 
wood  and  stone.    And  thou  shalt  become  an  astonishment,  37 
a  proverb,  and  a  satire,  among  all  peoples  whither  the  Eternal 
shall  lead  thee.    Thou  shalt  bring  much  seed  out  into  the  38 
field,  and  shalt  gather  but  little  in;  for  the  locust  shall 
consume  it.    Thou  shalt  plant  vineyards,  and  dress  them,  39 
but  shalt  neither  drink  of  the  wine ,  nor  lay  it  up ;  for  the 
worms  shall  eat  them.    Thou  shalt  have  olive-trees  throughout  40 
all  thy  boundaries,  but  thou  shalt  not  anoint  thyself  with,  the 
oil;  for  thine  olive  shall  cast  his  fruit.    Thou  shalt  beget 41 
sons  and  daughters,  but  thou  shalt  not  enjoy  them;  for  they 
shall  go  into  captivity.    All  thy  trees  and  fruit  of  thy  land  42 
shall  the  locust  consume.    The  stranger  that  is  among  you  43 
shall  get  up  above  thee  very  high;   and  thou  shalt  come 
down  very  low.    He  shall  lend  to  thee,  and  thou  shalt  not 44 
lend  to  him:  he  shall  be  the  head,  and  thou  shalt  be  the 
tail.    Moreover,  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee,  and 45 
pursue  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  till  thou  be  destroyed;  be- 
cause thou  hearkenedst  not  to  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy 
God,  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his  ordinances  which 
he  commanded  thee:    And  they  shall  be  upon  thee  for  a 46 
sign  and  for  a  wonder,  and  upon  thy  seed  forever.   Because  47 
thou  servedst  not  the  Eternal  thy  God  with  joyfulness,  and 
with  gladness  of  heart,  for  the  multitude  of  all  things: 
Therefore  shalt  thou  serve  thine  enemies,  whom  the  Eternal 48 
shall  send  forth  against  thee,  in  famine,  and  in  nakedness, 
and  in  want  of  all  things:  and  he  shall  put  a  yoke  of  iron 
upon  thy  neck,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee.    The  Eternal 49 
shall  bring  a  nation  against  thee  from  afar,  from  the  extre- 
mity of  the  earth,  as  swift  as  the  eagle  soareth;  a  nation 
whose  tongue  thou  shalt  not  understand:    A  nation  of  fierce  50 
countenance,  which  shall  not  regard  the  person  of  the  old, 
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nor  shew  favour  to  the  young:    And  he  shall  eat  the  fruit 51 
of  thy  beasts,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  until  thou  be  exter- 
minated :  which  also  shall  not  let  remain  to  thee  either  corn, 
wine,  or  oil,  or  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  or  flocks  of  thy 
sheep,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee.    And  he  shall  besiege  52 
thee  in  all  thy  gates,  until  thy  high  and  fortified  ramparts 
come  down,  wherein  thou  trustedst,  throughout  all  thy  land: 
and  he  shall  besiege  thee  in  all  thy  gates  throughout  all 
thy  land,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  given  thee.    And  53 
thou  shalt  eat  the  fruit  of  thine  own  body,  the  flesh  of  thy 
sons  and  of  thy  daughters,  whom  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath 
given  thee,  in  the  siege,  and  in  the  straitness,  wherewith 
thine  enemies  shall  distress  thee:    So  that  the  man  that  is  54 
most  tender  among  you,  and  delicate,  his  eye  shall  be  evil 
towards  his  brother,  and  towards  the  wife  of  his  bosom, 
and  towards  the  remnant  of  his  children  whom  he  shall 
leave:    So  that  he  will  not  give  to  any  of  them  of  the  flesh  55 
of  his  children  whom  he  shall  eat :  because  nothing  remaineth 
to' him  in  the  siege,  and  in  the  straitness,  wherewith  thine 
enemies  shall  distress  thee  in  all  thy  gates.    The  tender  and  56 
delicate  woman  among  you,  who  would  not  adventure  to  set 
the  sole  of  her  foot  upon  the  ground  for  delicateness  and 
tenderness,  her  eye  shall  be  evil  towards  the  husband  of  her 
bosom,  and  towards  her  son,  and  towards  her  daughter,   And  57 
towards  her  after-birth  that  cometh  out  from  between  her 
feet,  and  towards  her  children  whom  she  shall  bear:  for 
she  shall  eat  them  for  want  of  all  things  secretly  in  the 
siege  and  straitness  wherewith  thine  enemy  shall  distress 
thee  in  thy  gates.    If  thou  wilt  not  observe  to  do  all  the  58 
words  of  this  law  that  are  written  in  this  book,  that  thou 
mayest  fear  this  glorious  and  fearful  name,  THE  ETERNAL 
THY  GOD;    Then  the  Eternal  will  make  thy  plagues  won- 59 
derful,  and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great  plagues,  and 
of  long  continuance,  and  sore  sickness,  and  of  long  con- 
tinuance.   Moreover,  he  will  bring  upon  thee  all  the  diseases  60 
of  Egypt,  which  thou  dreadest;  and  they  shall  cleave  to 
thee.    And  every  sickness,  and  every  plague,  which  is  not 61 
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written  in  the  book  of  this  law,  them  will  the  Eternal  bring- 
up  upon  thee,  until  thou  be  destroyed.    And  ye  shall  remain 62 
few  in  number,  whereas  ye  were  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for 
multitude ;  because  thou  wouldst  not  obey  the  voice  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the 63 
Eternal  rejoiced  over  you  to  do  you  good,  and  to  multiply 
you;  so  the  Eternal  will  rejoice  over  you  to  cause  you  to 
perish,  and  to  destroy  you;   and  ye  shall  be  plucked  from 
off  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  it.    And  the  64 
Eternal  shall  scatter  thee  among-  all  peoples,  from  the  one 
extremity  of  the  earth  even  to  the  other  extremity ;  and 
there  thou  shalt  serve  other  gods,  which  neither  thou  nor 
thy  fathers  have  known,  even  wrood  and  stone.    And  among- 65 
these  nations  shalt  thou  find  no  ease,  neither  shall  the  sole 
of  thy  foot  have  rest:   but  the  Eternal  shall  give  thee  a 
shaking  heart,  and  failing  of  eyes,  and  fainting  of  mind: 
And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee:  and  thou  66 
shall  dread  day  and  night,   and  shalt  have  none  assurance 
of  thy  life:    In  the  morning  thou  shalt  say,    Would  it  were  67 
even!  and  at  even  thou  shalt  say,  Would  it  were  morning! 
for  the  dread  of  thy  heart  wherewith  thou  shalt  dread,  and 
for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which  thou  shalt  see.    And  the  68 
Eternal  shall  bring  thee  into  Egypt  again  with  ships ,  by  the 
way  whereof  1  spake  to  thee,    Thou  shalt  see  it  no  more 
again:  and  there  shall  ye  be  sold  to  your  enemies  for  bond- 
men and  bondwomen,  and  no  man  shall  buy  you.    These  are  69 
the  words  of  the  covenant,   which  the  Eternal  commanded 
Moses  to  make  with  the  children  of  Israel  in  the  land  of 
Moab,  besides  the  covenant  which  he  made  with  them  in 
Horeb, 

29 

And  Moses  called  to  all  Israel,  and  said  to  them,    Ye  j 
have  seen  all  that  the   Eternal  did  before  your  eyes  in 
the  land  of  Egypt  to  Pharaoh,  and  to  all  his  servants,  and 
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to  all  his  land;    The  great  trials  which  thine  eyes  have  2 
seen,  the  sig-ns,  and  those  great  wonders:    Yet  the  Eternal  3 
hath  not  given  you  a  heart  to  know,  and  eyes  to  see,  and 
ears  to  hear,  to  this  day.    And  I  have  led  you  forty  years  4 
in  the  wilderness:  your  clothes  are  not  waxen  old  upon 
you,  and  thy  shoe  is  not  worn  out  upon  thy  foot.    Ye  have  5 
not  eaten  bread,  neither  have  ye  drunk  wine  or  strong-  drink: 
that  ye  might  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    And  6 
when  ye  came  to  this  place,  Sihon  the  king-  of  Heshbon, 
and  Og*  the  king-  of  Bashan,  came  out  ag-ainst  us  to  war, 
and  we  smote  them:    And  we  took  their  land,  and  gave  it  7 
for  an  inheritance  to  the  Reubenites,  and  unto  the  Gadites, 
and  to  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh. 

Keep  therefore  the  words  of  this  covenant,  and  do  them,  8 
that  ye  may  prosper  in  all  that  ye  do.    Ye  stand  this  day  9 
all  of  you  before  the  Eternal  your  God;  your  heads  of  your 
tribes,  your  elders,  and  your  bailiffs,  with  all  the  men  of 
Israel,    Your  little  ones,  your  wives,  and  thy  strang-er  that  10 
is  in  thy  camp,  from  the  hewer  of  thy  wood  to  the  drawer 
of  thy  water:    That  thou  shouldest  enter  into  covenant  with  11 
the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  into  his  oath,  which  the  Eternal 
thy  God  maketh  with  thee  this  day :    That  he  may  establish  1 2 
thee  to-day  for  a  people  to  himself,  and  that  he  may  be  to 
thee  a  God,  as  he  hath  promised  to  thee,  and  as  he  hath 
sworn  to  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob. 
Neither  with  you  only  do  I  make  this  covenant  and  this  13 
oath;    But  with  him  that  standeth  here  with  us  this  day  14 
before  the  Eternal  our  God,  and  also  with  him  that  is  not 
here  with  us  this  day:    For  ye  know  how  we  have  dwelt  15 
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in  the  land  of  Egypt;  and  how  we  passed  in  the  midst  of 
the  nations  which  ye  passed  by;     And  ye  have  seen  their  16 
abominable  thing's,  and  their  idols,   wood  and  stone,  silver 
and  gold,  which  were  with  them:    Lest  there  should  be  17 
among-  you  man,  or  woman,  or  family,  or  tribe,  whose  heart 
turnelh  away  this  day  from  the  Eternal  our  God,  to  go 
and  serve  the  gods  of  these  nations  :  lest  there  should  be 
among  you  a  root  that  is  fruitful  in  poisonous  herb  and 
wormwood;    And  it  come  to  pass,  when  he  heareth  the  18 
words  of  this  curse,  that  he  bless  himself  in  his  heart,  saying, 
I  shall  have  peace,  though  I  will  go  in  the  firmness  of  my 
heart,  that  the  intoxication  sweep  away  the  thirst:    The  19 
Eternal  will  not  be  willing  to  forgive  him,  but  then  the 
wrath  of  the  Eternal  and  his  jealousy  shall  smoke  against 
that  man,  and  all  the  curses  that  are  written  in  this  book 
shall  lie  upon  him,  and  the  Eternal  shall  wipe  away  his 
name  from  under  heaven.    And  the  Eternal  shall  separate  20 
him  to  evil  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  according  to  all 
the  curses  of  the  covenant  that  are  written  in  this  book  of 
the  law:    So  that  the  remote  generation,  your  children,  that  21 
shall  rise  up  after  you,  and  the  alien  that  shall  come  from 
a  far  land,  shall  say,  when  they  see  the  plagues  of  that 
land,  and  the  diseases  which  the  Eternal  hath  laid  upon  it; 
And  that  the  whole  land  thereof  is  brimstone,  and  salt,  and  22 
burning,  that  cannot  be  sown,  nor  beareth,  nor  any  herb 
groweth  therein,  like  the  overthrow  of  Sodom,  and  Gomorrah, 
Admah,  and  Zeboiim,  which  the  Eternal  overthrew  in  his 
fury,  and  in  his  wrath;    Even  all  nations  shall  say,  Where- 23 
fore  hath  the  Eternal  done  thus  to  this  land?  what  meaneth 
the  heat  of  this  great  anger?    Then  men  shall  say,  Because  24 
they  have  forsaken  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  God  of  their 
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fathers,  which  he  made  with  them  when  he  brought  them 
forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :    For  they  went  and  served  25 
other  gods,  and  prostrated  themselves  before  them,  gods 
whom  they  knew  not,  and  whom  he  had  not  apportioned  to 
them:    And  the  anger  of  the  Eternal  was  kindled  against 26 
this  land,  to  bring  upon  it  every  curse  that  is  written  in 
this  book:    And  the  Eternal  rooted  them  out  of  their  land  27 
in  wrath,  and  in  fierceness,  and  in  great  anger,  and  cast 
Ihem  into  another  land,  as  it  is  this  day.    The  secret  things  28 
belong  to  the  Eternal  our  God:  but  those  things  which  are 
revealed  belong  to  us,  and  to  our  children  for  ever,  that 
we  may  do  all  the  words  of  this  law. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass ,  when  all  these  things  are  \ 
come  upon  thee,  the  blessing  and  the  curse,  which  I  have 
set  before  thee,  and  thou  shalt  call  them  to  mind  among  all 
the  nations  whither  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  driven  thee, 
And  shalt  return  to  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  shalt  obey  his  2 
voice  according  to  all  that  I  command  thee  this  day,  thou, 
and  thy  children,  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul; 
That  then  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  turn  thy  captivity,  and  3 
have  compassion  upon  thee,  and  will  return  and  gather  thee 
from  all  the  peoples,  whither  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  scat- 
tered thee.    If  any  of  thine  be  driven  out  to  the  extremity  of  4 
the  heaven,  from  thence  will  the  Eternal  thy  God  gather 
thee,  and  from  thence  will  he  fetch  thee.    And  the  Eternal  5 
thy  God  will  bring  thee  into  the  land  which  thy  fathers 
possessed,  and  thou  shalt  possess  it;  and  he  will  do  thee 
good,  and  multiply  thee  above  thy  fathers.    And  the  Eternal  6 
thy  God  will  circumcise  thy  heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy 
seed,  to  love  the  Eternal  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live.    And  the  Eternal  7 
thy  God  will  put  all  these  curses  upon  thine  enemies ,  and  on 
them  that  hate  thee,  who  persecuted  thee.    And  thou  shalt  8 
return  and  obey  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  and  do  all  his 
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commandments,  which  I  command  thee  this  day.   And  the  9 
Eternal  thy  God  will  make  thee  plenteous  in  every  work 
of  thy  hand,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  in  the  fruit  of 
thy  beasts,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  foor  good:  for  the 
Eternal  will  again  rejoice  over  thee  for  good,  as  he  rejoiced 
over  thy  fathers;    If  thou  shalt   obey  the  voice  of  the  10 
Eternal  thy  God,  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his  ordinances 
which  are  written  in  this  book  of  the  law,   and  if  thou 
return  to  the  Eternal  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  soul.    For  this  commandment  which  I  command  thee  1 1 
this  day,  it  is  not  hidden  from  thee,  neither  is  it  far  off. 
It  is  not  in  the  heaven,  that  thou  shouldest  say,    Who  shall  12 
go  up  for  us  to  the  heaven,  and  take  it  to  us,  and  let  us 
hear  that  we  may  do  it?    Neither  is  it  beyond  the  sea,  13 
that  thou  shonldest  say,    Who  shall  pass  over  the  sea  for 
us,  and  bring  it  to  us,  and  let  us  hear  it  that  we  may  do 
it?    But  the  word  is  very  nigh  to  thee,  id  thy  mouth,  and  14 
in  thy  heart,  that  thou  mayest  do  it.    See,  I  have  set  15 
before  thee  this  day,  the  life  and  the  good,   and  the  death 
and  the  evil;    I  who  command  thee  this  day  to  love  the  16 
Eternal  thy  God,  to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his 
commandments  and  his  ordinances  and  his  judgments,  that 
thou  mayest  live  and  increase:  and  the  Eternal  thy  God 
shall  bless  thee  in  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  it. 
But  if  thy  heart  turn  away,  so  that  thou  wilt  not  hear,  but  17 
shalt  be  drawn  away,   and  prostrate  thyself  before  other 
gods,  and  serve  them;    I  tell  to  you  this  day,  that  ye  shall  18 
surely  perish,  and  that  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon 
the  ground,  whither  thou  passest  over  the  Jordan  to  go  to 
possess  it.    I  call  the  heaven  and  the  earth  as  witnesses  19 
this  day  against  you,  that  I  have  set  before  you  the  life 
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and  the  death,  the  blessing-  and  the  curse:  therefore  choose 
the  life ,  that  both  thou  and  thy  seed  may  live :  That  thou  20 
inayest  love  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  that  thou  mayest 
obey  his  voice,  and  that  thou  inayest  cleave  to  him;  for  he 
is  thy  life,  and  the  length  of  thy  days;  that  thou  mayest 
abide  upon  the  ground  which  the  Eternal  sware  to  thy 
fathers,  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  them. 

And  Moses  went,  and  spake  these  words  to  all  Israel.  ^ 
And  he  said  to  them ,  I  am  a  hundred  and  twenty  years  2 
old  this  day:  I  can  no  more  go  out  and  come  in:  also  the 
Eternal  hath  said  to  me,  Thou  shalt  not  pass  over  this 
Jordan.    The  Eternal  thy  God,  he  will  go  over  before  thee,  3 
and  he  will  destroy  these  nations  from  before  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  possess  them :  and  Joshua ,  he  shall  pass  over  before 
thee ,  as  the  Eternal  halh  said.   And  the  Eternal  shall  do  4 
to  them  as  he  did  to  Sihon  and  to  Og,  kings  of  the  Amor- 
ites,  and  to  the  land  of  them  whom  he  destroyed.    And  the  5 
Eternal  shall  give  them  up  before  your  face,  that  ye  may 
do  to  them  according  to  all   the  commandments  which  I 
have  commanded  you.    Be  strong  and  of  a  good  courage,  6 
fear  not,  nor  be  terrified  by  them:  for  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
he  it  is  that  doth  go  with  thee;  he  will  not  fail  thee,  nor 
forsake  Ihee.    And  Moses  called  Joshua,  and  said  to  him  7 
before  the  eyes  of  all  Israel,   Be  strong  and  of  a  good 
courage :  for  thou  must  go  with  this  people  into  the  land 
which  the  Eternal  hath  sworn  to  their  fathers  to  give  them ; 
and  thou  shalt  cause  them  to  inherit  it.    And  the  Eternal,  8 
he  it  is  that  doth  pass  before  thee;  he  will  be  with  thee, 
he  will  not  fail  thee,  neither  forsake  thee:  fear  not,  neither 
be  dismayed.    And  Moses  wrote  this  law,  and  gave  it  to  9 
10  Vol.  V. 
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the  priests  the  sons  of  Levi,  who  bare  the  ark  of  the  co- 
venant of  the  Eternal,  and  to  all  the  elders  of  Israel.    And  10 
Moses  commanded  them,  saying-,  At  the  end  of  every  seven 
years,  at  the  appointed  season  of  the  year  of  release,  in  the 
festival  of  tabernacles,    When  all  Israel  is  come  to  appear  11 
before  the  Eternal  thy  God  in  the  place  which  he  shall 
choose,  thou  shalt  read  this  law  before  all  Israel  in  their 
hearing.    Assemble  the  people  tog-ether,  men,  and  women,  12 
and  little  ones,  and  thy  strang-er  that  is  within  thy  g-ates, 
that  they  may  hear,  and  that  they  may  learn,  and  fear  the 
Eternal  your  God,  and  observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this 
law;    And  that  their  children,  who  have  not  known  any  13 
thing,  may  hear,  and  learn  to  fear  the  Eternal  your  God, 
all  the  days  that  ye  live  on  the  ground  whither  ye  pass 
over  the  Jordan  to  possess  it. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Behold,  thy  days  approach  14 
that  thou  must  die:  call  Joshua,  and  present  yourselves  in 
the  appointed  tent,  that  I  may  give  hiin  a  charge.  And 
Moses  and  Joshua  went  and  presented  themselves  in  the 
appointed  tent.    And  the  Eternal  appeared  in  the   tent  in  15 
a  pillar  of  a  cloud:  and  the  pillar  of  the  cloud  stood  over 
the  entrance  of  the  tent.    And  the  Eternal  said  lo  Moses,  1$ 
Behold,  thou  shalt  lie  with  thy  fathers;  and  this  people  will 
rise  up,  and  go  a  whoring-  after  the  g-ods  of  the  aliens  of 
the  land  whither  they  go  to  be  amongst  them,  and  will  for- 
sake me,  and  make  void  my  covenant  which  I  have  made 
with  them.    Then  my  anger  shall  be  kindled  against  them  in  17 
that  day,  and  I  will  forsake  them,  and  1  will  hide  my  face 
from  them,  and  they  shall  be  devoured,  and  many  evils  and 
troubles  shall  befall  them ;  so  that  they  will  say  in  that  day, 
Are  not  these  evils  come  upon  us,  because  our  God  is  not 
amongst  us?    And  I  will  surely  hide  my  face  in  that  day,  is 
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for  all  the  evils  which  they  shall  have  done,  in  that  they 
are  turned  to  other  gods.   Now  therefore  write  ye  this  song:  19 
for  you,  and  teach  it  the  children  of  Israel:  put  it  in  their 
mouths ,  that  this  song  may  be  a  witness  for  me  against  the 
children  of  Israel.    For  when  I  have  brought  them  to  the  20 
ground  which  I  sware  to  their  fathers,  that  floweth  with 
milk  and  honey;  and  they  shall  have  eaten  and  be  satisfied, 
and  waxen  fat;  then  will  they  turn  to  other  gods,  and  serve 
them,  and  provoke  me,  and  make  void  my  covenant.    And 21 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  many  evils  and  troubles  are 
befallen  them,  that  this  song  shall  testify  against  them  as  a 
witness;  for  it  shall  not  be  forgotten  out  of  the  mouths  of 
their  seed  that  I  know  their  imagination  which  they  go  about, 
eyen  this  day,  before  I  have  brought  them  into  the  land 
which  I  sware.   Moses  therefore  wrote  this  song  the  same  22 
day,  and  taught  it  the  children   of  Israel.    And  he  com-2S 
manded  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  said,  Be  strong  and  of 
a  good  courage :  for  thou  shalt  bring  the  children  of  Israel 
into  the  land  which  I  sware  to  them:  and  I  will  be  with 
thee.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Moses  had  finished  writing  24 
the  words  of  this  law  in  a  book,  until  they  were  completed, 
That  Moses  commanded  the  Levites,  who  bare  the  ark  of  25 
the  covenant  of  the  Eternal,  saying,    Take  this  book  of  the 26 
law,  and  put  it  in  the  side  of  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Eternal  your  God,  that  it  may  be  there  for  a  witness  against 
thee.    For  I  know  thy  rebellion,  and  thy  stiff  neck:  behold,  27 
while  I  am  alive  with  you  this  day  ye  have  been  rebellious 
against  the  Eternal ;  and  how  much  more  after  my  death  ? 
Assemble  to  me  all  the  elders  of  your  tribes,  and  your  bai-28 
lilfs,  that  I  may  speak  these  words  in  their  ears,  and  call 
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the  heaven  and  the  earth  as  witnesses  against  them.  For  29 
I  know  that  after  my  death  ye  will  utterly  corrupt  yourselves, 
and  depart  from  the  way  which  I  have  commanded  you; 
and  the  evil  will  befall  you  in  the  remoteness  of  days ;  be- 
cause ye  will  do  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  to  provoke 
him  to  anger  through  the  wrork  of  your  hands.  And  Moses  30 
spake  in  the  ears  of  all  the  congregation  of  Israel  the  words 
of  this  song,  until  they  were  completed. 

Give  ear,  0  ye  heavens,  and  I  will  speak;  and  hear,  Oi 
earth,   the  words  of  my  mouth,    My  doctrine  shall  drop  2 
as  the  rain,  my  speech  shall  flow  as  the  dew,  as  the  small 
rain  upon  the  sprouts,  and  as  showers  Upon  the  grass: 
Because  I  will  call  the  name  of  the  Eternal :    ascribe  ye  3 
greatness  to  our  God.    The  Rock,  his  doing  is  perfect;  for 4 
all  his  ways  are  judgment:  a  God  of  faithfulness  and  without 
iniquity,  righteous  and  upright  is  he.    The  corruption  is  5 
not  his;  it  is  that  of  his  children,  the  spot  is  theirs;  a 
perverse  and  crooked  generation.    Do  ye  thus  requite  the  6 
Eternal?   0  debased  people  and  unwise!  is  not  he  thy  father 
that  hath  bought  thee?  hath  he  not  made  thee,  and  established 
thee?    Remember  the  days  of  old,  consider  the  years  of 7 
many  generations:  ask  thy  father,   and  he  will  tell  thee; 
thy  elders,  and  they  will  say  to  thee;    When  the  Most 8 
High  divided  to   the  nations  their  inheritance,    when  he 
separated  the  sons  of  Adam,  he  set  the  boundaries  of  the 
people  according  to  the  number  of  the  children  of  Israel. 
For  the  portion  of  the  Eternal  is  his  people;  Jacob  is  the  9 
lot  of  his  inheritance.    He  found  him  in  a  desert  land,  and  10 
in  the  waste  howling  wilderness;  he  surrounded  him,  he

instructed  him,  he  guarded  him  as  the  pupil  of  his  eye. 
As  an  eagle  stirreth  up  her  nest,  hovereth  over  her  young,  n 
spreadeth  abroad  her  wings,  taketh  them,   beareth  them  on 
her  pinions.    So  the  Eternal  alone  did  lead  him,  and  there  12 
was  no  alien  god  with  him.    He  made  him  ride  on  the  13 
high  places  of  the  earth,  that  he  might  eat  the  produce  of 
the  fields ;  and  he  made  him  to  suck  honey  out  of  the  rock, 
and  oil  out  of  the  flinty  rock;    Clotted  cream  of  the  herd,  14 
and  milk  of  the  flock,  with  fat  of  fattened  lambs,  and  rams 
of  the  breed  of  Bashan,  and  he-goats,  with  the  fat  of  kidneys 
of  wheat;  and  thou  shalt  drink  the  foaming  blood  of  the 
grape.    But  Jeshurun  waxed  fat,  and  kicked;  thou  art  waxen  15 
fat,  thou  art  grown  thick,  thou  art  covered  with  fatness: 
then  he  forsook  God  ivho  made  him,  and  lightly  esteemed 
the  Rock  of  his  salvation.    They  provoked  him  to  jealousy  ig 
with  strange  gods,  with  abominations  provoked  they  him  to 
anger.    They  sacrificed  to  devils,  not  being  God;  to  gods  17 
whom  they  knew  not,  to  new  gods  that  came  from  near? 
whom  your  fathers  reverenced  not.    Of  the  Rock  that  bare  1 8 
thee  thou  art  unmindful,  and  hast  forgotten  God  that  gave 
thee  birth.    And  wThen  the  Eternal  saw  it,  he  abhorred  them,  19 
because  of  the  provocation  of  his  sons,  and  of  his  daughters. 
And  he  said,  I  will  hide  my  face  from  them,  I  will  see  what 20 
their  end  shall  be:   for  they  are  a  froward  generation  of 
perversity,  children  in  whom  is  no  faith.    They  have  moved  21 
me  to  jealousy   with  that  which  is  not  God ;  they  have 
provoked  me  to  anger  with  their  vanities:  and  I  will  move 
them  to  jealousy  with  those  who  are  not  a  people;  I  will 
provoke  them  to  anger  with  a  debased  nation.    For  a  fire  22 
flames  in  my  wrath,  and  shall  blaze  unto  the  lowest  hell, 
and  shall  consume  the  earth  with  her  increase,  and  set  on 
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fire  the  foundations  of  the  mountains.    I  will  exhaust  my  23 
evils  upon  them:    I  will  spend   mine   arrows  upon  them. 
They  shall  be  burnt  with  hunger,  and  devoured  with  burning- 24 
heat,  and  with  bitter  destruction:  I  will  also  send  forth  the 
teeth  of  beasts  upon  them,  with  the  fury  of  those  crawling 
in  the  dust.    The  sword  without,  and  horror  within,  shall  25 
destroy  both  the  young  man  and  the  virgin,  the  suckling 
with  the  man  of  gray  hairs.    1  said ,  I  would  scatter  them  26 
into  corners,  I  would  make  the  remembrance  of  them  to 
cease  from  among  men:    Were  it  not  that  I  was  in  dread 27 
of  the  wrath  from  the  enemy,  lest  their  adversaries  should 
behave  themselves  strangely,  and  lest  they  should  say,  Our 
hand  is,  exalted,  and  the  Eternal  hath  not  done  all  this. 
For  they  are  a  nation  of  erring  counsel ,  neither  is  there  any  28 
understanding  in  them.    0  that  they  were  wise,  that  they  29 
unterstood  this,  that  they  would  consider  their  latter  end! 
How  should  one  pursue  a  thousand,  and  two  put  a  myriad 30 
to  flight,  except  their  Rock  had  sold  them,  and  the  Eternal 
had  shut  them  up?    For  their  rock  is  not  as  our  Rock, 31 
even  our  enemies  themselves  being  judges.    For  their  vine  32 
is  of  the  vine  of  Sodom,  and  of  the  fields  of  Gomorrah: 
their  grapes  are  grapes  of  gall,  their  clusters  are  bitter: 
Their  wine  is  the  poison  of  dragons ,  and  the  cruel  venom  33 
of  asps?    Is  not  this  laid  up  in  store  with  me,  and  sealed 34 
up  among  my  treasures?    To  me  belongeth  vengeance,  and 35 
recompence;  their  foot  shall  slide  in  due  time:  for  the  day 
of  their  calamity  is  nigh,  and  the  things  that  shall  come 
upon  them  make  haste.    For  the  Eternal  shall  judge  his  36 
people,  and  repent  himself  for  his  servants,  when  he  seeth 
that  their  power  is  spent,  and  nothing  is  left,  whether 
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guarded,  or  forsaken,    And  he  shall  say,  Where  are  their 37 
gods,  their  rock  in  whom  they  trusted;    Who  did  eat  the 38 
fat  of  their  sacrifices,  and  drank  the  wine  of  their  drink- 
offerings?  let  them  rise  np  and  help  you,   and  be  your 
protection.    See  now  that  it  is  I,  even  I,   and  there  is  no  39 
god  with  me:  I  kill,  and  I  make  alive:  I  strike,  and  I 
heal:  neither  is  there  any  that  can  deliver  out  of  my  hand. 
For  I  lift  up  my  hand  to  heaven,  and  say,  I  live  for  ever.  40 
If  I  whet  the  lightning  of  my  sword,  and  my  hand  take  41 
hold  on  judgment,  I  will  render  vengeance  to  mine  adver- 
saries, and  will  repay  them  that  hate  me.   I  will  make  mine  42 
arrows  drunk  with  blood,  and  my  sword  shall  devour  flesh; 
and  that  with  the  blood  of  the  slain  and  the  captives,  from 
the  split  head  of  the  enemy.   Make,  0  ye  nations,  his  people  43 
exult;  for  he  will  avenge  the  blood  of  his  servants,  and  will 
render  vengeance  to  his  adversaries ,  and  make  expiation  for 
his  ground,  and  his  people. 

And  Moses  came  and  spake  all  the  words  of  this  song  44 
in  the  ears  of  the  people,  he,  and  Hoshea  the  son  of  Nun. 
And  Moses  finished  speaking  all  these  words  to  all  Israel:  45 
And  he  said  to  them,  Set  your  hearts  to  all  the  words  which 46 
I  testify  among  you  this  day,  which  ye  shall  command  your 
children  to  observe  to  do,  all  the  words  of  this  law.    For 47 
it  is  not  a  vain  thing  for  you;  because  it  is  your  life:  and 
through  this  thing  ye  shall  prolong  your  days  upon  the 
ground,  whither  ye  pass  over  the  Jordan  to  possess  it. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  that  self-same  day,  saying",  48 
Go  up  into  this  mountain  Abarim,  to  mount  Nebo,  which  is  49 
in   the  land  of  Moab,    that  is  over  against  Jericho;  and 
behold  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  I  give  to  the  children  of 
Israel  for  a  possession:    And  die  in  the  mount  whither  thou 50 
goest  up,   and  be  gathered  to  thy  people;  as  Aaron  thy 
brother  died  in  mount  Hor,  and  was  gathered  to  his  people. 
Because  ye  trespassed  against  me  in  the  midst  of  the  chil-51 
dren  of  Israel  at  the  waters  of  Meribah-Kadesh ,  in  the 
wilderness  of  Zin;  because  ye  sanctified  me  not  in  the  midst 
of  the  children   of  Israel.    Yet  thou  shalt  see  the  land  52 
before  thee ;  but  thou  shalt  not  come  thither  into  the  land 
which  I  give  the  children  of  Israel. 

And  this  is  the  blessing,  wherewith  Moses  the  man  of  \ 
God  blessed  the  children  of  Israel  before  his  death.    And  % 
he  said,  The  Eternal  came  from  Sinai,  and  shone  forth  from 
Seir  to  them;  he  beamed  from  mount  Paran,  and  he  came 
from  the  myriads  of  his  saints:  from  his  right  hand  went 
a  fire  of  the  law  for  them.    Yea,  he  bare  the  people  in  his 3 
bosom:  all  his  saints  are  in  thy  hand:  and  they  sat  down 
at  thy  feet;  every  one  shall  receive  of  thy  words.    Moses  4 
commanded  us  a  law,  even  the  possession  of  the  congrega- 
tion of  Jacob.   And  he  was  king  in  Jeshurun,  when  the  5 
heads  of  the  people  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  were  gathered 
together.    Let  Reuben  live,  and  not  die;  and  let  his  men  6 
not  be  few.    And  this  is  of  Judah:  and  he  said,  Hear,  7 
Eternal,  the  voice  of  Judah,  and  bring  him  to  his  people: 
let  his  hands  be  sufficient  for  him;  and  be  thou  a  help  to 
him  from  his  adversaries. 

And  of  Levi  he  said,  Thy  Thummim  and  thy  Urim  belongs 
to  thy  pious  man,  whom  thou  didst  try  at  Massah,  and  with

whom  thou  didst  strive  at  the  waters  of  Meribah;    Who  said  9 
to  his  father  and  to  his  mother,  I  have  not  seen  him;  neither 
did  he  acknowledge  his  brethren,  nor  know  his  own  children: 
for  they  have  kept  thy  word,  and  guarded  thy  covenant.  They  10 
shall  teach  Jacob  thy  judgments ,  and  Israel  thy  law :  they  shall 
put  incense  before  thee,  and  whole  burnt  sacrifice  upon  thine 
altar.    Bless,  Eternal,  his  substance,  and  accept  favourably  11 
the  work  of  his  hands  :  smite  through  the  loins  of  them  that  rise 
against  him,  and  of  them  that  hate  him,  that  they  rise  not  again. 
And  of  Benjamin  he  said,  The  beloved  of  the  Eternal  shall  dwell  12 
in  safety  by  him;  he  shall  harbour  him  all  the  day  long,  and  he 
shall  dwell  between  his  shoulders.  And  of  Joseph  he  said,  Bles- 13 
sed  of  the  Eternal  be  his  land,  for  the  precious  things  of  heaven, 
for  the  dew,  and  for  the  murmuring  deep  that  croucheth  be- 
neath ,  And  for  the  precious  fruits  brought  forth  by  the  sun ,  and  1 4 
for  the  precious  things  put  forth  by  the  moon,  And  for  the  chief  15 
things  of  the  ancient  mountains,  and  for  the  precious  things  of 
the  lasting  hills.   And  for  the  precious  things  of  the  earth  and  1 6 
fulness  thereof,  and  for  the  will  of  him  that  dwelt  in  the  bush: 
let  the  blessing  come  upon  the  head  of  Joseph,  and  upon  the  top 
of  the  head  of  him  that  was  separated  from  his  brethren.    The  17 
first-born  of  his  herd  is  comeliness  to  him,  and  his  horns  are  like 
the  horns  of  a  buffalo;  with  them  he  shall  push  the  people  to- 
gether to  the  uttermost  ends  of  the  earth:  and  they  are  the 
myriads  of  Ephraim ,  and  they  are  the  thousands  of  Manasseh. 
And  of  Zebulun  he  said,  Rejoice,  Zebulun,  in  thy  going  out;  18 
and,  Issachar,  in  thy  tents.    They  shall  call  peoples  to  the  19 
mountain :  there  they  shall  sacrifice  sacrifices  of  righteousness : 
for  they  shall  suck  of  the  abundance  of  the  seas,  and  of 
treasures  hid  in  the  sand.    And  of  Gad  he  said,  Blessed  be  20 
he  that  enlargeth  Gad:  he  dwelleth  as  a  lioness,  and  tear- 
eth  the  arm  with  the  crown  of  the  head.    And  he  provided  21 
the  first  part  for  himself,  because  there  is  the  portion  set 
apart  by  the  lawgiver;  and  he  came  with  the  heads  of  the 
people,  he  did  the  righteousness  of  the  Eternal,  and  his 
judgments  with  Israel.    And  of  Dan  he  said,  Dan  is  a  lion's  22 
whelp :  he  shall  leap  from  Bashan.    And   of  Naphtali  he  23 
11  Vol.  V. 
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said,  0  Naphtali,  satisfied  with  favour,  and  full  with  the 
blessing  of  the  Eternal:  possess  thou   the  west  and  the 
south.    And  of  Asher  he  said,  Let  Asher  be  blessed  among- 24 
sons;  let  him  be  acceptable  to  his  brethren,  and  let  him 
dip  his  foot  in  oil.    Thy  door  locks  shall  be  iron  and  cop- 25 
per;  and  as  thy  days,  so  shall  thy  strength  be.    There  is  26 
none  like  unto  the  God  of  Jeshurun,  who  rideth  upon  the 
heaven  in  thy  help,  and  in  his  excellency  on  the  sky.    The 27 
God  of  ancient  times  is  thy  refuge,  and  underneath  are  the 
everlasting  arms:  and  he  shall  drive  away  the  enemy  from 
before  thee;  and  said,  Destroy!    Israel  dwelled  in  safety: 28 
the  fountain  of  Jacob  is  solitary  upon  a  land  of  corn  and 
wine;  also  his  heavens  shall  drop  down  dew.    Happy  art 29 
thou,  0  Israel  who  is  like  unto  thee,  0  people  saved  by 
the  Eternal,  the  shield  of  thy  help,  and  who  is  the  sword 
of  thy  excellency  !  and  thine  enemies  shall  be  found  liars  to 
thee;  and  thou  shalt  tread  upon  their  high  places.

And  Moses  went  up   from  the  plains  of  Moab  to  the  j 
mountain   of  Nebo,    to  the  top   of  Pisgah,   that  is  over 
against  Jericho.    And  the  Eternal  shewed  him  all  the  land 
of  Gilead,  to  Dan.    And  all  Naphtali,  and  the  land  of  Eph-  o 
raim,  and  Manasseh,  and  all  the  land  of  Judah,  to  the 
hindmost  sea.    And  the  south,  and  the  district,  the  deep  3 
valley  of  Jericho,  the  city  of  palm  trees,  to  Zoar.    And 4 
the  Eternal  said  to  him,  This  is  the  land  which  I  sware  to 
Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  saying,  I  will  give  it  to 
thy  seed:  I  have  caused  thee  to  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but 
thou  shalt  not  pass  over  thither.    So  Moses  the  servant  of  5 
the  Eternal  died  there  in  the  land  of  Moab,  according  to 
the  word  of  the  Eternal.    And  he  buried  him  in  the  valley  6 
in  the  land  of  Moab,  over  against  Beth-peor:  but  no  man 
knoweth  of  his  sepulchre  to  this  day.    And  Moses  was  a  7 
hundred  and  twenty  years  old  when  he  died:  his  eye  was 
not  dim,  nor  his  natural  force  abated.    And  the  children  of 8 
Israel  wept  for  Moses  in  the  plains  of  Moab  thirty  days: 
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so  the  days  of  weeping*  and  mourning-  for  Moses  were  com- 
pleted.   And  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun  was  full  of  the  spirit  9 
of  wisdom ;  for  Moses  had  laid  his  hands  upon  him :  and  the 
children  of  Israel  hearkened  to  him,  and  did  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses.    And  there  arose  not  a  prophet  since  in  10 
Israel  like  unto  Moses,   whom  the  Eternal  knew  face  to 
face,    In  all  the  signs  and  the  wonders,  which  the  Eternal  11 
sent  him  to  do  in  the  land  of  Egypt  to  Pharaoh,  and  to  all 
his  servants,  and  to  all  his  land,  And  in  all  that  strong  hand,  12 
and  in  all  that  great  terribleness  which  Moses  shewed  before 
the  eyes  of  all  Israel.

accoinplisheth;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful 
art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou,  0  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  Law,  the  worship,  and  the  prophets,, 
and  this  Sabbath-day,  which  thou  hast  given  to  us,  for  a 
day  of  sanctificatiou ,  rest,  glory,  and  honour;  for  all  this, 
0  Eternal,  our  God!  we  thank  and  praise  thee;  blessed  be 
thy  name  in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature,  continually, 
and  for  evermore.

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ISAIAH  I.  1-27. 

The  vision  of  Isaiah  the  son  of  Ainoz,  which  he  foresaw  1 
concerning-  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  in  the  days  of  Uzziah,  Jo- 
tham,  Ahaz,  and  Hezekiah,  kings  of  Judah.  Hear,  0  heavens,  2 
aud  give  ear,  0  earth;  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken:  Children 
have  I  brought  up ,  and  raised ,  and  they  have  rebelled  against 
ine:    An  ox  knoweth  his  possessor,  and  an  ass  its  owner's  3 
stable;  but  Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people  doth  not  con- 
sider.   Woe,  sinful  nation,  people  laden  with  iniquity,  seed  4 
of  evil-doers,  corrupting  children!  they  have  forsaken  the 
Eternal,  they  have  rejected  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  they 
have  receded  going  backwards.    Whither  will  ye  be  smitten  5 
any  more,  that  you  continue  your  defection,  The  whole  head 
is  sickness ,  and  the  whole  heart  faintness.    From  the  sole  6 
of  the  foot  even  unto  the  head  (here,  is  no  soundness  in  it; 
but  wounds,  and  wheals,   and  fresh  sores:  they  have  not 
been  compressed,  neither  bound  up,  neither  mollified  with  oil. 
Your  country  is  desolate,  your  cities  are  burnt  with  fire:  7 
your  ground — strangers   devour  it  opposite  you,   and  it  is 
desolate,  as  an  overthrow  by  strangers.    And  the  daughter 8 
of  Zion  is  left  as  a  booth  in  a  vineyard,  as  a  lodge  in  a 
garden  of  cucumbers,  as  a  besieged  city.    Except  the  Eter-9 
nal  of  hosts  had  left  unto  us  a  very  small  remnant,  we 
should  have  been  as  Sodom,  and  we  should  have  been  like 
unto  Gomorrah.    Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  ye  captains  10 
of  Sodom;  give  ear  unto  the  law  of  our  God,  ye  people  of 
Gomorrah:    For  what  is  the  multitude   of  your  sacrifices  11 
unto  me?  saith  the  Eternal:  I  am  full  of  the  burnt-otferings 
of  rams ,  and  the  fat  of  fat  calves ;  and  I  delight  not  in  the 
blood  of  bulls,  or  of  lambs,  or  of  he-goats.    When  ye  come  12 
to  appear  before  me,  who  hath  sought  this  at  your  hand  to 
tread  down  my  enclosures?    Continue  not  to  bring  oblations  13 
of  vanity,  incense  of  abomination  are  they  to  me;  as  also 
new  moons  and  Sabbaths,  the  calling  of  convocation;  I  can- 
not bear  iniquity  and  restriction.    Your  new  moons  and  your  14 
appointed  seasons  my  soul  hateth:  they  are  a  cumbrance 
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unto  me;  I  am  weary  to  bear  them.    And  when  ye  spread  15 
forth  your  hands  I  will  hide  mine  eyes  from  you:  yea,  when 
ye  multiply  prayers  I  will  not  hear:  your  hands  are  full  of 
blood.    Lave  you,  make  you  clean:  remove  the  evil  of  your  16 
doing-s  from  before  mine  eyes:  cease  to  do  evil;    Learn  to  17 
do  well:  seek  judgment,  make  happy  the  oppressed;  judge 
the  fatherless ;  plead  for  the  widow.    Come  now,  and  let  18 
us  argue,  saith  the  Eternal;  Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 
they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like 
crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool.    If  ye  be  willing  and  obe- 19 
dient,  ye  shall  eat  the  good  of  the  land:    But  if  ye  refuse  20 
and  rebel,  ye  shall  be  devoured  with  the  sword:  for  the 
mouth  of  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  it.    How  is  the  faithful  21 
town  become  a  harlot;  full  of  judgment;  righteousness  lodged 
in  it;  but  now  murderers.    Thy  silver  is  become  dross,  thy  22 
beverage  mixed  with  water :    Thy  officers   are  refractory,  23 
and  companions  of  thieves :   every  one  loveth  bribery,  and 
pursueth  after  rewards:  they  judge  not  the  fatherless,  neither 
doth  the  strife  of  a  widow  come  unto  them.    Therefore  is  24 
the  declaration  of  the  Lord,  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  mighty 
One  of  Israel,  Ah,  1  will  ease  me  of  mine  adversaries,  and 
avenge  me  of  mine  enemies:    And  I  will  turn  my  hand  upon  25 
thee,  and  refine  as  with  ley  thy  dross,  and  remove  all  alloy. 
And  I  will  restore  thy  judges  as  at  the  first,  and  thy  coun- 26 
sellors  as  at  the  beginning:  afterwards,  thou  shalt  be  called. 
The  city  of  the  righteousness,  faithful  town.   Zion  shall  be  re-  27 
deemed  with  judgment,  and  those  returning,  with  righteousness. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAETCHANAN. 
ISAIAH  XL.  1-26. 

Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith  your  God.  Speak  * 
ye  to  the  heart  of  Jerusalem,  and  call  unto  her,  that  her" 
warfare  is  accomplished,  that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned:  for 
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she  hath  received  of  the  hand  of  the  Eternal ,  double  for  all  her 
sins.   A  voice  calleth,  Clear  ye  in  the  desert  the  way  of  the  Eter-  3 
nal,  make  straight  in  the  plain  a  highway  for  our  God.  Every  4 
glen  shall  be  exalted,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made 
low:  and  the  crooked  shall  be  a  straight  place,  and  the  rough 
places  a  deep  valley :    And  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  5 
revealed,  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together:  for  the  mouth  of 
the  Eternal  has  spoken  it.    A  voice  says,  Call  out.  And  he  6 
said,   What  shall  I  call  out?    All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the 
mercy  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the  field :  Grass  drieth,  flower  7 
withereth:   because  the  wind  of  the  Eternal  bloweth  upon 
it:  surely  the  people  is  grass.    Grass  drieth,  flower  withe- 8 
reth:   but  the   word  of  our  God  shall  stand  for  ever.    0  9 
Zion's  bearer  of  good   tidings,  get  thee  up  upon  a  high 
mountain;  0  Jerusalem's  bearer  of  good  tidings,  lift  up  thy 
voice  with  strength:  lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid;  say  unto  the 
cities  of  Judah,    Behold  your  God!  Behold,  the  Lord  Eternal  10 
will  come  with  might,  and  his  arm  shall  rule  for  him:  behold, 
his  reward  is  with  him ,  and  his  wages  before  him.  He  shall  1 1 
feed  his  drove  like  a  shepherd;  he  shall  gather  lambs  with 
his  arm,  and  carry  them  in  his  bosom,  and  shall  gently  lead 
those  that  are  with  young.    Who  hath  measured  waters  in  12 
the  palm  of  his  hand,  and  meted  out  heavens  with  the  span, 
and  comprehended  the  dust  of  the  earth  in  the  measure,  and 
weighed  mountains  in  the  scales,  and  hills  in  a  balance? 
Who  hath  investigated  the  spirit  of  the  Eternal,  or,  beiuglS 
his  counsellor,   hath  taught  him?     With   whom  took  he  14 
counsel,  and  who  instructed  him,   and  taught  hiui  in  the 
path  of  judgment,  and  taught  him  knowledge,  and  acquainted 
him  with  the  way  of  understanding?   Behold,  nations  are  as  15 
a  drop  of  a  bucket,   and  are  counted  as  the  small  dust  of 
a  balance:  behold,  he  takelh  up  isles  as  a  very  little  thing. 
And  Lebanon  is   not  sufficient  for  fuel,    nor  the  animals  16 
thereof  sufficient  for  a  burnt-offering.    All  the  nations  before  17 
him  are  as  nothing;  and  they  are  counted  to  him  less  than 
nothingness  and  vanity,    To  whom  then  will  ye  liken  God?  18 
or  what  likeness  will  ye  compare  unto  him?    An  artificer  19 
melteth  the  graven  image,  and  the  goldsmith  spreadeth  it 
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over  with  gold,  and  casteth  silver  chains.    He  that  is  so 20 
impoverished,  that  he  hath  no  heave-offering,  chooseth  a  tree 
that  will  not  rot:  he  seeketh  unto  him  a  cunning  artificer, 
to  prepare  a  graven  image,  that  shall  not  totter.    Have  ye 21 
not  known  V  have  ye  not  heard  ?  hath  it  noth  been  told  you 
from  beginning?  have  ye  not  unterstood  from  the  foundations 
of  the  earth?    It  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the  sphere  of  the 22 
earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grasshoppers;  that 
stretcheth  out  heavens  as  the  curtain,  and  spreadeth  them 
out  as  the  tent  to  abide  in ;    That  bringeth  the  distinguished  23 
men  to  nothing:  he  maketh  the  judges  of  the  earth  as  the 
desolation.    They  are  not  yet  planted,  they  are  not  yet  sown;  24 
their  stock  has  not  yet  taken  root  in  the  earth:  and  when  he 
only  breatheth  upon  them  the  whirlwind  shall  take  them  away 
as  stubble.   To  whom  then  will  ye  liken  me,  or  shall  I  be  equal?  25 
saith  the  Holy  One.    Lift  up  your  eyes  on  high ,  and  behold  26 
who  hath  created  these  things,  that  bringeth  out  their  host 
by  number:  he  called  them  all  by  names;  through  the  fulness 
of  omnipotence,  and  the  mighty  one  in  power,  not  one  faileth. 

HAFTARAH  OF  EKEB. 
ISAIAH  XLIX.  14-26,  L.  1-11,  LI.  1-3. 

But  Zion  said,  the  Eternal  hath  forsaken  me,  and  my  Lord  14 
hath  forgotten  me.    Can  a  woman  forget  her  sucking  child,  15 
that  she  should  not  have  compassion  on  the  son  of  her 
belly?  yea,  they  may  forget,  yet  will  I  not  forget  thee.  Be- 16 
hold,  1  have  graven  thee  upon  the  palms  of  my  hands;  thy 
ramparts  are  continually  before  me.    Thy  children  shall  make  17 
haste;  thy  destroyers,  and  they  that  make  thee  waste,  shall 
go  forth  from  thee.    Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  18 
behold:  all  these  gather  themselves  together,  and  come  to 
thee.   As  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  thou  shalt 
surely  clothe  thee  with  them  all  as  with  an  ornament,  and 
bind  them  on  thee  as   a  bride  doeth.    For  thy  ruins  and  19 
thy  desolate  places,  and  the  land  of  thy  destruction — they 
shall  even  now  be  too  narrow  by  reason  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  they  that  swallowed  thee  up  shall  be  far  away.    The  20 
children  of  thy  bereavement  shall  yet  say  in  thine  ears, 
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The  place  is  too  strait  for  me;  step  from  me  that  I  may 
abide.    Then  shalt  thou  say  in  thy  heart,  Who  hath  begotten  21 
me  these,  seeing  I  am  bereaved  and  solitary,  a  captive,  and 
exiled?  and  who  hath  brought  up  these?  Behold,  I  remained 
alone;  these,  where  had  they  been?   Thus  saith  the  Eternal  22 
God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  my  hand  to  nations,  and  raise 
my  standard  to  peoples :  and  they  shall  bring  thy  sons  in 
their  arms,  and  thy  daughters  shall  be  carried  upon  their 
shoulders.    And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing-fathers  and  their  23 
princesses  thy  nursing-mothers  :  they  shall  prostrate  themselves 
to  thee  with  their  face  towards  the  earth,  and  lick  up  the 
dust  of  thy  feet;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal: 
for  they  shall  not  be  ashamed  that  wait  for  me.   Shall  prey  24 
be  taken  from  a  hero ,  or  a  captive  of  the  righteous  escape  ? 
But  thus  saith  the  Eternal ,  Even  the  captive  of  a  hero  shall  25 
be  taken  away,  and  the  prey  of  the  terrible  shall  escape; 
for  I  will  contend  with  him  that  contendeth  with  thee,  and 
1  will  save  thy  children.    And  I  will  feed  thy  extortioners  26 
with  their  own  flesh:  and  they  shall  be  drunken  with  their 
own  blood,  as  with  sweet  wine:  and  all  flesh  shall  know 
that  I  the  Eternal  am  thy  Saviour,  and  thy  Redeemer,  the 30 
Mighty  One  of  Jacob.    Thus  saith  the  Eternal,    Where  is  1 
the   bill  of  your  mothers  divorcement,  whom  I  have  sent 
away?  or  which  of  my  creditors  is  it  to  whom  I  have  sold 
you?  Behold,  for  your  iniquities  are  ye  sold,  and  for  your 
transgressions  is  your  mother  sent  away.   Wherefore,  when  2 
I  came,  was  there  no  man?  when  I  called,  was  there  none 
to   answer?   Is  my  hand  shortened  at  all,  that  it  cannot 
redeem?   or  have  I  no  power  to  deliver?  behold,    at  my 
rebuke  I  dry  up  the  sea:   I  make  rivers  a  desert:  their 
fish  stinketh,  because  there  is  no  water,  and  dieth  for  thirst. 
I  clothe  heavens  with  blackness,  and  I  make  sackcloth  their 3 
covering.     The   Lord   Eternal    hath    given   me   a   tongue  4 
for  disciples,  that  I  should  know  how  to  speak  a  word  in 
season  to  him  that   is  weary:  he  wakeneth  morning  by 
morning;  he  wakeneth  mine  ear  to  hear  as  the  disciples. 
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The  Lord  Eternal  hath  opened  mine  ear,  and  I  was  not  rebel- 5 
lions,  neither  receded  back.    I  gave  my  back  to  the  smiters,  6 
and  my  cheeks  to  them  that  plucked  off  the  hair:  I  hid  not 
my  face  from  shame  and  spitting*.    For  the  Lord  Eternal  will  7 
help  me;  therefore  shall  I  not  be  confounded:  therefore  have 
I  set  my  face  like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be 
ashamed.    He  is  near  that  declareth  ine  righteous ;  who  will  8 
contend  with  ine  ?  let  us  stand  together :  who  is  mine  ad- 
versary? let  him  step  near  to  me.   Behold,  the  Lord  Eternal  9 
will  help  me;  who  is  he  that  shall  declare  me  wicked?  lo, 
they  all  shall  wax  old  as  a  garment;  a  moth  shall  eat  them 
up.    Who  is  among  you  that  feareth  the  Eternal,  that  obeyeth  10 
the  voice  of  his  servant?  He  that  walketh  in  darkness,  and 
hath  no  light,  let  him  trust  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal, 
and  stay  upon  his  God.    Behold,  all  ye  kindle  a  fire,  that'll 
compass  yourselves  about  with  sparks:  walk  in  the  light  of 
your  fire,  and  in  the  sparks  that  ye  have  kindled.   This  ye^| 
had  of  my  hand,  ye  shall  lie  down  in  woe.    Hearken  to  me,  ^ 
ye  that  follow  after  righteousness,  ye  that  seek  the  Eternal: 
look  unto  the  rock  whence  ye  are  hewn,  and  to  the  hole 
of  the  pit,  whence  ye  are  digged.    Look  unto  Abraham  your  2 
father,  and  unto  Sarah  that  bare  you:  for  I  called  him  as 
one,  and  blessed  him,  and  increased  him.    For  the  Eternal  3 
shall  comfort  Zion:  he  will  comfort  all  her  ruins,  and  he 
will  make  her  desert  like  Eden,  and   her  plain  like  the 
garden  of  the  Eternal;  joy  and   gladness   shall  be  found 
therein,  thanksgiving,  and  the  voice  of  melody. 

HAFTARAH  OF  REHE. 
ISAIAH  LIY.  11—17,  LV.  1-5. 

0  thou  afflicted,  tossed  with  tempest,  and  not  comforted,  11 
behold,   1  will  lay  thy  stones  with  fair  colours,  and  lay 
thy    foundations    with    sapphires.     And  I   will  make  thy  12 
battlements  of  agates,  and  thy  gates  of  carbuncles,  and  all 
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thy  borders  of  pleasant  stones.    And  all  thy  children  are  13 
disciples  of  the  Eternal;  and  great  shall  be  the  peace  of 
thy  children.    In  righteousness  shalt  thou  be  established :  1 4 
thou  shalt  be  far  from  oppression;  for  thou  shalt  not  fear: 
and  from  terror,  for  it  shall  not  approach  thee.    Behold,  15 
they  shall  surely  gather  together,  but  not  by  me:  whosoever 
shall  gather  together  against  thee  shall  fall  for  thy  sake. 
Behold,  I  have  created  the  artificer  that  bloweth  the  coals  16 
in  the  fire,  and  that  bringeth  forth  a  vessel  for  his  work; 
and  I  have  created  the  destroyer  to  waste.    No  weapon  1 7 
that  is  formed  against  thee  shall  prosper;  and  every  tongue 
that  shall  rise  against  thee  in  judgment  thou  shalt  declare 
guilty.   This  is  the  heritage  of  the  servants  of  the  Eternal; 
and  their  righteousness  is  of  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the 35 
Eternal.  Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters  ;l 
and  he  that  hath  no  money;  come  ye,  buy  and  eat;  yea, 
come  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money,  and  without  price. 
Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread,  2 
and  your  labour  for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ?  Hearken 
diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good,  and  let 
your  soul  delight  itself  in  fatness.    Incline  your  ear,  and  3 
come  unto  me:  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live;  and  I  will 
make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies 
of  David.    Behold,  I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  races,  4 
a  leader  and  commander  to  races.    Behold,  thou  shalt  call  5 
a  nation  that  thou  knowest  not;  and  nations  that  knew  not 
thee  shall  run  unto  thee,  because  of  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
and  for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel;  for  he  hath  glorified  thee. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SHOPHETIM. 
ISAIAH  LI.  12-23,  LII.  1-12. 

I,  even  I,  am  he  that  comforteth  you:  who  art  thou,  that  12 
thou  shouldest  be  afraid  of  a  man  that  shall  die,  and  of  the 
son  of  man  who  shall  be  made  as  grass:  And  forgettestl3 
the  Eternal  thy  Maker,  that  hath  inclined  the  heavens,  and 
laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth;  and  hast  dreaded  continually 
every  day,  because  of  the  fury  of  the  oppressor,  as  if  he 
13  Vol.  V. 
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were  ready  to  destroy  ?  and  where  is  the  fnry  of  the  oppressor  ? 
The  fettered  is  speedily  loosened,  so  that  he  should  not  die  14 
in  the  pit,  nor  that  his  bread  should  fail.    But  I  am  the  15 
Eternal  thy  God,  that  stilleth  the  sea,  when  its  waves  roar. 
The  Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name.    Aud  I  have  put  my  words  1  ft 
in  thy  mouth,  and  have  covered  thee  in  the  shadow  of  my 
hand,  that  1  may  plant  the  heavens,  and  lay  the  foundations 
of  the  earth,  and  say  unto  Zion,  Thou  art  my  people.    Rouse  17 
thyself,  rouse  thyself,  stand  up,  0  Jerusalem,  who  hast  drunk 
at  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  the  cup  of  his  fury :  thou  hast 
drunken  the  dregs  of  the  cup  of  reeling-,  aud  wrung-  them 
out.    There  is  none  to  lead  her  among"  all  the  sons  whom  18 
she  hath  born;  neither  is  there  any  that  layeth  hold  on  her 
by  the  hand,  of  all  the  sons  that  she  hath  brought  up. 
These  two  things  have  happened  unto  thee;  who  shall  com- 19 
miserate  thee?  the  violence,  and  the  breach,  and  the  famine, 
and  the  sword:  by  whom  shall  1  comfort  thee?    Thy  sons  20 
have  fainted,  they  lie  at  the  head  of  all  the  streets  as  a 
wild  bull  in  a  hunters  net:  they  are  full  of  the  fury  of  the 
Eternal,  the  rebuke  of  thy  God.    Therefore,  hear  now  this,  21 
thou  afflicted;  and  drunken,  but  not  with  wine:    Thus  saith22 
thy  Lord,  the  Eternal,  and  thy  God  that  contendeth  for  his 
people,  Behold,   I  have  taken  out  of  thy  hand  the  cup  of 
reeling-,  even  the  dregs  of  the  cup  of  my  fury:  thou  shalt 
not  continue  to  drink  it:    But  I  will  put  it  into  the  hand  23 
of  thy  tormentors;  who  have  said  to  thy  soul,  Bowr  down, 
that  we  may  go  over:  and  thou  hast  laid  thy  back  as  the  52 
ground,  and  as  the  street,  to  them  that  went  over.   Awake,  1 
awake;  put  on  thy  might,  0  Zion;  put  on  thy  garments  of 
splendour,  0  Jerusalem,  the  city  of  holiness:  for  there  shall 
not  continue  to  come  unto  thee  the  uncircumcised  and  the 
unclean.    Shake  thyself  from  the  dust;  arise,  and  sit  down,  2 
0  Jerusalem:  loosen  thyself  from  the  bands  of  thy  neck,  0 
captive  daughter  of  Zion.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,   Ye 3 
have  been  sold  for  nought ;  and  ye  shall  be  redeemed  with- 
out money.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God,   My  people 4 
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went  down  aforetime  into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there;  and  As- 
syria oppressed  them  for  nothing.   Now,  therefore,  what  have 5 
I  here,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  my  people  is 
taken  away  for  nought?  They  that  rule  over  them  make 
them  to  howl,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord,  and  my  name 
continually  every  day  is  contemned.    Therefore  my  people  6 
shall  know  my  name:  therefore  they  shall  know  in  that  day 
that  I  am  he  that  doth  speak;  behold,  it  is  I.    How  lovely 7 
upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good 
tidings,  that  declareth  peace;  that  bringeth  good  tidings  of 
good,  that  declareth  salvation;  that  sailh  unto  Zion,  Thy 
God  reigneth !    The  voice  of  thy  watchmen — they  lift  up  the  8 
voice;  together  they  shall  shout:  for  they  shall  see  eye  to 
eye,  when  the  Eternal  shall  return  to  Zion.    Break  forth,  9 
shout  together,  ye  ruins  of  Jerusalem:  for  the  Eternal  hath 
comforted  his  people,  he  hath  redeemed  Jerusalem:    The  10 
Eternal  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the 
nations ;  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the  salvation 
of  our  God.    Depart  ye,  depart  ye,  go  ye  out  from  thence,  11 
touch  no  unclean  thing  :  go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her ;  be 
ye  clean  that  carry  the  vessels  of  the  Eternal.    For  ye  shall  12 
not  go  out  with  haste,  nor  go  by  flight:  for  the  Eternal  will 
go  before  you;  and  the  God  of  Israel  will  be  your  rereward.

ISAIAH  LIV.  1—10. 

Shout,  0  barren,  thou  that  didst  not  bear;  break  forth  1 
into  shouting,  and  cry  aloud,  thou  that  didst  not  travail 
with  child:  for  more  are  the  children  of  the  desolate  than 
the  children  of  the  married  wife,  sailh  the  Eternal.   Enlarge 2 
the  place  of  thy  tent,  and  let  them  stretch  forth  the  curtains 
of  thy  habitations:   spare  not,    lengthen   thy  cords,  and 
strengthen  thy  pins.     For  thou  shalt  break  forth  on  the  3 
right  and  on  the  left;  and  thy  seed  shall  inherit  nations,  and 
make  the  desolate  cities  to   be  inhabited.    Fear  not;  for 4 
thou  shalt  not  be  ashamed  :  neither  be  thou  confounded ;  for 
thou  shalt  not  be  put  to  shame:  for  thou  shalt  forget  the 
shame  of  thy  youth,  and  shalt  not  remember  the  disgrace

of  thy  widowhood   any  more.    For  thy  Maker  is  thy  hus-5 
band ;  the  Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name ;  and  thy  Redeemer, 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel;  The  God  of  the  whole  earth  shall 
he  be  called.    For  the  Eternal  has  called  thee  as  a  womau  6 
forsaken  and  grieved  in  spirit,  and  a  wife  of  youth,  when 
thou  was  scorned,  saith  thy  God.   For  a  small  moment  have  7 
I  forsaken  thee;  but  with  great  mercies  will  I  gather  thee. 
In  a  flood  of  anger  I  hid  my  face  from  thee  for  a  moment;  8 
but  with  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have  mercy  on  thee, 
saith  the  Eternal  thy  Redeemer.

A  great  multitude  6 
of  camels  shall  cover  thee,  the  dromedaries  of  Midian  and 
Ephah;  all  they  from  Sheba  shall  come:  they  shall  bring 
gold  and  incense;   and  they  shall  show  forth  the  praises  of 
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the  Eternal.    All  the  flocks   of  Kedar  shall  be  gathered  7 
together  unto  thee,  the  rams  of  Nebaioth  shall  minister  unto 
thee:  they  shall  come  up  with  acceptance  on  mine  altar, 
and  I  will  glorify  the  house  of  my  splendour.    Who  are  8 
these  that  fly  as  a  thick  cloud,  and  as  the  doves  to  their 
apertures?    For  maritime  settlements  shall  wait  for  me,  and  9 
the  ships  of  Tarshish  first,  to  bring  thy  sons  from  far,  their 
silver  and  their  gold  with  Ihem,  unto  the  name  of  the  Eternal 
thy  God,  and   to  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  because  he  hath 
glorified  thee.    And  the  sons  of  aliens  shall  build  up  thy  10 
ramparts,  and  their  kings  shall  minister  unto  thee:  for  in 
my  anger  1  smote  thee,  but  in  my  favour  have  1  had  mercy 
on  thee.    Therefore  they  shall  keep  open  thy  gates  con- 1 1 
tinually :  they  shall  not  be  shut  day  or  night ;  that  men  may 
bring  unto  thee  the  forces  of  nations,  and  that  their  kings 
may  be  brought.    For  the  nation  and  kingdom  that  will  not  12 
serve  thee  shall  perish ;  yea ,  those  nations  shall  be  utterly 
ruined.    The  glory  of  Lebanon  shall  come  unto  thee,  the  13 
cypress,  the  pine-tree,  and  the  box  together,  to  glorify  the 
place  of  my  sanctuary;  and  1  will  honour  the  place  of  my 
feet.    The  sons  also  of  them  that  afflicted  thee  shall  come  14 
bending  unto  thee;  and  all  they  that  provoked  thee  shall 
prostrate  themselves  at  the  soles  of  thy  feet;  and  they  shall 
call  thee,   The  City  of  the  Eternal,   The  Zion  of  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel.    Whereas  thou  hast  been  forsaken  and  hated,  15 
so  that  no  man  went  through  thee,  I  will  make  thee  an 
eternal  excellency,  a  joy  of  many  generations.    Thou  shalt  16 
also  suck  the  milk  of  nations,  and  shalt  suck  the  breasts 
of  kings:   and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  the  Eternal  am  thy 
Saviour  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob.  Fori? 
copper  I  will  bring  gold,  and  for  iron  I  will  bring  silver, 
and  foor  wood,  copper,  and  for  stones,  iron:  1  will  also  make 
thy  office-bearers  peace,  and  thy  taskmasters  righteousness. 
Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  thy  land,  robbing,  nor  18 
breach  within  thy  boundaries:  but  thou  shalt  call  thy  ram- 
parts Salvation  and  thy  gates  Praise.    The  sun  shall  be  no  19 
more  thy  light  by  day ;  neither  for  brightness  shall  the  moon 
give  light  unto  thee:  but  the  Eternal  shall  be  unto  thee  an 
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everlasting-  light,  and  thy  God  thy  splendour.    Thy  sun  shall  20 
no  more  go  down;  neither  shall  thy  moon  withdraw  itself: 
for  the  Eternal  shall  be  thine  everlasting  light,  and  the  days 
of  thy  mourning  shall  be  ended.    Thy  people  also  shall  be  21 
all  righteous:  they  shall  inherit  the  land  for  ever,  the  off- 
shoot of  my  planting,  the  work  of  my  hands,  that  I  may  be 
glorified.    The  little  one  shall  become  a  thousand,  and  the  22 
small  one  a  mighty  nation:   I  the  Eternal  will  hasten  in  it 
its  time. 

HAFTARAH  OF  ATTEM  NEZABIM. 
ISAIAH  LX1.  10,  11,  LXH.  1-12,  LX1II.  1-9. 
I  will  greatly  rejoice  in  the  Eternal,  my  soul  shall  beio 
joyful  in  my  God :  for  he  hath  clothed  me  with  the  garments 
of  salvation,  he  hath  wrapped  me  in  the  mantle  of  righteous- 
ness, as  a  bridegroom  priest-like  decketh  himself  with  orna- 
ments, and  as  a  bride  adorneth  herself  with  her  jewels.  Forii 
as  the  earth  bringeth  forth  her  growth,  and  as  the  garden 
causeth  the  things  that  are  sown  in  it  to  grow  forth;  so  the 
Lord  Eternal  will  cause  righteousness  and  praise  to  springy 
forth  before  all  the  nations.    For  Zion's  sake  will  1  not  hold  \ 
my  peace,  and  for  Jerusalem's  sake  I  will  not  be  quiet,  until 
the  righteousness  thereof  go  forth  as  brightness,  and  the 
salvation  thereof  as  a  lamp  that  burnetii.    And  nations  shall  2 
see  thy  righteousness,  and  all  kings  thy  glory:  and  thou  shalt 
be  called  by  a  new  name,  which  the  mouth  of  the  Eternal 
shall  name.    Thou  shalt  also  be  a  crown  of  splendour  in  the  3 
hand  of  the  Eternal,  and  a  diadem  of  royalty  in  the  hand 
of  thy  God.    Thou  shalt  no   more   be   termed  Forsaken :  4 
neither  shall  thy  land  any  more  be  termed  Desolate:  but 
thou  shalt  be  called  My-Pleasure-in-Her,  and  thy  land  Owned: 
for  the  Eternal  is  pleased  with  thee,  and  thy  land  shall  be 
owned.  For  as  a  young  man  marrieth  a  virgin ,  so  shall  thy  5 
sons  marry  thee:  and  as  the  bridegroom  rejoiceth  over  the 
bride,  so  shall  thy  God  rejoice  over  thee.    I  have  appointed  6 
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watchmen  upon  thy  ramparts,  0  Jerusalem,  who  shall  never 
hold  their  peace  day  or  night:  ye  that  make  mention  of  the 
Eternal,  be  not  silent.    And  give  him  not  rest,  till  he  es-7 
tablish,  and  till  he  make  Jerusalem  a  praise  in  the  earth. 
The  Eternal  hath  sworn  by  his  right  hand,  and  by  the  arm 8 
of  his  might,  If  I  give  any  more  thy  corn  to  be  food  for 
thy  enemies;  and  if  the  sons  of  the  alien  shall  not  drink 
thy  must  for  the  which  thou  hast  laboured....    But  they  that  9 
have  gathered  it  shall  eat  it,  and  praise  the  Eternal;  and 
they  that  have  stored  it  up  shall  drink  it  in  the  enclosures 
of  my  holiness.    Go  through,  go  through  the  gates;  clear  10 
you  the  way  of  the  people;  cast  up,  cast  up  the  highway; 
gather  out  the  stones;  lift  up  a  standard  for  the  peoples. 
Behold,  the  Eternal  hath  proclaimed  unto  the  extremity  of  11 
the  world,  Say  ye  to  the  daughter  of  Zion ,  Behold,  thy  sal- 
vation cometh;  behold,  his  reward  is  with  him,  and  his  wages 
before  him.   And  they  shall  call  them,  The  people  of  holiness,  j  2 
The  redeemed  of  the  Lord:  and  thou  shalt  be  called,  Soughtgg 
out,  A  city  not  forsaken.    Who  is  this  that  cometh  from  1 
Edom,  with  dyed  garments  from  Bozrah?  this  that  is  ador- 
ned in  his  apparel,  travelling  in  the  greatness  of  his  strength? 
1  that  speak  in  righteousness,  mighty  to  save.    Wherefore 2 
art  thou  red  in  thine  apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him 
that  treadeth  in  the  wine-vat?  I  have  trodden  the  wine-press 3 
alone;  and  of  peoples  there  was  no  man  with  me:  for  I  will 
tread  them  in  my  wrath,  and  trample  them  in  my  fury;  and 
their  blood  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and  I  will 
stain  all  my  raiment.    For  the  day  of  vengeance  is  in  my  4 
heart,  and  the  year  of  my  redeemed  is  come.    And  I  looked,  5 
and  there  was  none  to  help;  and  I  was  amazed  that  there 
was  none  to  uphold :  therefore  mine  own  arm  saved  me ;  and 
my  fury,  it  upheld  me.    And  I  will  tread  down  peoples  in  6 
my  wrath,  and  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury,  and  I  will  bring 
down  their  blood  to  the  earth.   I  will  mention  the  loving-  7 
kindnesses  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  praises  of  the  Eternal, 
according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and 
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the  great  goodness  towards  the  house  of  Israel,  which  he 
hath  bestowed  ou  thein  according  to  his  mercies ,  and  accor- 
ding to  the  multitude  of  his  loving-kindnesses.  For  he  said,  8 
Surely  they  are  my  people,  children  that  will  not  lie:  so  he 
was  their  Saviour.  In  all  their  trouble  he  was  troubled,  and  9 
the  angel  of  his  presence  saved  them:  in  his  love  and  in 
his  pity  he  redeemed  them:  and  he  took  them  up,  and  bare 
them  all  the  days  of  old. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAYELECH. 
(According  to  the  Se far  dim.) 
HOSEA  XIV.  2-10,  MICHA  VII.  18-20. 

0  Israel,  return  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God;  for  thou  hast  2 
stumbled  by  thine  iniquity.    Take  with  you  words,  and  turn  3 
to  the  Eternal:  say  unto  him,  Bear  with  every  iniquity,  and 
receive  us  graciously :  and  we  will  pay  the  bulls  vowed  with 
our  lips.    Asshur  cannot  save  us;  we  will  not  ride  upon  4 
horses:  neither  will  we  say  any  more  to  the  work  of  our 
hands,    Ye  are  our  gods:  for  in  thee  the  fatherless  findeth 
mercy.    I  will  heal  their  backslidings,  I  will  love  them  freely:  5 
for  my  wrath  is  turned  away  from  him.    1  will  be  as  the  6 
dew  unto  Israel :  he  shall  blossom  as  the  lily,  and  strike  his 
roots  as  the  Lebanon.    His  branches  shall  spread,  and  his  7 
beauty  shall  be  as  the  olive  tree,  and  his  smell  as  the  Le- 
banon.   They  that  abide  under  his  shadow  shall  return;  they  8 
shall  revive  as  the  corn,  and  blossom  as  the  vine:  the  me- 
morial thereof  shall  be  as  the  wine  of  Lebanon.    Ephraim  9 
shall  say,  What  have  I  to  do  any  more  with  idols  ?  1  have 
answered  him,  and  viewed  him:  I  am  like  a  bushy  cypress. 
From  me  is  thy  fruit  found.    Who  is  wise,  and  he  shall  un-10 
derstand  these  things?  discreet,  and  he  shall  know  them? 
for  the  ways  of  the  Eternal  are  right,  and  the  righteous 
shall  walk  in  them;  but  transgressors  shall  stnmble  therein. —  «- 
Who  is  a  God  like  unto  thee,  that  beareth  with  iniquity,^ 
and  passeth  by  the  transgression  of  the  remnant  of  his  her- 
itage? he  retaineth  not  his  wrath  for  ever,  because  he  de- 
lighteth  in  mercy.  He  will  return,  he  will  have  compassion  1 9 
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upon  us;  he  will  subdue  our  iniquities;  and  thou  wilt  cast 
all  their  sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea.    Thou  wilt  give  20 
truth  to  Jacob,  and  show  mercy  to  Abraham,  which  thou 
hast  sworn  unto  our  fathers  from  the  days  of  antiquity. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAYELECH. 

(According  to  the  Aslikenasim i.) 
ISAIAH  LV.  6-13,  LVI.  1—8. 

Inquire  after  the  Eternal  while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye 6 
upon  him  while  he  is  near.    Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  7 
and  the  man  of  iniquity  his  thoughts:  and  let  him  return 
unto  the  Eternal,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him;  and 
to  our  God,  for  he  will  aboundantly  pardon.   For  my  thoughts 8 
are  not  your  thoughts,  neither  are  your  ways  my  ways,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.   For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  9 
than  the  earth,  so  are  my  wrays  higher  than  your  ways,  and 
my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts.    For  as  the  rain  cometh  1 0 
down,  and  the  snow,  from  the  heaven,  and  returneth  not 
thither,  but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth 
and  bud,  that  it  may  give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to 
the  eater;    So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  11 
mouth:  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void;  but  it  shall  accom- 
plish that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing 
whereto  I  sent  it.    For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and  be  12 
led  forth  with  peace :  the  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break 
forth  before  you  into  shouting,  and  all  the  trees  of  the  field 
shall  clap  their  hands.    Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  13 
cypress,  and  instead  of  the  nettle  shall  come  up  a  myrtle 
tree:  and  it  shall  be  to  the  Eternal  for  a  name,  and  for  an^ 
everlasting  sign ,  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.    Thus  saith  the  1 
Eternal,  Keep  ye  judgment,  and  do  righteousness:  for  my 
salvation  is  near  to  come,  and  my  righteousness  to  be  revea- 
led.   Blessed  is  the  man  that  doeth  this,  and  the  son  of 2 
man  that  layeth  hold  on  it;  that  keepeth  the  sabbath  from 
14  Vol.  V. 
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profaning:  it,  and  keepeth  his  hand  from  doing  any  evil. 
Neither  let  the  son  of  the  stranger,  that  hath  joined  himself  $ 
to  the  Eternal,  speak,  saying,  The  Eternal  will  utterly  sepa- 
rate ine  from  his  people:  neither  let  the  eunuch  say,  Behold, 
I  am  a  dry  tree.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  unto  the  eu-  4 
nuchs  that  keep  my  sabbaths,  and  choose  the  things  that 
please  me,  and  take  hold  of  my  covenant;    Even  unto  them  5 
will  I  give  in  my  house ,  and  within  my  ramparts ,  a  place  and  a 
name  better  than  of  sons  and  of  daughters :  I  will  give  them  an 
everlasting  name,  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.    Also  the  sons  6. 
of  the  stranger  that  join  themselves  to  the  Eternal,  to  serve 
him,  and  to  love  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  to  be  his  servant, 
every  one  that  keepeth  the  Sabbath  from  profaning  it,  and 
taketh  hold  of  my  covenant ;    Even  them  will  I  bring  to  the  7 
mountain  of  my  holiness,  and  make  them  joyful  in  my  house 
of  prayer;  their  burnt-offerings  and  their  sacrifices  shall  be 
accepted  upon  mine  altar :  for  my  house  shall  be  called  a 
house  of  prayer  for  all  nations.    Declaration  of  the  Lord  S 
Eternal,  who  gathered  the  outcasts  of  Israel,  Yet  will  1  gather 
others  to  him,  besides  those  that  are  gathered  unto  him. 

HAFTARAH  OF  HAAZINU. 

The  AshJcenasim  say  „Shuba  Yisrael"  ( Ha  f tar  ah  of  Vayelech) 
and  afterwards  say  the  following: 

JOEL  II.  15-27. 

Blow  a  cornet  in  Zion,  sanctify  a  fast,  call  a  restriction  1 5 
from  labour*    Assemble  the  people,   sanctify  the  assembly,  16 
gather  the  elders,  assemble  infants  and  sucklings  of  the  breast: 
let  the  bridegroom  go  forth  of  his  chamber,  and  the  bride 
out  of  her  closet.    Let  the  priests,  the  ministers  of  the  17 
Eternal,  weep  between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  and  let  them 
say,  Spare  thy  people.  0  Eternal,  and  give  not  thine  heritage 
to  disgrace,  that  nations  should  rule  over  them;  wherefore 
should  they  say  among  the  peoples,  Where  is  their  God? 
Then  will  the  Eternal  be  jealous  for  his  land,  and  pity  his  18 
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people.   Yea,  the  Eternal  will  answer  and  say  unto  his  people,  19 
Behold,  I  will  send  yon  the  corn,  and  the  must,  and  the  oil, 
and  ye  shall  be  satisfied  therewith:  and  I  will  no  more  make 
you  a  disgrace  among-  the  nations :    But  1  will  remove  far  20 
off  from  you  the  northern  one,  and  will  thrust  him  into  a 
land  barren  and  desolate,  with  his  face  towards  the  east  sea, 
and  his  hiuder  part  towards  the  utmost  sea,  and  his  stink 
shall  come  up,  and  his  ill  savour  shall  come  up,  because  he 
hath  done  great  things.    Fear  not,  0  ground;  be  glad  and  21 
rejoice:  for  the  Eternal  will  do  great  things.    Fear  not,  ye  22 
beasts  of  the  field:  for  the  pastures  of  the  desert  do  spring, 
for  the  tree  beareth  its  fruit,  the  fig  tree  and  the  vine  do 
yield  their  force.    Be  glad  then,  ye  children  of  Zion,  and  23 
rejoice  in  the  Eternal  your  God:  for  he  haih  given  you  the 
former  rain  in  righteousness,  and  he  will  cause  to  come  down 
for  you  the  rain,  the  former  rain,  and  the  latter  rain  as  at 
first.    And  the  threshing  floors  shall  be  full  of  corn,  and  the  24 
vats  shall  overflow  with  must  and  oil.    And  I  will  repay  to  25 
you  the  years  that  the  locust  hath  eaten ,  the  cankervvorm, 
and  the  caterpillar,  and  the  palmerworm,  my  great  force  which 
I  sent  forth  among  you.    And  ye  shall  eat  in  plenty,  and  26 
be  satisfied,  and  praise  the  name  of  the  Eternal  your  God, 
that  hath  dealt  wondrously  with  you :  and  my  people  shall 
never  be  ashamed.    And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  the  27 
midst  of  Israel,  and  that  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  and  none 
else:  and  my  people  shall  never  be  ashamed. 

HAFTARAH  OF  HAAZINU. 
(According  to  the  Sefardim.) 
2  SAMUEL  XXII.  1— 51. 
And  David  spake  unto  the  Eternal  the  words  of  this  song,  \ 
in  the  day  that  the  Eternal  had  delivered  him  out  of  the 
hand  of  all  his  enemies,  and  out  of  the  hand  of  Saul:  And  2 
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he  said,  The  Eternal  is  my  rock,  and  my  hold,  and  my  rescuer: 
The  God  of  my  rock;  in  him  will  I  trust:  he  is  my  shield,  and  3 
the  horn  of  my  salvation,  my  fortress,  and  my  refuge,  my  saviour: 
thou  savest  me  from  violence.  Praised,  I  will  call,  is  theEter-4 
nal,  and  I  shall  be  saved  from  mine  enemies.  For  the  waves  of  5 
death  hemmed  me  in,  the  brooks  of  perdition  affrighted  me :  The  6 
cords  of  the  grave  compassed  me  about;  the  snares  of  death 
prevented  me.    In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the  Eternal,  and  7 
called  to  my  God ;  and  he  did  hear  my  voice  out  of  his  temple, 
and  my  cry  for  help  did  enter  into  his  ears.    Then  the  earth  8 
shook  and  quaked :  the  foundations  of  the  heaven  moved  and 
shook,  because  he  glowed.  There  went  up  a  smoke  in  his  wrath,  9 
and  fire  out  of  his  mouth  devoured  :  burning  coals  were  consuming 
thereout.   And  he  inclined  the  heavens  and  came  down ;  and  thick  1 0 
darkness  was  under  his  feet.   And  he  rode  upon  a  cherub,  and  11 
did  fly :  and  he  appeared  upon  the  wings  of  wind.   And  he  made  12 
darkness  pavilions  round  about  him,  mass  of  waters,  out  of  thick 
clouds  of  the  skies.   From  the  brightness  before  him  burning  13 
coals  of  fire  were  consuming.   The  Eternal  thundered  from  hea-  1 4 
ven,  and  the  Most  High  uttered  his  voice.    And  he  sent  out  15 
arrows,  and  scattered  them;  lightning,  and  confounded  them. 
And  the  sources  of  the  sea  appeared ,  the  foundations  of  the  world  16 
were  discovered,  at  the  rebuking  of  the  Eternal,  at  the  breath  of 
the  wiud  of  his  nostrils.  He  sent  from  the  height,  he  took  me;  17 
he  drew  me  out  of  many  waters ;  He  delivered  me  from  my  power-  1 8 
ful  enemy,  and  from  my  haters;  for  they  were  too  strong  for  me.  ' 
They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my  calamity;  but  the  Eternal  19 
was  my  stay.   He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large  place;  he  20 
set  me  free,  because  he  delighted  in  me.   The  Eternal  requited  21 
me  according  to  my  righteousness :  according  to  the  cleanness 
of  my  hands  hath  he  recompensed  me.   For  1  have  kept  the  22 
ways  of  the  Eternal,  and  have  not  wickedly  departed  from  my 
God.    For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me:  and  as  for  his  23 
ordinances,  I  did  not  depart  from  them.  1  was  also  perfectly  24 
his,  and  have  kept  myself  from  mine  iniquity.   Therefore  the 25 
Eternal  hath  recompensed  me  according  to  my  righteousness; 
according  to  my  cleanness  in  his  eyesight.  With  the  merciful  thou  26 
wilt  show  thyself  merciful,  and  with  the  upright  man  thou  wilt 
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show  thyself  upright.  With  the  pure  thou  wilt  show  thyself  pure ;  27 
and  with  the  perverse  thou  wilt  act  intricately.  And  a  poor  people  28 
thou  wilt  save :  and  thou  wilt  cast  down  thine  eyes  upon  the  lofty. 
For  thou  art  my  lamp,  0  Eternal;  and  the  Eternal  will  lighten  my  29 
darkness.  For  by  thee  I  run  through  a  troop :  by  my  God  I  leap  30 
over  a  wall.  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect;  the  saying  of  the  31 
Eternal  is  refined :  he  is  a  shield  to  all  them  that  trust  in  him. 
For  who  is  God,  save  the  Eternal?  and  who  is  a  rock,  save  our  32 
God?  God  is  my  place  of  strength  and  force:  and  he  maketh  my  33 
way  perfect.   He  maketh  my  feet  equal  to  those  of  hinds;  and  34 
setteth  me  upon  my  high  places.   He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war;  35 
so  that  a  bow  of  copper  is  broken  by  my  arms.  Thou  hast  also  36 
given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation:  and  thy  concession  hath 
made  me  great.  Thou  hast  enlarged  my  paces  under  me ;  so  that  37 
my  ancles  did  not  slip.   I  have  pursued  my  enemies,  and  exter-38 
minated  them;  and  turned  not  again  until  I  had  consumed  them. 
And  lhave  consumed  them,  and  shattered  them,  that  they  could  39 
notarise:  yea,  they  are  fallen  under  my  feet.  For  thou  hast  girded  40 
me  with  force  to  the  war,  thou  hast  laid  low  my  opponents  under 
me.  Thou  hast  also  turned  to  me  the  backs  of  mine  enemies,  my  41 
haters,  that  I  may  annihilate  them.  They  looked,  but  there  was  42 
no  saviour;  even  unto  the  Eternal,  but  he  answered  them  not. 
Then  did  1  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust  of  the  earth,  I  did  stamp  43 
them  as  the  mire  in  the  outside,  and  did  spread  them  abroad.  Thou  44 
also  hast  freed  me  from  the  quarrels  of  my  people,  thou  hast  kept 
me  to  be  head  of  nations:  a  people  which  I  knew  not  shall  serve 
me.    Sons  of  strangers  shall  dissemble  unto  me:  at  the  mere  45 
report  they  shall  be  obedient  unto  me.  Sons  of  strangers  shall  46 
fade  away,  and  gird  themselves  coming  forth  from  their  close 
places.  The  Eternal  liveth;  and  blessed  be  my  rock;  and  exalted  47 
be  the  God  of  the  rock  of  my  salvation.  It  is  God  that  givethme  48 
vengeance,  and  that  bringeth  down  the  people  under  me,   And  49 
that  bringeth  me  forth  from  mine  enemies:  and  above  my 
opponents  thou  hast  lifted  me  up  on  high:  thou  hast  delivered 
me  from  the  man  of  violence.   Therefore  I  will  give  thanks  unto  50 
thee,  0  Eternal,  among  the  nations,  and  I  will  hymn  unto  thy 
name.    He  is  a  tower  of  salvation  for  his  king;  and  sheweth51 
mercy  to  his  anointed,  unto  David,  and  to  his  seed  for  ever.

The  following  is  also  said  by  some. 
EZEKIEL  XVII.  22-24,  XVIII.  1—32. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will  also  take  of  the  highest  22 
branch  of  the  lofty  cedar,  and  will  set  it;    I  wil  crop  olf 
from  the  top  of  his  young  twigs  a  tender  one,  and  will  plant 
it  upon  a  high  mountain  and  eminent:    In  the  mountain  of 23 
the  height  of  Israel  will  I  plant  it:  and  it  shall  bring  forth 
boughs,  and  bear  fruit,  and  be  a  magnificent  cedar:  and 
under  it  shall  dwell  all  fowl  of  every  wing;  in  the  shadow 
of  the  branches  thereof  shall  they  dwell.    And  all  the  trees  24 
of  the  field  shall  know  that  I  the  Eternal  have  brought  down 
the  high  tree,  have  exalted  the  low  tree,  have  dried  up  the 
green  tree,  and  have  made  the  dry  tree  to  flourish:    I  the14> 

,  lei 

Eternal  liave  spoken  and  have  done  it.    The  word  of  the  i 
Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying,    What  mean  ye,  that  ye  use  2 
this  parable  on  the  ground  of  Israel,  saying,  The  fathers  have 
eaten  sour  grapes,  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge? 
As  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  ye  shall 3 

have  occasion  any  more  to  use  this  parable  in  Israel          Be- 4 

hold,  all  souls  are  mine;  as  the  soul  of  the  father,  so  also 
the  soul  of  the  son  is  mine:  the  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die. 
And  if  a  man  be  just,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right,  5 
And  hath  not  eaten  upon  the  mountains,  neither  hath  lifted 6 
up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel,  neither  hath 
defiled  his  fellow-man's  wife,  neither  hath  come  near  to  a 
woman  in  her  separation,    And  is  extortionate  to  no  one, 7 
but  hath  restored  that  pledged  for  his  debt,  hath  spoiled 
none  by  violence,  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and 
hath  covered  the  naked  with  a  garment;    He  that  hath  not 8 
given  forth  upon  interest,  neither  hath  taken  any  increase, 
that  hath  withdrawn  his  hand  from  wrong,  hath  executed 
true  judgment  between  man  and  man,    Hath  walked  in  my  9 
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ordinances,  and  hath  kept  my  judgments,  to  deal  truly;  he 
is  just,  he  shall  surely  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord 
Eternal.   If  he  beget  a  son  that  is  a  robber,  a  shedder  of  10 
blood,  and  that  doeth  to  a  brother  any  one  of  these  things, 
And  that  doeth  not  any  of  those  duties ,  but  even  hath  eaten  1 1 
upon  the  mountains,  and  defiled  his  fellow-man's  wife,    Was  12 
extortionate  to  the  poor  and  needy,  hath  spoiled  by  violence, 
hath  not  restored  the  pledge,  and  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to 
the  idols,  hath  comitted  abomination,    Hath  given  forth  upon  1 3 
interest,  and  hath  taken  increase:  shall  he  then  live?  he 
shall  not  live :  he  hath  done  all  these  abominations :  he  shall 
surely  die;  his  blood  shall  be  upon  him.    Now,  lo,  if  he  14 
beget  a  son,  that  seeth  all  his  father's  sins  which  he  hath 
done,  and  seeth,  and  doeth  not  such  like,    That  hath  not  15 
eaten  upon  the  mountains,  neither  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to 
the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel,  hath  not  defiled  his  fellow- 
man's  wife,  Neither  hath  been   extortionate  to  any,  hath  10 
not  withholden  the  pledge,  neither  hath  spoiled  by  violence, 
but  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  hath  covered 
the  naked  with  a  garment,  That  hath  taken  otf  his  hand  17 
from  the  poor,  that  hath  not  taken  interest  nor  increase, 
hath  executed  my  judgments,  hath  walked  in  my  ordinances; 
he  shall  not  die  for  the  iniquity  of  his  father,  he  shall  surely 
live.   As  for  his  father,  because  he  cruelly  oppressed,  spoiled  18 
his  brother  by  violence,  and  did  that  which  is  not  good 
among  his  people,  lo,  even  he  shall  die  for  his  iniquity. 
Yet  say  ye,  Why  doth  the  son  not  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  19 
father  V  When  the  son  hath  executed  judgment  and  righteous- 
ness, and  hath  kept  all  my  ordinances,  and  hath  done  them, 
he  shall  surely  live.    The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  20 
The  son  shall  not  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  father,  neither 
shall  the  father  bear  the  iniquity  of  son:  the  righteousness 
of  the  righteous  shall  be  upon  him,  and  the  wickedness  of 
the  wicked  shall  be  upon  him.    But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  21 
from  all  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed,  and  keep  all  my 
ordinances,  and  executeth  judgment  and  righteousness,  he 
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shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die.    All  his  transgressions  22 
that  he  hath  committed,  they  shall  not  be  remembered  unto 
him:  in  his  righteousness  that  he  hath  done  he  shall  live. 
Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should  die?   is  23 
the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal :  and  not  that  he  should 
return  from  his  ways  and  live?    But  when  the  righteous  24 
turneth  away  from  his  righteousness,  and  doeth  wrong,  and 
doeth  according  to  all  the  abominations  that  the  wicked  man 
doeth,  shall  he  live?  All  his  righteousness  that  he  hath  done 
shall  not  be  remembered:  in  his  trespass  that  he  hath  tres- 
passed, and  in  his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned,  in  them  shall 
he  die.    Yet  ye  say,   The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal.  25 
Hear  now,  0  house  of  Israel;  is  not  my  way  equal?  are  not 
your  ways  unequal?    When  a  righteous  man  turneth  away  26 
from  his  righteousness,  and  doeth  wrong,  and  dieth  on  that 
account ;   for  his  wrong  that  he  hath  done  shall  he  die. 
Again,  when  the  wicked  man  turneth  away  from  his  wickedness  27 
that  he  hath  done,  and  executeth  judgment  and  righteousness, 
he  shall  preserve  his  soul.    Because  he  seeth,  and  turneth  28 
away  from  all  his  transgressions  that  he  hath  committed,  he 
shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die.    Yet  saith  the  house  of 29 
Israel,   The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal.    0  house  of 
Israel,  are  not  my  ways  equal?  are  not  your  ways  unequal? 
Therefore  1  will  judge  you,  0  house  of  Israel,  every  one  30 
according  to  his  ways,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 
Return,  and  turn  yourselves  from  all  your  transgressions;  so 
iniquity  shall  not  be  a  stumblingblock  to  you.    Cast  away  31 
from  you  all  your  transgressions,  whereby  ye  have  trans- 
gressed; and  make  you  a  new  heart  and  a  new  spirit:  for 
why  will  ye  die,  0  house  of  Israel?    For  I  have  no  plea- 32 
snre  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Lord  Eternal:  wherefore  turn  yourselves,  and  live  ye. 
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NUMBERS  XXVIII.  9-15. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  9 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.    This  is  the  burnt  10 
offering-  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  all 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish;    And  three  12 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation ,  mingled  with  oil ,  for  one 
bullock :  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation ,  mingled 
with  oil,  for  one  ram;    And   a  several  tenth  deal  of  flour  13 
mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb ,  for  a  burnt 
offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal. 
And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of  wine  to  a  14 
bullock ,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram ,  and  a  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb:  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every 
mont  in  its  month  throughout  the  months  of  the  year.    And  15 
one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering  to  the  Eternal  shall 
be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  drink 
offering. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  ROSH  HODESH. 
ISAIAH  LXVI. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the  l 
earth  is  my  footstool :  were  is  a  house  that  ye  build  unto 
me?  and  where  is  a  place  for  my  rest?    For  all  those  things 2 
hath  my  hand  made,  and  all  those  things  have  been,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal:  but  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even 
to  him  that  is  poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth 
at  my  word.    He  that  slaughtereth  one  of  the  herd  is  as  if  3 
15  Vol.  V. 
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he  smote  a  man;  he  that  sacrificeth  one  of  the  flock,  as  if 
he  broke  a  dog's  nape  of  the  neck;  he  that  offereth  an  ob- 
lation, as  if  he  offered  swine's  blood;  he  that  burnetii  incense 
as  if  he  blessed  iniquity:  yea,  they  have  chosen  their  own 
ways,  and  their  soul  is  pleased  in  their  abominations.  I  also  4 
will  choose  their  delusions,  and  will  bring  their  dread  upon 
them;  because  when  I  called,  none  did  answer;  when  I  spake, 
they  did  not  hear:  but  they  did  the  evil  before  mine  eyes, 
and  choose  that  in  which  I  was  not  pleased.  Hear  the  word  5 
of  the  Eternal,  ye  that  tremble  at  his  word:  Your  brethren 
that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake,  said, 
Let  the  Eternal  be  glorified,  that  we  may  see  your  rejoicing, 
and  they  shall  be  ashamed.    A  voice  of  noise  from  the  city,  6 
a  voice  from  the  temple,  a  voice  of  the  Eternal  that  rendereth 
recompense  to  his  enemies.   Before  she  travailed ,  she  brought  7 
forth;  before  her  anguish  came,  she  was  delivered  of  a  male 
child.    Who  hath  heard  such  a  thing?  who  hath  seen  such  8 
things?  Shall  a  land  be  made  to  travail  in  one  day?  or 
shall  a  nation  be  born  at  once,    that  Zion  should  have 
travailed,  and  also  brought  forth  her  children?    Shall  1 9 
bring  to  the  birth,  and  not  cause  to  bring  forth?  saith 
the  Eternal:   shall    I  who  causeth  to  bring  forth,  shut 
the  womb?   sailh  thy  God.    Rejoice  ye  with  Jerusalem,  10 
and  be  glad  with  her  all  ye  that  love  her;  rejoice  for  joy 
with  her,  all  ye  that  mourn  for  her:    That  ye  may  suck,  11 
and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consolations;  that 
ye  may  drain,  and  be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her 
glory.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  extend  12 
peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and  the  glory  of  nations  like  an 
overflowing  brook,  then  shall  ye  suck;  ye  shall  be  born  upon 
her  sides,  and  be  dandled  upon  her  knees.  Like  a  man  whom  13 
his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you;  and  ye  shall 
be  comforted  in  Jerusalem.    And  when  ye  see  this ,  your  1 4 
heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  sprouts; 
and  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  known  towards  his 
servants,  and  be  indignant  at  his  enemies.    For,  behold,  the  15 
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Eternal  will  come  with  the  fire,  and  with  his  chariots  like  a 
whirlwind,  to  render  his  wrath  with  fury,  and  his  rebuke 
with  flames  of  fire.    For  by  fire  and  by  his  sword  will  the  1 6 
Eternal  plead  with  all  flesh;  and  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall 
be  many.    They  that  sanctify  themselves,  and  purify  them- 17 
selves  in  the  gardens,  behind  one  tree  in  the  midst,  eating: 
swine's  flesh,  and  the  abomination,  and  the  mouse,  shall  be 
swept  away  together,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.   For  18 
I  know  their  works  and  their  thoughts:  the  time  shall  come, 
that  I  will  gather  all  nations  and  tongues;  and  they  shall 
come,  and  see  my  glory.   And  I  will  set  a  sign  among  them,  10 
and  I  will  send  forth  from  among  them  fugitives  unto  the 
nations,  to  Tarshish,  Pul,  and  Lud,  that  draw  the  bow,  to 
Tubal  and  Javan,  to  the  maritime  settlements  afar  off,  that 
have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  have  seen  my  glory;  and 
they  shall  declare  my  glory  among  the  nations.    And  they  20 
shall  bring  all  your  brethren  for  an  oblation  unto  the  Eternal, 
out  of  all  nations,  upon  the  horses,  and  in  the  chariots,  and 
in  the  litters,  and  upon  the  mules,  and  upon  the  dromedaries, 
to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness,  Jerusalem,  saith  the  Eternal, 
as  the  children  of  Israel  bring  the  oblation  in  a  clean  vessel 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  I  will  also  take  of  them  21 
for  the  priests,  and  for  the  Levites,  saith  the  Eternal.    For 22 
as  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,  which  I  will  make, 
shall  remain  before  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  so 
shall  your  seed  and  your  name  remain.    And  it  shall  come  to  23 
pass,  that  from  new  moon  to  new  moon,  and  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to  prostrate  themselves  be- 
fore me,  saith  the  Eternal.    And  they  shall  go  forth,  aud  24 
see  the  carcases  of  the  men  that  have  transgressed  against 
me;  for  their  worm  shall  not  die,  neither  shall  their  fire  go 
out:  and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  unto  all  flesh. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  from  new  moon  to  new 23 
moon,  and  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to 
prostrate  themselves  before  me,  saith  the  Eternal. 
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1  SAMUEL  XX.  18-42. 
Then  Jonathan  said  to  him,  To-morrow  is  the  new  moon;  18 
and  thou  shalt  be  missed,  becanse  thy  seat  will  be  empty. 
And  after  to-morrow  thou  shalt  go  down  quickly,  and  come  19 
to  the  place  where  thou  wast  hidden  on  the  day  of  the  work, 
and  shalt  abide  by  the  stone  Ezel.    And  I  will  shoot  three  20 
arrows  towards  the  side  thereof  ,  as  though  I  shot  at  a  mark. 
And,  behold,  I  will  send  the  lad,  saying,    Go  find  out  the 21 
arrows.    If  I  expressly  say  unto  the  lad,  Behold,  the  arrows 
are  on  this  side  of  thee,  lay  hold  of  him  and  come:  for 
there  is  peace  to  thee,  and  no  hurt;  as  the  Eternal  liveth. 
But  if  I  say  thus  unto  the  young  man,  Behold,  the  arrows  22 
are  beyond  thee;  go  thy  way:  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent 
thee  away.    And  as  touching  the  thing  which  thou  and  1 23 
have  spoken  of,  behold,  the  Eternal  be  between  thee  and 
me  for  ever.    So  David  hid  himself  in  the  field :  and  when  24 
the  new  moon  was  come,  the  king  sat  him  down  to  eat,  As 25 
at  other  times,  even  upon  a  seat  at  the  wall:  and  Jonathan 
arose,  and  Abner  sat  by  Saul's  side,  and  David's  place  was 
empty.    Nevertheless,  Saul  spake  not  anything  that  day:  for 26 
he  thought,  It  is  a  casualty,  he  is  not  clean;  surely  he  is 
not  clean.    And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  morrow  of  27 
the  new  moon,  that  David's  place  was  empty:  and  Saul  said 
unto  Jonathan  his  son,    Wherefore  cometh  not  the  son  of 
Jesse  to  meat,  neither  yesterday  nor  to-day?    And  Jonathan 28 
answered  Saul,  David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  go  to 
Bethlehem:    And  he  said,  Let  me  go,  pray,  for  we  have  a 29 
family  sacrifice  in  the  city,  and  my  brother  he  hath  com- 
manded me  to  be  there;  and  now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in 
thine  eyes,  let  me  get  away,  pray,  and  see  my  brethren: 
therefore  he  cometh  not  unto  the  king's  table.    Then  Saul's  30 
wrath  glowed  against  Jonathan;  and  he  said  unto  him,  Thou 
son  of  perverse  rebelliousness,  do  not  I  know  that  thou  hast 
chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,  and  unto  the 
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shame  of  thy  mother's  nakedness?   For  as  long  as  the  son  31 
of  Jesse  liveth  upon  the  ground,  thou  shalt  not  be  established, 
nor  thy  kingdom.    Wherefore  now  send  and  fetch  him  unto 
me,  for  he  shall  surely  die.    And  Jonathan  answered  Saul  32 
his  father,  and  said  unto  him,   Wherefore  shall  he  be  put  to 
death?  what  hath  he  done?    And  Saul  hurled  the  spear  at 3$ 
him  to  smite  him :  whereby  Jonathan  knew  that  it  was  deter- 
mined of  his  father  to  put  David  to  death.    So  Jonathan  34 
arose  from  the  table  in  fierce  wrath,  and  did  eat  no  meat 
the  second  new  moon  day:  for  he  was  pained  for  David,  for 
his  father  had  put  him  to  shame.    And  it  came  to  pass  in  35 
the  morning,  that  Jonathan  went  out  into  the  field,  at  the 
time  appoiuted  with  David,  and  a  little  lad  with  him.    And 36^ 
he  said  unto  his  lad,  Run,  find  out  now  the  arrows  which  I 
shoot.    And,  as  the  lad  ran,  he  shot  an  arrow,  causing  it 
to  pass  him.    And  when  the  lad  was  come  to  the  place  of  37 
the  arrow  which  Jonathan  had  shot,  Jonathan  called  after 
the  lad,  and  said,  Is  not  the  arrow  beyond  thee?  And  38 
Jonathan  cried  after  the  lad,  Quickly,  make  speed,  stand  not. 
And  Jonathan's  lad  collected  the  arrows,  and  came  to  his 
lord.    But  the  lad  knew  not  any  thing:  only  Jonathan  and  39 
David  knew  the  thing.    And  Jonathan  gave  his  vessels  unto  40 
his  lad,  and  said  unto  him,  Go,  carry  them  to  the  city.  And  41 
as  soon  as  the  lad  was  gone,  David  arose  out  of  the  south 
side,  and  fell  on  his  face  to  the  ground,  and  prostrated 
himself  three  times;  and  they  kissed  one  another,  and  wept 
one  with  another,  until  David  exceeded.    And  Jonathan  said  42 
to  David,  Go  in  peace,  forasmuch  as  we  have  sworn  both  of 
us  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  saying,  The  Eternal  be  be- 
tween me  and  thee  for  ever,  and  between  my  seed  and  thy 
seed  for  ever. 
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NEW  YEAR. 
1  SAMUEL  L  1-28,  II.  1-10. 
Now  there  was  a  man  of  Ramathaim-zophim,  of  Mount  1 
Ephraim,  and  his  name  was  Elkanah,  the  son  of  Jeroham, 
the  son  of  Elihu,  the  son  of  Tohu,  the  son  of  Zuph,  an 
Ephrathite :    And  he  had  two  wives :  the  name  of  the  one  2 
was  Hannah,  and  the  name  of  the  other  Peninnah:  and  Pe- 
ninnah  had  children,  but  Hannah  had  no  children.    And  this  3 
man  went  up  out  of  his  city  yearly  to  prostrate  himself  for, 
and  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  of  hosts  in  Shiloh.  And 
the  two  sons  of  Eli,  Hophni  and  Phinehas,  the  priests  of  the 
Eternal,  were  there.    And  when  the  time  was  that  Elkanah  4 
sacrificed,  he  gave  to  Peninnah  his  wife,  and  to  all  her  sons 
and  her  daughters,  portions:     But  unto  Hannah  he  gave 5 
one  part  twice  over:  for  he  loved  Hannah,  but  the  Eternal 
had  shut  up  her  womb.    And  her  adversary  also  provoked  6 
her  sore,  for  to  rouse  her  to  anger,  for  the  Eternal  had 
shut  up  her  womb.    And  as  he  did  so  year  by  year,  when  7 
she  went  up  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  so  she  provoked 
her;  therefore  she  wept,  and  did  not  eat.    Then  said  Elkanah 8 
her  husband  to  her,  Hannah,  wherefore  weepest  thou?  and 
why  eatest  thou  not?  and  why  is  thy  heart  grieved?  am  not 
I  better  to  thee  than  ten  sons?    So  Hannah  rose,  after  she 9 
had  eaten  in  Shiloh,  and  after  she  had  drunk:  now  Eli  the 
priest  sat  upon  the  chair  by  a  door  post  of  the  temple  of 
the  Eternal:    And  she  was  in  bitterness  of  soul,  and  prayed  10 
unto  the  Eternal,  and  wept  sore.    And  she  vowed  a  vow,  11 
and  said,  0  Eternal  of  hosts,  if  thou  wilt  indeed  see  the 
misery  of  thy  handmaid,  and  remember  me,  and  not  forget 
thy  handmaid,  but  wilt  give  unto  thy  handmaid  a  man  child, 
then  I  will  give  him  unto  the  Eternal  all  the  days  of  his 
life,  and  there  shall  no  razor  come  upon  his  head.    And  it  12 
came  to  pass,  as  she  continued  praying  before  the  Eternal, 
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that  Eli  marked  her  mouth.    Now  Hannah,  she  spake  in  her  13 
heart;  only  her  lips  moved,  but  her  voice  was  not  heard: 
therefore  Eli  thought  she  had  been  drunken.    And  Eli  said  14 
unto  her,  How  long  wilt  thou  be  drunken?  remove  thy  wine 
from  thee.    And  Hannah  answered  and  said,  No,  my  lord,  115 
am  a  woman  of  a  sorrowful  spirit:  I  have  drunk  neither 
wine  nor  strong  drink,  but  have  poured  out  my  soul  before 
the  Eternal.    Count  not  thy  handmaid  for  a  daughter  of  16 
perdition:  for  out  of  the  abundance  of  my  complaint  and 
provocation  have  I  spoken  hitherto.    Then  Eli  answered  and  17 
said,  Go  in  peace;  and  the  God  of  Israel  give  thee  thy  pe- 
tition that  thou  hast  asked  of  him.    And  she  said,  Let  thy  18 
handmaid  find  favour  in  thine  eyes.    So  the  woman  went  her 
way,  and  did  eat,  and  her  countenance  was  no  more  as  be- 
fore.   And  they  rose  in  the  morning  early,   and  prostrated  19 
themselves  before  the  Eternal,  and  returned,  and  came  to 
their  house  to  Ramah:  and  Elkanah  knew  Hannah  his  wife; 
and  the  Eternal  remembered  her.    Wherefore  it  came  to  pass,  20 
when  the  time  was  come  about  after  Hannah  had  become 
pregnant,  that  she  bare  a  son,  and  called  his  name  Samuel, 
saying,  Because  I  have  asked  him  of  the  Eternal.    And  the 21 
man  Elkanah,  and  all  his  house,  went  up  to  sacrifice  unto 
the  Eternal  the  yearly  sacrifice  and  his  vow.    But  Hannah  22 
went  not  up;  for  she  said  unto  her  husband,  I  will  not  go 
up  until  the  child  be  weaned,  and  then  I  will  bring  him,  that 
he  may  appear  before  the  Eternal,  and  there  abide  for  ever. 
And  Elkanah  her  husband  said  unto  her,  Do  what  seemeth23 
good  in  thine  eyes;  abide  until  thou  hast  weaned  him;  only 
the  Eternal  establish  his  word.    So  the  woman  abode  and 
suckled  her  son  until  she  weaned  him.    And  when  she  had  24 
weaned  him,  she  brought  him  up  with  her,  with  three  bulls, 
and  one  ephah  of  meal,  and  a  bottle  of  wine,  and  brought 
him  unto  the  house  of  the  Eternal  in  Shiloh:  and  the  lad 
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was  young*.    And  they  slaughtered  the  bulls,  and  brought 25 
the  lad  to  Eli.    And  she  said,  0  my  lord:  as  thy  soul  liveth,  26 
my  lord,  T  am  the  woman  that  stood  by  thee  here,  to  pray 
unto  the  Eternal.    For  this  lad  I  prayed;  and  the  Eternal 27 
hath  given  me  my  petition  which  I  asked  of  him ;    There-  28 
fore  also  I  have   given  him  freely   to   the  Eternal ;  all 
the  days  which  he  liveth  he  shall  be  lent  to  the  Eter- 
nal.   And    he   prostrated   himself  there   before  the  Eter-^ 
nal.    And  Hannah  prayed,  and  said,  My  heart  triumpheth  l 
in  the  Eternal;   my  horn  is  exalted  in  the  Eternal;  my 
mouth  is  enlarged  over  mine  enemies;  because  I  rejoice  in 
thy  salvation.    There  is  none  holy  as  the  Eternal :  for  there  2 
is  none  besides  thee ;  neither  is  there  any  rock  like  our  God. 
Talk  no  more  so  exceeding  proudly;  let  not  defiance  come 3 
out  of  your  mouth:  for  the  Eternal  is  a  God  of  knowledge, 
and  by  him  actions  are  weighed.    The  bows  of  the  heroes  4 
are  broken,  and  they  that  stumbled  have  girded  on  force. 
They  that  were  satisfied  are  hired  for  bread;  and  they  that 5 
were  hungry  ceased:  so  that  the  barren  hath  born  seven; 
and  she  that  hath  many  children  is  waxed  feeble.  The  Eternal  6 
killeth  and  keepeth  alive;  he  bringeth  down  to  the  grave, 
and  bringeth  up.    The  Eternal   maketh  poor,  and  maketh7 
rich;  he  bringeth  low,  and  lifteth  up.    He  raiseth  up  the 8 
indigent  out  of  the  dust,  and  lifteth  up  the  needy  from  the 
dunghill,  to  set  them  among  nobles,  and  to  make  them  in- 
herit the  throne  of  glory :  for  the  pillars  of  the  earth  belong 
to  the  Eternal,  and  he  hath  set  the  world  upon  them.    He 9 
will  keep  the  feet  of  his  saints ,  and  the  wicked  shall  be  silent 
in  darkness;  for  by  strength  shall  no  man  prevail.    The  10 
Eternal,  those  that  strive  against  him  shall  be  dismayed;  out 
of  heaven  shall  he  thunder  upon  them:  the  Eternal  shall 
pronounce  judgment  on  the  uttermost  ends  of  the  earth;  and 
he  shall  give  power  unto  his  king,  and  raise  the  born  of 
his  Anointed. 
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The  Sefardim  and  Italians,  after  the  Haftarah,  say:  — 

The  Eternal  of  Hosts  is  our  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

After  reading   the  Haftarah,  the  following  four  Blessings 
are  said, 

Blessed  art  thou ,  0  Eternal  onr  God !  King  of  the  universe ; 
Rock  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all  generations; 
the  faithful  God ,  who  promiseth  and  performeth ;  speaketh  and 
accomplished ;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful 
art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou,  0  God  I  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion ,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life ;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  law,  the  worship,  and  the  prophets, 
this  day  (of  Sabbath  and  this  day)  of  memorial,  and  for  the 
holy  day,  this  day  of  holy  convocation,*  which  thou  hast  given 
to  us,  0  Eternal  our  God!  (for  sanctification  and  rest)  for 
rejoicing  and  joy,  for  glory  and  honour;  for  all  this,  0  Eter- 
nal our  God!  we  thank  and  praise  thee;  blessed  be  thy  name 
in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature,  continually,  and  for 
evermore:  and  thy  word,  our  King,  is  true,  and  remaineth 
for  ever.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal,  King  over  the  whole 
earth,  sanctifier  of  (the  Sabbath,)  Israel,  and  the  day  of 
memorial.

JEREMIAH  XXXI.  2-20. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  people  which  were  left  of  the  2 
sword  found  grace  in  the  desert,  going  to  give  him  ease 
even  unto  Israel.    The  Eternal  hath  appeared  unto  me  from  3 
afar,  saying,  Yea,  I  have  loved  thee  with  an  everlasting  love: 
therefore  with  lovingkindness  have  I  drawn  thee.    Again  14 
will  build  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  built,  0  virgin  of  Israel: 
thou  shalt  again  be  adorned  with  thy  tabrets,  and  shalt  go 
forth  in  the  dances  of  them  that  make  merry.   Thou  shalt  5 
yet  plant  vines  upon  the  mountains  of  Samaria:  the  planters 
shall  plant  and  shall  eat  them  as  common  things.   For  there  & 
shall  be  a  day  that  the  watchmen  upon  the  Mount  Ephraim 
shall  cry,  Arise  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to  Zion  unto  the  Eter- 
nal our  God.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Shout  wilh  gladness  7 
for  Jacob,  and  cry  out  at  the  head  of  the  nations:  proclaim 
ye,  praise  ye,  and  say,  0  Eternal,  save  thy  people,  the 
remainder  of  Israel.   Behold,  I  will  bring  them  from  the  north 8 
country,  and  gather  them  from  the  coasts  of  the  earth,  and 
with  them  the  blind  and  the  lame,  the  pregnant  woman  and 
her  that  giveth  birth,  together:  a  great  assembly  shall  return 
thither.    They  shall  come  with  weeping,  and  with  supplica-9 
tions  will  I  lead  them:  I  will  cause  them  to  walk  the  brooks 
of  waters  in  a  straight  way,  wherein  they  shall  not  stumble: 
for  I  am  a  father  to  Israel,  and  Ephraim  is  my  first-born. 
Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  0  ye  nations,  and  tell  it  in  10 
the  maritime  settlements  afar  off,  and  say,  He  that  dispersed 
Israel  will  gather  him,  and  keep  him,  as  a  shepherd  doth 
his  flock.    For  the  Lord  hath  redeemed  Jacob ,  and  released  1 1 
him  from  the  hand  of  him  that  was  stronger  than  he.    There- 12 
fore  they  shall  come  and  shout  in  the  height  of  Zion,  and 
shall  flow  together  to  the  goodness  of  the  Eternal,  for  wheat, 
and  for  must,  and  for  oil,  and  for  the  young  of  the  flock 
and  of  the  herd:  and  their  soul  shall  be  as  a  watered  garden: 
and  they  shall  not  continue  to  sorrow  at  all.    Then  shall  13 
the  virgin  rejoice  in  the  dance,  both  young  men  and  old  to- 
gether: for  I  will  turn  their  mourning  into  joy,  and  will 
comfort  them,   and   make  them  rejoice  from  their  grief.

And  I  will  satiate  the  soul  of  the  priests  with  fatness,  and  my  14 
people  shall  be  satisfied  with  my  goodness,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal.    Thus  saith  the  Eternal :  A  voice  was  heard  1 5 
in  Ramah,  lamentation,  and  bitter  weeping;  Rahel  deplores 
her  children,  refused  to  be  comforted  for  her  children,  because 
they  were  not.    Thus  saith  the  Eternal:   Refrain  thy  voice  16 
from  weepiug,  and  thine  eyes  from  tears:  for  thy  work  shall 
be  rewarded,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal;  and  they  shall 
return  from  the  land  of  the  enemy.

Ephraim  bemoaning  himself  thus:    Thou  hast  chastised  me, 
and  I  was  chastised,  as  a  bullock  partly  broken  in:  restore 
me,  and  I  shall  return;  for  thou  art  the  Eternal  my  God. 
For  after  that  I  turned,  I  repented;  and  after  that  I  was  19 
instructed,  I  smote  upon  my  thigh:   I  was  ashamed,  yea, 
even  confounded,  because  I  did  bear  the  disgrace  of  my  youth. 
Is  Ephraim  my  dear  son?  is  he  a  pleasant  child?  for  since  120 
spake  against  him,  I  do  earnestly  remember  him  still;  there- 
fore my  bowels  are  troubled  for  him:    I  will  surely  have 
mercy  upon  him,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  SHACHRITH  OF  THE  DAY  OF 
ATONEMENT. 

ISAIAH  LVIL  14-21,  LYIII.  1-14. 

Cast  ye  up,  cast  ye  up,  clear  the  way,  take  up  the  stumbling-  1 4 
block  out  of  the  way  of  my  people.  For  thus  saith  the  high  and  15 
lofty  One  that  inhabiteth  eternity,  whose  name  is  Holy,  I  dwell 
in  the  high  and  holy  place;  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite 
and  humble  spirit,  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to 
revive  the  heart  of  the  contrite  ones.   Fori  will  not  contend  for  16 
ever,  never  will  I  be  everlastingly  angry:  for  the  spirit  languishes 
before  me,  and  the  souls  which  I  have  made.   For  the  iniquity  \  7 
of  his  covetousness  was  I  angry,  and  smote  him:  I  hid  me,  and 
was  angry,  and  he  went  on  frowardly  in  the  way  of  his  heart. 
I  have  seen  his  ways,  and  will  heal  him;  I  will  lead  him  18 
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also,  and  restore  comforts  unto  him  and  to  his  mourners. 
I  create  the  fruit  of  the  lips;  Peace,  peace  to  him  that  is  19 
far  off,  and  to  him  that  is  near,  saith  the  Eternal;  and  I 
will  heal  him.    But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea,  20 
for  it  cannot  rest,  and  its  waters  cast  up  mire  and  dirt. 
There  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked.   Call  aloud,  ^* 
hold  not  back;  lift  up  thy  voice  like  the  cornet,  and  tell 1  ^8 
my  people  their  transgression,  and  the  house  of  Jacob  their 
sins.    Yet  they  inquire  after  me  day  by  day,  and  desire  to  2 
know  my  ways,  as  a  nation  that  did  righteousness,  and  for- 
sook not  the  judgment  of  their  God:  they  ask  of  me  the 
judgments  of  justice:  they  desire  the  vicinity  of  God.  Where- 3 
fore  have  we  fasted,  say  they,  and  thou  seest  not?  wherefore 
have  we  afflicted  our  soul,  and  thou  takest  no  knowledge? 
Behold,  in  the  day  of  your  fast  you  find  pleasure,  and  exact 
all  your  labours.    Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and  debate,  and  4 
to  smite  with  the  fist  of  wickedness:  ye  shall  not  fast  as  ye 
do  this  day,  to  make  your  voice  to  be  heard  on  high.  Is  5 
it  such  a  fast  that  I  have  chosen?  a  day  for  a  man  to  afflict 
his  soul?  is  it  to  bow  down  his  head  as  a  bulrush,  and  to 
spread  sackcloth  and  ashes  under  him?  wilt  thou  call  this  a 
fast,  and  a  day  of  acceptance  to  the  Eternal?   Is  not  this  6 
the  fast  that  I  have  chosen?  to  untie  the  bands  of  wicked- 
ness, to  undo  the  knots  of  the  yoke,  and  to  let  the  broken 
spirited  go  free,  and  that  ye  loosen  every  yoke?   Is  it  not  7 
to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  that  thou  bring  the 
poor  that  are  cast  out  to  thy  house  ?  when  thou  seest  the 
naked,  that  thou  cover  him;  and  that  thou  hide  not  thyself 
from  thine  own  flesh?    Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth  as  8 
the  dawn,  and  thy  cure  shall  spring  forth  speedily;  and  thy 
righteousness  shall  go  before  thee:  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 
shall  be  thy  rereward.   Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  the  Eternal  9 
shall  answer;  thou  shalt  cry  for  help,  and  he  shall  say,  Here 
I  am.    If  thou  remove  from  the  midst  of  thee  the  yoke,  the 
patting  forth  of  the  finger,  and  speaking  iniquity:    And  if  10 
thy  soul  dispense  to  the  hungry,  and  thou  satisfy  a  depres- 
sed soul;  then  shall  thy  light  shine  in  the  darkness,  and  thy 
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thick  darkness  be  as  the  noon-day:    And  the  Eternal  shall  11 
guide  thee  continnally,  and  satisfy  thy  soul  in  drought,  and 
invigorate  thy  bones :  and  thou  shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden, 
and  like  a  spring  of  water,  whose  waters  fail  not.    And  12 
through  thee  they  shall  build  the  ruins  of  old:  thou  shalt 
raise  up  the  foundations  of  many  generations :  and  thou  shalt 
be  called,  The  Repairer  of  the  breach,  The  Restorer  of  paths 
to  abide  in.    If  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  Sabbath,  1 3 
from  doing  thy  pleasure  on  the  day  of  my  holiness;  and  call 
the  Sabbath  a  delight,  the  Holy  of  the  Eternal  Honourable; 
and  shalt  honour  it,  not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor  finding 
thine  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  vain  words:    Then  shalt  14 
thou  delight  thyself  in  the  Eternal;  and  I  will  cause  thee 
to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of  the  earth,  and  feed  thee 
with  the  heritage  of  Jacob  thy  father:  for  the  mouth  of  the 
Eternal  hath  spoken  it.

For  the  sake  of  the  law,  the  worship,  the  prophets,  this 
day  of  (Sabbath,  and  this  Day  of)  Atonement,  which  thou 
hast  given  to  us,  0  Eternal  our  God!  (for  sanctification  and 
rest,)  for  pardon  and  forgiveness,  and  expiation,  and  to  for- 
give thereon  all  our  iniquities*  for  glory  and  honour;  for 
all  this,  0  Eternal  our  God!  we  thank  and  praise  thee;  bles- 
sed be  thy  name  in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature,  con- 
tinually, and  for  evermore.  And  thy  word,  our  King,  is  true, 
and  remaineth  for  ever.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  (King 
forgiving  and  pardoning  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of 
Ms  people  Israel,  and  passing  by  our  guilt  year  after  year,) 
King  over  the  whole  earth,  sanctifier  of  (the  Sabbath,) 
Israel,  and  the  Day  of  Atonement. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  MINCHA  OF  THE  DAY  OF  ATONEMENT. 

THE  BOOK  OF  JONAH. 

And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  Jonah ,  the  son  l 
of  Amittai,  saying,  Arise,  go  to  Nineveh,  the  great  city, 2 
and  call  woe  to  it;  for  their  wickedness  is  come  up  before 
me.    But  Jonah  rose  up  to  flee  unto  Tarshish  from  the  3 
presence  of  the  Eternal,  and  went  down  to  Joppa;  and  he 
found  a  ship  going  to  Tarshish :  so  he  paid  the  fare  thereof, 
and  went  down  into  it,  to  go  with  them  unto  Tarshish  from 
the  presence  of  the  Eternal.    But  the  Eternal  sent  out  a  4 
great  wind  into  the  sea,  and  there  was  a  great  tempest  iu 
the  sea,  so  that  the  ship  was  like  to  be  broken.   Then  the  5 
mariners  were  afraid,  and  cried  every  man  unto  his  god,

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and  cast  forth  the  vessels  that  were  in  the  ship  into  the 
sea,  to  lighten  it  of  them.    But  Jonah  was  gone  down  into 
the  sides  of  the  vessel ,  and  he  lay  down ,  and  was  fast  asleep. 
So  the  shipmaster  approached  him,  and  said  unto  him,  What 6 
is  it  with  thee  that  thou  art  fast  asleep?  arise,  call  upon 
thy  God,  perhaps  the  God  will  think  upon  us,  that  we  perish 
not.    And  they  said  every  one  to  his  fellow,  Come  and  let  7 
us  cast  lots,  that  we  may  know  for  whose  cause  this  evil 
is  upon  us.   So  they  cast  lots,  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah. 
Then  said  they  unto  him,  Pray  tell  us  through  whom  this 8 
evil  is  upon  us ;  What  is  thine  occupation  ?  and  whence  comest 
thou?  what  is  thy  country?  and  of  what  people  art  thou? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  I  am  a  Hebrew;  and  I  fear  the 9 
Eternal,  the  God  of  the  heaven,  who  hath  made  the  sea  and 
the  dry  land.    Then  were  the  men  exceedingly  afraid,  and  10 
said  unto  him,   What  is  this  thou  hast  done?  For  the  men 
knew  that  he  fled  from  the  presence  of  the  Eternal,  because 
he  had  told  them.    Then  said  they  unto  him ,  What  shall  1 1 
we  do  unto  thee,  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto  us?  for 
the  sea  went  on  storming.    And  he  said  unto  them ,  Take  1 2 
me  up,  and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea;  so  shall  the  sea  be 
calm  unto  you:   for  I  know  that  for  my  sake  this  great 
tempest  is  upon  you.    Nevertheless  the  men  rowed  hard  to  13 
bring  it  to  the  dry  land;  but  they  could  not:   for  the  sea 
went  on  storming  against  them.    Wherefore  they  called  unto  14 
the  Eternal,  and  said,  we  beseech  thee,  0  Eternal,  we  beseech 
thee,  let  us  not  perish  for  this  man's  life,  and  lay  not  upon 
us  iunocent  blood:  for  thou,  0  Eternal,   hast  done  as  it 
pleased  thee.    So  they  took  up  Jonah,  and  cast  him  forth  15 
into  the  sea :  and  the  sea  ceased  from  its  raging.    Then  the  1 6 
men  feared  the  Eternal  exceedingly,  and  offered  a  sacrifice 
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unto  the  Eternal,  and  vowed  vows.    Now  the  Eternal  had  j 
marked  out  a  great  fish  to  swallow  up  Jonah.    And  Jonah 
was  in  the  entrails  of  the  fish  three  days  and  three  nights. 
Then  Jonah  prayed  unto  the  Eternal  his  God  out  of  the  fish's  2 
entrails.    And  said,  I  called  by  reason  of  my  distress  unto  3 
the  Eternal,  and  he  answered  me:  out  of  the  belly  of  the 
grave  cried  I  for  help ,  and  thou  heardest  my  voice.    For  4 
thou  hadst  cast  me  into  the  deep,  in  the  heart  of  the  seas; 
and  a  stream  compassed  me  about:  all  thy  breakers  and  thy 
waves  passed  over  me.    Then  I  said,  I  am  driven  forth  from  5 
before  thine  eyes;  yet  I  will  look  again  towards  the  palace 
of  thy  holiness.    Waters  hemmed  me  in,  even  to  the  soul:  6 
the  murmuring  deep  encompassed  me,  weeds  were  bound  about 
my  head.    I  went  down  to  the  ends  of  the  mountains;  the  7 
earth  with  her  bolts  was  about  me  for  ever  :  yet  hast  thou 
brought  up  my  life  from  the  depth,    0  Eternal  my  God. 
When  my  soul  fainted  within  me  I  remembered  the  Eternal :  8 
and  my  prayer  came  in  unto  thee,  into  the  palace  of  thy 
holiness.    They  that  observe  vanities  of  nothingness,  forsake 9 
their  own  mercy.    But  I  will  sacrifice  unto  thee  with  the  10 
voice  of  thanksgiving;  I  will  pay  what  I  have  vowed.  Sal- 
vation is  of  the  Eternal.     And  the  Eternal  said  unto  the 1 1 
fish,  and  it  vomited  out  Jonah  upon  the  dry  land.    And  the^ 
word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  Jonah  a  second  time,  saying, 
Arise,  go  unto  Nineveh  that  great  city,  and  call  unto  it  the 2 
call  that  I  bid  thee.    So  Jonah  arose,  and  went  unto  Nine- 3 
veh,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal.    Now  Nineveh 
was  a  great  city  unto  God ,  of  three  days'  journey.    And  4 
Jonah  began  to  enter  into  the  city  one  day's  journey,  and 
he  called  out,  and  said,  Yet  forty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall 
be  overthrown.    So  the  men  of  Nineveh  believed  God,  and  5 
called  out  a  fast,  and  put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest 
of  them  to  the  least  of  them.   And  the  word  came  unto  the  6 
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king:  of  Nineveh,  and  he  arose  from  his  throne,  and  he  laid 
his  robe  from  him,  and  covered  him  with  sackcloth,  and  sat 
upon  the  ashes.   And  he  caused  it  to  be  proclaimed  and  7 
published  through  Nineveh  by  the  decree  of  the  king-  and 
his  nobles,  saying,  Let  neither  man  nor  beast,  herd  nor  flock, 
taste  anything:  let  them  not  feed,  nor  drink  water:  But 8 
let  man  and  beast  be  covered  with  sackcloth,  and  call  migh- 
tily unto  God:  yea,  let  them  turn  every  one  from  his  evil 
way,  and  from  the  violence  that  is  in  their  hands.    Who  9 
knoweth  if  God  will  turn  and  repent ,  and  turn  from  the  fierce- 
ness of  his  wrath  that  we  perish  not?    And  God  saw  their  10 
works,  that  they  turned  from  their  evil  way;  and  God  repented 
of  the  evil,  that  he  had  said  that  he  would  do  unto  them;^ 
and  he  did  it  not.    But  it  displeased  Jonah  exceedingly,  and  j 
he  was  wroth,    And  he  prayed  unto  the  Eternal ,  and  said,  2 
Pray,  0  Eternal,  was  not  this  my  word,  when  I  was  yet  on 
my  ground?   Therefore  I  anticipated  fleeing  unto  Tarshish: 
for  I  knew  that  thou  art  a  gracious  God,  and  compassionate, 
slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  mercy,  and  repentest  thee  of 
the  evil.    Therefore  now,    0  Eternal,  take,  pray,  my  life  3 
from  me;  for  my  death  is  better  than  my  life.    Then  said 4 
the  Eternal,  Art  thou  very  wroth?    So  Jonah  went  out  of 5 
the  city,  and  sat  on  the  east  side  of  the  city,  and  there 
made  him  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  shadow,  till  he 
might  see  what  would  become  of  the  city.    And  the  Lord  6 
God  marked  out  a  gourd,  and  made  it  to  come  up  over  Jonah, 
that  it  might  be  a  shadow  over  his  head,  to  deliver  him 
from  his  evil.    So  Jonah  rejoiced  exceedingly  at  the  gourd. 
But  God  marked  out  a  worm  when  the  morning  rose  the  7 
next  day,  and  it  smote  the  gourd  that  it  became  dry.    And  8 
it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  did  shine,  that  God  marked 
17  Vol.  V. 
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out  a  vehement  east  wind;  and  the  sun  smote  upon  the  head 
of  Jonah,  that  he  fainted,  and  wished  in  himself  to  die,  and 
said,  My  death  is  better  than  my  life.    And  God  said  tod 
Jonah,  Art  thou  very  wroth  about  the  gourd?   And  he  said, 
I  am  very  wroth,  even  unto  death.    Then  said  the  Eternal,  10 
Thou  wouldest  spare  the  gourd,  for  which  thou  hast  not 
laboured,  neither  madest  it  grow;  which  as  the  production 
of  a  night  arose,  and  as  the  production  of  a  night  perished. 
And  should  not  I  spare  Nineveh ,  that  great  city,  wherein  1 1 
are  more  than  six  myriads  of  persons  that  do  not  know 
between  their  right  and  their  left;  and  also  many  beasts? 

(Some  congregations  stop  here,  others  continue.) 

MICHAH  VII. 

Who  is  a  God  like  unto  thee,  that  beareth  with  iniquity,  18 
and  passeth  by  the  transgression  of  the  remnant  of  his  her- 
itage? he  retaineth  not  his  wrath  for  ever,  because  he  de- 
lighteth  in  mercy.    He  will  return,  he  will  have  compassion  19 
upon  us;  he  will  subdue  our  iniquities;  and  thou  wilt  cast 
all  their  sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea.    Thou  wilt  give  20 
truth  to  Jacob,  and  show  mercy  to  Abraham,  which  thou 
hast  sworn  unto  our  fathers  from  the  days  of  antiquity. 

In  the  blessings  that  are  said  after  the  Haftarah, 
„All  Hatorah"  is  omitted. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  THE  FIRST  DAY  OF  TABERNACLES. 
ZECHARIAH  XIV. 

Behold  a  day  cometh  to  the  Eternal,  and  thy  spoil  shall  1 
be  divided  in  the  midst  of  thee.    For  I  will  assemble  all  na-  2 
tions  against  Jerusalem  to  the  war;  and  the  city  shall  be 
conquered,  and  the  houses  rifled,  and  the  women  ravished; 
and  half  of  the  city  shall  go  forth  into  the  exile,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  people  shall  not  be  cut  off  from  the  city. 
Then  shall  the  Eternal  go  forth,  and  fight  against  those  na-3 
tions,  as  on  the  day  when  he  fought  in  the  day  of  combat. 
And  his  feet  shall  stand  in  that  day  upon  the  mount  of  4 
Olives,  which  is  before  Jerusalem  on  the  east,  and  the  mount 
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of  Olives  shall  be  cleft  in  the  midst  thereof  towards  the  east 
and  towards  the  west,  and  there  shall  be  a  very  great  glen; 
and  half  of  the  mountain  shall  remove  towards  the  north, 
and  half  of  it  towards  the  south.    And  ye  shall  flee  from  5 
the  glen  of  my  mountains;  for  the  glen  of  mountains  shall 
reach  unto  Azal:  yea,  ye  shall  flee,  like  as  ye  fled  from 
before  the  earthquake  in  the  days  of  Uzziah  king  of  Judah : 
and  the  Eternal  my  God  shall  come,  and  all  the  holy  ones 
with  thee.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  5 
there  shall  be  no  light,  but  heaviness  and  congelation.    But  7 
it  shall  be  one  day  which  shall  be  known  to  the  Eternal, 
not  day,  nor  night:  but  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  at  even- 
ing time  it  shall  be  light.    And  it  shall  be  in  that  day,  that  8 
living  waters  shall  go  out  from  Jerusalem;  half  of  them  to- 
wards the  former  sea,  and  half  of  them  towards  the  hinder 
sea;  in  the  summer  and  in  the  winter  shall  it  be.    And  the 9 
Eternal  shall  be  king  over  all  the  earth:  in  that  day  the 
Eternal  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  one.    All  the  land  shall  io 
be  encompassed  as  the  plain  from  Geba  to  Rimmon  south 
of  Jerusalem;  and  she  lifteth  herself  up  and  abideth  in  her 
place,  from  Benjamin's  gate  unto  the  place  of  the  first  gate, 
unto  the  corner  gate,  and  from  the  tower  of  Hananeel  unto 
the  king's  winepresses.    And  men  shall  abide  in  it,  and  there  \  \ 
shall  be  no  further  doom;  but  Jerusalem  shall  abide  safely. 
And  this  shall  be  the  plague  wherewith  the  Eternal  will  12 
plague  all  the  peoples  that  have  crowded  against  Jerusalem; 
He  causeth  their  flesh  to  melt  away  while  they  stand  upon 
their  feet,  and  their  eyes  shall  melt  away  in  their  holes,  and 
their  tongue  shall  melt  away  in  their  mouth.   And  it  shall  13 
come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  a  great  confusion  from  the 
Eternal  shall  be  among  them;  and  they  shall  lay  hold  every 
one  on  the  hand  of  his  fellow,  and  his  hand  shall  rise  up 
against  the  hand  of  his  fellow.    And  Judah  also  shall  fight  14 
at  Jerusalem;  and  the  force  of  all  the  nations  round  about 
shall  be  gathered  together,  gold  and  silver,  and  garments 
in  great  abundance.    And  so  shall  be  the  plague  of  the  horse,  15 
of  the  mule,  of  the  camel,  and  of  the  ass,  and  of  all  the 
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beasts  that  shall  be  in  these  camps,  as  this  plague.  And  it  16 
shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  one  that  is  left  of  all  the  na- 
tions which  came  against  Jerusalem  shall  even  go  up  from 
year  to  year  to  prostrate  themselves  to  the  King ,  the  Eternal 
of  Hosts ,  and  to  celebrate  the  festival  of  Tabernacles.    And  1 7 
it  shall  be,  that  whatso  will  not  come  up  of  all  the  families 
of  the  earth  unto  Jerusalem  to  prostrate  itself  to  the  king, 
the  Eternal  of  Hosts,  even  upon  them  shall  be  no  shower. 
And  if  the  family  of  Egypt  go  not  up,  and  come  not,  it  18 
shall  not  be  upon  them:  there  shall  be  the  plague,  wherewith 
the  Eternal  will  plague  the  nations  that  come  not  up  to 
celebrate  the  festival  of  Tabernacles.    This  shall  be  the  pu-19 
nishment  of  Egypt,  and  the  punishment  of  all  nations  that 
come  not  up  to  celebrate  the  festival  of  Tabernacles.   In  20 
that  day  shall  there  be  upon  the  bells  of  the  horse,  holiness 
unto  the  Eternal:  and  the  pots  iu  the  house  of  the  Eternal 
shall  be  like  the  bowls  before  the  altar.    Yea,  every  pot  in  21 
Jerusalem  and  in  Judah  shall  be  holiness  unto  the  Eternal 
of  Hosts;  and  all  they  that  sacrifice  shall  come  and  take  of 
them,  and  cook  therein;  and  in  that  day  there  shall  be  no 
more  a  dealer  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal  of  Hosts. 

BLESSINGS  AFTER  READING  THE  HAFTARAH. 

The  Sefardim  and  Italians,  after  the  Haftarah,  say:  — 
The  Eternal  of  Hosts  is  our  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

After  reading  the  Haftarah,  the  following  four  Blessings 
are  said, 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  King  of  the  universe; 
Rock  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all  generations; 
the  faithful  God,  who  promiseth  and  performeth;  speaketh  and 
accomplished ;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful 
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art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou,  0  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion ,  for  it  is  the  dwelling:  of  our 
life ;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory ;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  law,  the  worship,  the  prophets,  (this 
Sabbath-day,)  and  the  day  of  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles, 
and  for  the  holyday,  this  holy  day  of  convocation*  which 
thou  hast  given  to  us,  0  Eternal  our  God,  (for  sanctification 
and  rest)  for  rejoicing  and  joy,  for  glory  and  honour:  for 
all  this ,  0  Eternal  our  God !  we  thank  and  praise  thee ; 
blessed  be  thy  name  in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature, 
continually,  and  for  evermore.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
sanctifier  of  (the  Sabbath,)  Israel,  and  the  seasons. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  THE  SECOND  DAY  OF  TABERNACLE8. 

1  KINGS  VIII.  2-21. 

And  all  the  men  of  Israel  assembled  themselves  unto  the  2 
king  Solomon  at  the  festival,  in  the  month  Ethanim,  which 
is  the  seventh  month.    And  all  the  elders  of  Israel  came,  3 
and  the  priests  carried   the  ark.    And  they  brought  up  4 
the  ark  of  the  Eternal,   and  the  appointed  tent,  and  all 
the  vessels  of  holiness,  that  were  in  the  tent,  even  those  did

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the  priests  and  the  Levites  bring  up.  And  the  king  Solomon,  5 
and  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  that  were  met  by  him,  was 
with  him  before  the  ark,  sacrificing  sheep  and  oxen,  that  could 
not  be  counted  nor  numbered  for  multitude.    And  the  priests  6 
brought  in  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  unto  his  place, 
into  the  oracle  of  the  house,  to  the  most  holy  place,  even 
under  the  wings  of  the  cherubim.    For  the  cherubim  spread  7 
forth  their  two  wings  over  the  place  of  the  ark,  and  the 
cherubim  sheltered  the  ark,  and  the  staves  thereof,  above. 
Aud  the  staves  were  so  long,  that  the  ends  of  the  staves  8 
were  seen  out  in  the  holy  place  before  the  oracle,  and  they 
were  not  seen  without:  and  there  they  are  unto  this  day. 
There  was  nothing  in  the  ark ,  save  the  two  tablets  of  stone,  9 
which  Moses  placed  there  at  Horeb,  when  the  Eternal  made 
a  covenant  with  the  children  of  Israel,  when  they  came  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  it  came  to  pass ,  when  the  priests  1 0 
were  come  out  of  the  holy  place,  that  the  cloud  filled  the 
house  of  the  Eternal.    So  that  the  priests  could  not  stand  11 
to  minister  because  of  the  cloud :  for  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 
had  filled  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    Then  spake  Solomon,  1 2 
The  Eternal  said  that  he  would  dwell  in  the  thick  cloud. 
I  have  surely  built  thee  a  house  of  residence,  an  establish- 13 
ment  for  thee  to  abide  in  for  ever.   And  the  king  turned  14 
his  face  about,  and  blessed  all  the  assembly  of  Israel:  and 
all  the  assembly  of  Israel  stood:   And  he  said,  Blessed  be  15 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  who  spake  with  his  mouth  unto 
David  my  father,  and  hath  with  his  hand  fulfilled  it,  saying, 
Since  the  day  that  I  brought  forth  my  people  Israel  out  of  16 
Egypt,  I  chose  no  city  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  build 
a  house,  that  my  name  might  be  therein;  but  I  chase  David 
to  be  over  my  people  Israel.    And  it  was  in  the  heart  of  17 
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David  my  father  to  build  a  house  for  the  name  of  the  Eternal 
God  of  Israel.    And  the  Eternal  said  unto  David  my  father,  18 
Whereas  it  was  in  thy  heart  to  build  a  house  unto  my  name, 
thou  didst  well  that  it  was  in  thy  heart:  Nevertheless  thou  19 
shalt  not  build  the  house;  but  thy  son,  that  shall  come  forth 
out  of  thy  loins,  he  shall  build  the  house  unto  my  name. 
And  the  Eternal  hath  performed  his  word  that  he  spake; 20 
and  I  am  risen  up  in  the  room  of  David  my  father,  and  sit 
on  the  throne  of  Israel,  as  the  Eternal  spake,  and  have  built 
the  house  for  the  name  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.   And  21 
I  have  set  there  a  place  for  the  ark,  wherein  is  the  covenant 
of  the  Eternal,  which  he  made  with  our  fathers,  when  he 
brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  SABBATH  CHOL  HAMOED  OF  SUCCOTH. 
EZEKIEL  XXXVIII.  18-23,  XXXIX.  1-16. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass  on  that  day  when  Gog  shall  18 
come  against  the  ground  of  Israel,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Lord  Eternal,  that  my  fury  shall  come  up  in  my  face.    For  19 
in  my  jealousy,  and  in  the  fire  of  my  indignation  have  I 
spoken.    If  in  that  day  there  shall  not  be  a  great  earthquake 

upon  the  ground  of  Israel  And  the  fishes  of  the  sea ,  and  20 

the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the  animals  of  the  field,  and 
all  creeping  things  that  creep  upon  the  ground,  and  all  the 
men  that  are  upon  the  face  of  the  ground,  shall  quake  at 
my  presence,  and  the  mountains  shall  be  thrown  down,  and 
the  steep  places  shall  fall,  and  every  rampart  shall  fall  to 
the  earth.    And  I  will  call  for  a  sword  against  him  through-  21 
out  all  my  mountains,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal; 
every  man's  sword  shall  be  against  his  brother.   And  I  will  22 
plead  against  him  with  pestilence  and  with  blood;  and  I  will 
rain  upon  him,   and  upon  his  bands,  and  upon  the  many 
peoples  that  are  with  him,  an  overflowing  shower,  and  great 
hailstones,  fire,  and  brimstone.   Thus  will  I  magnify  myself, 23 
and  sanctify  myself;  and  I  will  be  known  in  the  eyes  of 
many  nations,  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 
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And,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  against  Gog:,  and  say,  Thns  i 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal;   Behold  I  am  against  thee,  0  Gog-, 
prince  of  Rosh,  Meshech,  and  Tubal:    And  I  will  turn  thee  2 
back,  and  leave  but  the  sixth  part  of  thee,  and  will  cause 
thee  to  come  up  from  the  north  parts,  and  will  bring:  thee 
upon  the  mountains  of  Israel:    And  1  will  smite  thy  bow 3 
out  of  thy  left,  and  will  cause  thine  arrows  to  fall  out  of 
thy  right.    Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  4 
thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  peoples  that  are  with  thee; 
I  will  give  thee  unto  the  birds  of  prey,  to  whatever  has 
wings,  and  to  the  animals  of  the  field  to  be  devoured.   Thou  5 
shalt  fall  upon  the  open  field:  for  I  have  spoken  it,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.    And  I  will  send  forth  a  6 
fire  on  Magog,  and  among  them  that  abide  in  safety  in  the 
maritime  settlements:  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal.    So  will  I  make  the  name  of  my  holiness  known  7 
in  the  midst  of  my  people  Israel;   and  I  will  not  let  them 
pollute  the  name  of  my  holiness  any  more :  and  the  nations 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 
Behold,  it  is  come,  and  it  is  done,  is  the  declaration  of  the 8 
Lord  Eternal ;  this  is  the  day  whereof  I  have  spoken.   And  9 
the  inhabitants  of  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go  forth,  and 
shall  set  on  fire  and  burn  the  armour,  both  the  shields  and 
the  bucklers,  the  bows  and  the  arrows,  and  the  handsticks, 
and  the  spears,  and  they  shall  burn  them  with  fire  seven 
years:    So  that  they  shall  carry  no  wood  out  of  the  field,  10 
neither  cut  down  any  out  of  the  forests;  for  they  shall  burn 
the  armour  with  fire:  and  they  shall  spoil  those  that  spoiled 
them,  and  take  prey  from  those  that  preyed  upon  them,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  God.    And  it  shall  come  toll 
pass  in  that  day,  that  I  will  give  unto  Gog  a  place  there 
for  a  burying  place  in  Israel,  the  glen  of  the  passengers  on 
the  east  of  the  sea:  and  it  shall  stop  the  passengers:  and 
there  shall  they  bury  Gog  and  all  his  crowd:  and  they  shall 
call  it  The  glen  of  the  crowd  of  Gog.    And  seven  months  12 
shall  the  house  of  Israel  be  burying  of  them,  that  they  may 
cleanse  the  land.  Yea,  all  the  people  of  the  land  shall  bury  13 
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them;  and  it  shall  be  to  them  a  renown  the  day  that  I  shall 
be  glorified ,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.    And  1 4 
they  shall  separate  men  of  continual  employment,  passing- 
through  the  land  to  bury  with  the  passengers  those  that 
are  left  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  to  cleanse  it:  after  the 
end  of  seven  months  shall  they  search.    And  the  passengers  15 
that  pass  through  the  land,  when  any  seeth  a  man's  bone, 
then  shall  he  set  up  a  way-mark  by  it,  till  the  buriers  have 
buried  it  in  the  glen  of  the  crowd  of  Gog.    And  also  the  16 
name  of  the  city  shall  be  Hamonah.    Thus  shall  they  cleanse 
the  land. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  SHEMINE  AZERETH. 
1  KINGS  mi  54-66,  IX.  1. 
And  it  was  so,  that  when  Solomon  had  finished  praying  54 
all  this  prayer  and  supplication  unto  the  Eternal,  he  arose 
from  before  the  altar  of  the  Eternal,  from  kneeling  on  his 
knees  with  his  hands  spread  up  to  heaven.    And  he  stood,  55 
and  blessed  all  the  assembly  of  Israel  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  that  hath  given  repose  unto 56 
his  people  Israel,  according  to  all  that  he  spake:  there  hath 
not  failed  one  word  of  all  his  good  promise ,  which  he  spake 
by  the  hand  of  Moses  his  servant.    The  Eternal  our  God  57 
be  with  us,  as  he  was  with  our  fathers;  let  him  not  forsake 
us,  nor  leave  us:    That  he  may  incline  our  hearts  unto  him, 58 
to  walk  in  all  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his  commandments,  and 
his  statutes,  and  his  judgments,  which  he  commanded  our 
father.   And  let  these  my  words,  wherewith  I  have  implored  59 
before  the  Eternal,  be  nigh  unto  the  Eternal  our  God  day 
and  night,  that  he  do  the  judgment  of  his  servant,  and  the 
judgment  of  his  people  Israel  at  all  times,  as  the  matter 
shall  require;    That  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth  may  know  60 
that  the  Eternal  is  God,  and  that  there  is  none  else.    Let 61 
your  heart,  therefore,  be  complete  with  the  Eternal  your 
God,  to  walk  in  his  statutes,  and  to  keep  his  commandments, 
as  at  this  day.    And  the  king,  and  all  Israel  with  him,  62 
18  Vol.  V. 
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offered  sacrifice  before  the  Eternal.    And  Solomon  sacrificed  63 
a  sacrifice  of  feast-offerings,  which  he  sacrificed  unto  the 
Eternal,  two  and  twenty  thousand  of  the  herd,  and  a  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  of  the  flock.    So  the  king  and  all  the 
children  of  Israel  dedicated  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    The  64 
same  day  did  the  king  hallow  the  middle  of  the  inclosure 
that  was  before  the  house  of  the  Eternal;  for  there  he  of- 
fered the  burnt-offering,  and  the  oblation,  and  the  fat  of  the 
feast-offerings;  because  the  copper  altar  that  was  before  the 
Eternal  was  too  little  to  receive  the  burnt-offerings  and  obla- 
tions, and  the  fat  of  the  feast-offerings.    And  at  that  time  65 
Solomon  held  the  festival,  and  all  Israel  with  him,  a  great 
assembly,  from  the  entering  in  of  Hamath  unto  the  brook  of 
Egypt,  before  the  Eternal  our  God,  seven  days  and  seven 
days,  even  fourteen  days.    On  the  eighth  day  he  let  the  66 
people  go;  and  they  blessed  the  king,  and  went  unto  their 
tents  joyful  and  glad  of  heart,  for  all  the  goodness  that 
the  Eternal  had  done  for  David  his  servant,  and  for  Israel 
his  people.

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Solomon  had  finished  the  buil- i 
ding  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  king's  house,  and 
all  Solomon's  desire  which  he  liked  to  do.

Blessed  art 
thou ,  0  Eternal !  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion ,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou.  0  Eternal!  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  law,  the  worship,  and  the  prophets,

And  it  came  to  pass  after  the  death  of  Moses  the  servant  l 
of  the  Eternal,  that  the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua  the  son 
of  Nun,  Moses'  minister,  as  follows,  Moses  my  servant  is 2 
dead;  now  therefore  arise,  pass  over  this  Jordan,  thou  and 
all  this  people,  unto  the  land  which  I  do  give  to  them,  even 
to  the  children  of  Israel.   Every  place  that  the  sole  of  your  3 
foot  shall  tread  upon,  that  have  I  given  unto  you,  as  I  spake

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unto  Moses.    From  the  desert  and  this  Lebanon  even  unto  4 
the  great  river,  the  river  Euphrates,  all  the  land  of  the 
Hittites,  and  unto  the  great  sea  towards  the  going  down  of 
the  sun,  shall  be  your  boundary.    There  shall  not  any  man  5 
be  able  to  stand  before  thee  all  the  days  of  thy  life:  as  I 
was  with  Moses ,  so  I  will  be  with  thee :  I  will  not  fail  thee, 
nor  forsake  thee.    Be  strong  and  firm :  for  unto  this  people  6 
shalt  thou  divide  for  an  inheritance  the  land,  wThich  I  sware 
unto  their  fathers  to  give  them.    Only  be  thou  strong  and  7 
very  firm,  that  thou  mayest  observe  to  do  according  to  all 
the  law,  which  Moses  my  servant  commanded  thee:  depart 
not  from  it  to  the  right  or  to  the  left,  that  thou  mayest  act 
wisely  whithersoever  thou  goest.   This  book  of  the  law  shall  8 
not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth;  but  thou  shalt  meditate  therein 
day  and  night,  that  thou  mayest  observe  to  do  according 
to  all  that  is  written  therein:  for  then  thou  shalt  make  thy 
way  prosperous ,  and  then  thou  shalt  act  wisely.    Have  not  9 
I  commanded  theeV   Be  strong  and  firm;  be  not  terrified, 
neither  be  thou  dismayed :  for  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  with 
thee  whithersoever  thou  goest.

Then  Joshua  commanded  the  bailiffs  of  the  people,  saying,  10 
Pass  through  the  camp,  and  command  the  people,  saying,  H 
Prepare  you  provisions;  for  within  three  days  ye  shall  pass 
over  this  Jordan,  to  go  in  to  possess  the  land,  which  the 
Eternal  your  God  giveth  you  to  possess  it.    And  to  the  12 
Reubenites,  and  to  the  Gadites,  and  to  half  the  tribe  of 
Manasseh,  said  Joshua,  as  followrs,  Remember  the  word  which  13 
Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  commanded  you,  saying, 
The  Eternal  your  God  hath  given  you  rest,  and  hath  given 
you  this  land.  Your  wives,  your  little  ones,  and  your  cattle,  14 
shall  abide  in  the  land  which  Moses  gave  you  on  this  side 
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of  the  Jordan ;  but  as  for  you,  ye  shall  pass  before  your  brethren 

15  harnessed,  all  the  heroes  of  the  force,  and  help  them;  Until  the 
Eternal  hath  given  your  brethren  rest,  as  he  hath  given  you,  and 
they  also  have  succeeded  to  the  land  which  the  Eternal  your  God 
giveth  them:  then  ye  shall  return  unto  the  land  of  your  posses- 
sion, and  succeed  to  it,  which  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal 

16  gave  you  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  towards  the  sun  rising.  And 
they  answered  Joshua,  saying,  All  that  thou  commandest  us  we 

17  will  do,  and  whithersoever  thou  sendest  us  we  will  go.  Accord- 
ing as  we  hearkened  unto  Moses  in  all  things,  so  will  we  hearken 
unto  thee:  only  the  Eternal  thy  God  be  with  thee,  as  he  was 

18  with  Moses.  Every  man  that  doth  rebel  against  thy  command- 
ment, and  will  not  hearken  unto  thy  words  in  all  that  thou  com- 
mandest him,  he  shall  be  put  to  death,  only  be  strong  and  firm.

These 
are  the  things  whereof  man  enjoys  the  fruits  in  this  world, 
whilst  the  principal  is  reserved  for  the  future  one:  viz 
honouring  father  and  mother;  the  practice  of  charity;  punctual 
attendance  at  the  house  of  study  both  morning  and  evening; 
hospitality  towards  strangers;  visiting  the  sick:  providing  for 
dowerless  brides;  following  the  dead  to  the  grave;  devotion 
when  at  prayer;  and  the  furtherance  of  peace  between  man 
and  man;  but  the  study  of  the  Word  of  God  outweighs 
them  all. 

My  God,  the  soul  which  thou  bast  placed  within  me  is 
pure ;  thou  hast  created ,  formed ,  and  inbreathed  it  into 
me;  thou  also  preservest  it  witbin  me.  The  hour  wilt 
come  when  thou  shalt  take  it  from  me,  and  restore  it  to 
me  in  futurity.  All  the  while  that  the  soul  dwells  within 
me,  I  shall  proclaim  thee  0  Eternal,  my  God,  and  God  of 
my  fathers,  sovereign  Ruler  of  all  deeds  enactet,  and 
Lord  of  all  souls.

Are  not  the 
heroes  as  naught  before  thee?  men  of  renown  as  if  they 
had  never  existed  ?  wise  men,  as  deprived  of  knowledge?  and 
men  of  intelligence,  as  void  of  understanding.  For  the  majority 
of  their  deeds  are  mere  emptiness,  and  the  days  of  their 
life  but  vanity  before  thee;  even  the  preference  of  man  above 
the  beast,  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

But  we  are  thy  people,  the  confederates  of  thy  covenant, 
the  children  of  Abraham  thy  beloved,  to  whom  thou 
didst  swear  on  Mount  Moriah;  We  are  the  descendants 
of  Isaac,  his  only  son,  who  was  bound  upon  the  altar.  — 
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We  are  the  congregation  of  thy  first  born  son  Jacob,  to 
whom  tiiou  didst  bear  so  much  love,  and  the  joy  thou  didst 
experience  in  him  made  thee  call  him  Israel,  and  Jeshurun. 

We,  are  therefore  in  duty  bound  to  give  thanks  unto  thee, 
to  praise  and  glorify  thee,  to  bless  and  to  sanctify,  and  to 
offer  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  thy  name.  0  how  happy 
are  we!  how  goodly  is  our  portion,  how  pleasant  our  lot, 
how  beautiful  our  inheritance.  0,  Happy  we,  who  twice  a 
day  early  in  the  morning  and  late  in  the  evening  do  exclaim 
Hear,  0  Israel!  The  Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One 
Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever 
and  ever. 

Thou  wert  the  same  ere  the  world  was  created  and  thou 
art  the  same  since  its  creation.  The  same  in  this  world  and 
the  same  in  the  future  world.  Sanctify  thy  name  through 
those  who  are  selected  to  hallow  it,  and  sanctify  thy  name 
throughout  thy  world,  and  through  thy  Salvation,  exalt  and 
raise  our  horn  of  prosperity.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
who  sanctifiest  thy  name,  before  the  whole  world. 

Thou  art,  Eternal,  our  God,  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and 
in  the  highest  heavens;  Truly  thou  art  the  first,  and  thou 
art  the  last,  and  besides  thee  there  is  no  God.

Thou  shalt  also 
make  a  laver  of  copper,  and  its  frame  also  of  copper,  to 
wash  withal :  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  appointed 
tent  and  the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.  For 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet 
thereat:  When  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  they  shall 
wash  with  water,  that  they  die  not;  or  when  they  come 
near  to  the  altar  to  minister,  to  cause  an  offering  made  by 
lire  to  ascend  in  fumes  to  the  Eternal.  So  they  shall  wash 
their  hands  and  their  feet,  that  they  die  not:  and  it  shall 
be  a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed, 
throughout  their  generations.  And  the  priest  shall  put  on 
his  linen  robe,  and  his  linen  breeches  shall  he  put  upoit 
his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes  which  the  fire  hath 
consumed  —  the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar,  and  he  shall  put 
them  beside  the  altar.  And  he  shall  put  off  his  garments 
and  put  on  other  garments,  and  bring  out  the  ashes  without 
the  camp  to  a  clean  place. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them.  My  offerring,  my  bread 
for  my  fire  offerings  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  me,  shall  ye 
keep  to  offer  to  me  in  its  appointed  season.  And  thou 
shalt  say  to  them,  This  is  the  fire  offering  which  ye  shall 
offer  to  the  Eternal;  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish, 
for  every  day,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  The  one  lamb 
shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt 
thou  offer  at  even:  And  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour

for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of 
beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual  burnt  offering,  ordained  in 
mount  Sinai*  for  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  lamb:  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  cause  the  strong  drink  to  be  poured  to  the  Eternal 
for  a  drink  offering.  And  the  second  lamb  shalt  thou  offer 
at  even:  as  the  oblation  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  a  fire  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal. 

And  he  shall  slaughter  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward 
before  the  Eternal :  and  the  priests,  Aarons  sons,  shall  sprinkle 
its  blood  round  about  the  altar. 

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  before  whom  our  ancestors 
offered  incense  whilst  thy  holy  temple  was  standing,  as  thou 
didst  command  them  by  the  hands  of  Moses,  thy  prophet, 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  law. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Take  to  thee  aromaticsr 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pure 
frankincense:  let  each  be  taken  separately.

And  it  is  said:  And  Aaron 
shall  cause  incense  of  aromatics  to  ascend  thereon  in  fume* 
every  morning:  when  he  trimmeth  the  lamps  he  shall  cause 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes.  And  when  Aaron  lighteth  the  lamps 
at  even  he  shall  offer  incense  there  shall  be  a  perpetual 
incense  before  the  Eternal  troughout  your  generations.

0  Lord  we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  greatness 
of  thy  powerful  hand,  those  that  are  fettered  in  captivity. 
Accept  the  cry  of  thy  people;  clean  and  purify  us,  0  thou 
who  art  tremendous !  0  most  powerful  God !  we  beseech  thee 
to  preserve,  as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  thee, 
thou  art  God  alone.  Bless  and  purify  them  continually,  reward 
them  according  to  thy  righteousness.  Thou  who  art  most 
mighty  and  holy;  guide  thy  people  with  thy  abundant  niercyv 
Thou,  who  art  God  alone,  and  most  mercifull  behold  thy  people, 
who  continually  praise  thy  holiness.

This  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

On  Rosh  Hodesh,  the  following  is  added; 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish;  And  three 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for 
one  bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation, 
mingled  with  oil,  for  one  ram;  And  a  several  tenth  deal  of 
flour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for 
a  burnt  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of 
wine  to  a  bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram, 
and  a  fourth  part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb:  this  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  month  in  its  month  throughout  the  months 
of  the  year.  And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering 
to  the  Eternal  shall  be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt 
offering,  and  its  drink  offering. 
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On  putting  on  the  Arbah  kanfos  is  said.

Remember  ye  his  covenant  for  evermore, 
the  word  which  he  commanded  to  the  thousandth  generation, 
the  convenant  he  made  with  Abraham,  and  his  oath  unto  Isaac. 
He  confirmed  the  same  to  Jacob  as  a  statute  and  to  Israel  as 
an  everlasting  convenant.  Saying:    Unto  thee  will  I  give  the 
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land  of  Canaan  as  the  portion  of  your  inheritance  whilst 
your  numbers  were  but  scanty  yea  very  few,  and  strangers 
in  the  land.  And  they  roamed  from  one  nation  to  another, 
from  one  kingdom  to  another  people.  He  sutfered  no  man 
to  oppress  them,  nay  he  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes, 
saying:  Touch  not  my  anointed  nor  shall  ye  do  harm  to  my 
prophets.  Let  all  the  world  sing  unto  the  Lord;  proclaim 
from  day  to  day  his  salvation.  Declare  his  glory  among-  the 
nations,  his  wondrous  works  among  the  people.  For  the 
Eternal  is  great  and  exalted  in  praise,  and  tremendous  is 
he  above  all  Gods.  For  all  the  Gods  of  the  nations  are 
naught,  but  the  Eternal  hath  made  the  heavens.  Splendour 
and  majesty  are  before  him,  strength  and  delight  are  at  "his 
abode.  Ascribe  unto  the  Eternal  0  ye  families  of  the  nations, 
ascribe  unto  the  Eternal  glory  and  might.  Ascribe  unto  the 
Eternal  the  glory  of  his  name  bring  an  oblation  and  come 
into  his  presence^  prostrate  yourselves  before  the  Eternal  in 
the  glorious  sanctuary.  Let  all  the  earth  tremble  before  him, 
who  has  firmly  set  the  Universe  that  it  might  not  waver. 
Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  the  earth  be  glad,  and  let 
!hem  say  among  the  nations,  the  Eternal  reigneth.  Let  the 
ocean  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof;  let  the  field,  and  alt 
that  is  therein,  rejoice.  Then  shall  the  Trees  of  the  forest 
shoot  for  joy,  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  for  he 
cometh  to  judge  the  earth.  0  give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  ever  kind,  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  And 
say  ye,  Save  us,  0  God  of  our  salvation  and  gather  and 
deliver  us  from  the  nations  that  we  may  give  thanks  to  thy 
holy  name,  and  glory  in  thy  praise.  'Blessed  be  the  name 
of  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen,  and  praise  the  Lord.  Extol  ye 
the  Eternal  our  God!  and  bow  down  at  his  footstool,  for  he 
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is  holy.  Extol  ye  the  Eternal  our  God !  and  bow  down  at  his 
holy  mount;  for  the  Eternal  our  God  is  holy.  And  he,  being- 
merciful  forgiveth  iniquity,  and  destroyeth  not.  Yea  he  often 
turneth  away  his  anger,  and  awakeneth  not  all  his  wrath. 
0  Eternal,  thou  wilt  not  withhold  thy  compassion  from  me, 
let  thy  loving  kindness  and  thy  truth  preserve  me  constantly. 
0  Eternal!  remember  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  loving 
kindness,  for  they  exist  from  everlasting.  Ascribe  ye  power 
unto  God ;  whose  pride  is  over  Israel  whose  might  is  in  the 
skies.  Fearful  art  thou,  0  God,  from  thy  sanctuary;  0  God 
of  Israel  thou  art  he  who  granteth  power  and  strength  unto 
the  people:  Blessed  be  God!  0  God  of  vengeance,  Eternal, 
0  God  of  vengance  shine  forth.  Exalt  thyself,  0  Judge  of 
the  earth,  retribution  unto  the  proud.  Unto  the  Eternal  is 
salvation;  upon  thy  people  be  thy  blessing.  Selah!  The  Lord 
of  hosts  is  with  us,  the  God  of  Jacob  is  refuge  unto  us  Selah! 
Eternal  Lord  of  hosts!  happy  the  man  Mho  puts  his  trust  in 
thee.  0  Eternal,  save  us,  answer  us  0  King,  on  the  day  whereon 
we  call.  Save  thy  people  and  bless  thine  inheritance,  pasture 
and  exalt  them  for  ever.  Our  soul  doth  wait  for  the  Eternal, 
he  is  our  help  and  our  shield.  For  in  him  our  heart  rejoiceth; 
because  we  trust  in  his  sacred  name.  Then  let  thy  mercy,  0 
Eternal,  be  upon  us,  according-  as  we  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

0  Eternal!  show  us  thy  mercy  and  grant  us  thy  salvation. 
Arise  unto  our  aid,  and  redeem  us  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

1  am  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt:  open  wide  thy  mouth,  and  1  shall  fill  it. 
Happy  the  people  who  are  thus  favoured;  happy  the  people 
whose  God  is  the  Eternal.  And  I,  I  do  trust  in  thy  mercy, 
my  heart  delighteth  in  thy  salvation.  I  will  sing  unto  the 
Eternal,  for  he  hath  manifested  grace  unto  me. 
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To  the  chief  Musican,  a  Psalm  of  David.  The  heavens 
declare  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  high  expanse  declareth 
the  works  of  his  hands.  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech;  and 
night  unto  night  proclaimed  knowledge.  There  is  no  speech, 
there  are  no  words,  no  voice  is  to  be  heard:  Yet  their 
melody  extendeth  throughout  all  the  world  and  to  the  end 
of  the  Universe  their  word.  For  the  sun  he  hath  set  a 
tabernacle  among  then),  and  he  like  a  bride  groom  goeth 
forth  from  out  his  bridal-chamber,  and  rejoiceth  like  a 
mighty  man,  to  run  his  course.  From  the  end  of  the  heavens 
is  his  going  forth,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  thereof, 
and  there  is  nothing  sheltered  from  his  glowing  heat.  The 
law  of  the  Eternal  is  perfect,  reviving  the  soul;  the  testimony 
df  the  Eternal  is  sure,  making  the  simple  wise.  The  statutes 
of  the  Eternal  are  righteous,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Eternal  is  clear,  enlightening  the  eyes.

Moreover, 
thy  servant  is  admonished  by  them,  and  in  the  observance  of 
them  there  is  great  reward.  Who  can  guard  against  errors? 
From  secret  sins  do  thou  cleanse  me.  From  presumptions 
ones  withhold  thy  servant,  let  them  not  have  dominion 
over  me.  Then  shall  1  be  upright,  and  free  from  great 
transgressions.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medi- 
tations of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal, 
my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 

A  Psalm  of  David,  when  he  feigned  insanity  before  Abiinelech, 
who  then  drove  him  away,  and  he  departed.  I  will  bless 
the  Eternal  at  all  times;  his  praise  shall  constantly  be  in 
my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast  in  the  Eternal;  the  afflicted 
shall  hear  it  and  rejoice.  0  magnify  the  Eternal  with  me, 
let  us  extol  his  name  together.  I  sought  the  Eternal,  and 
he  did  answer  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears. 
Those  that  looked  unto  him  were  enlightened,  and  their 
faces  were  not  brought  into  disgrace.  This  poor  man  hath 
cried  and  the  Eternal  heard  him,  and  saved  him  from  his 
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distress.  The  angel  of  the  Eternal  encampeth  round  about 
those  that  fear  him,  and  delivers  them.  0  try  ye,  and  see 
that  the  Eternal  is  good,  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth 
in  him.  Fear  the  Eternal,  ye  his  holy  ones  for  there  is  no 
want  to  those  who  fear  him.  Young  lions  do  lack  and  suffer 
hunger,  but  they  who  seek  the  Eternal  shall  not  want  what 
is  good.  Come  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me,  I  will  teach 
you  the  fear  of  the  Eternal.  Who  is  the  man  that  delighteth 
in  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  to  experience  happiness? 
Guard  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speaking  guile. 
Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace  and  pursue  it 
The  eyes  of  the  Eternal  are  upon  the  righteous  and  his 
ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  But  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 
is  fixed  upon  those  who  do  evil,  to  cut  off  their  memory 
from  the  earth.

The  Eternal  rcdeemeth  the  soul  of  his 
servants,  and  all  who  trust  in  him  shall  not  be  condemned. 

A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  man  of  God.  0  Lord,  thou  hast 
been  a  refuge  unto  us  from  generation  to  generation.  Before 
the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  ere  thou  hadst  formed 
the  Universe,  from  eternity  unto  eternity,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  reducest  men  unto  contrition,  and  sayest:  Return,  ye 
children  of  man.  For  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday,  when  it  is  passed,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 
Thou  carriest  them  away,  whilst  they  are  asleep,  in  the 
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morning  they  are  like  grass  which  sprouteth.  In  the  morning- 
it  bloometh  and  groweth;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down 
and  withered.  For  we  are  consumed  in  thy  ang-er  and 
troubled  by  thy  wrath.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before 
thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For 
all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath,  we  consume 
our  years  like  idle  talk.  The  days  of  our  years  are  seventy 
years,  but  if  in  vigour  they  reach  eig-hty,  their  pride,  but 
labour  and  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  flee  away.  Who 
fcnoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger,  even  according-  to  thy 
fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  Teach  us  so  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom.  Return,  0  Eternal, 
how  long  shall  it  last  yet?  and  have  mercy  on  thy  servants. 
Satisfy  us  each  morning  with  thy  mercy;  that  we  may  rejoice 
and  be  glad  all  cur  days.  Let  us  rejoice,  according  to  the 
days  wherein  thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  be  visible  unto  thy  servants 
and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  May  the  tender  mercy  of  the 
Eternal  our  God  be  upon  us  and  confirm  the  work  of  our  hands 
unto  us,  and  the  work  of  our  hands  do  thou  establish  it. 

He  who  dwelleth  within  the  protection  of  the  Most  High 
shall  abide  beneath  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty.

For  he  spake  and  it  was  done;  he  commanded  and  it  was 
established.  The  Eternal  hath  chosen  Zion,  determined  it 
to  be  his  dwelling  place.  For  Jacob  hath  the  Eternal  chosen 
unto  himself,  Israel  as  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  the  Eternal 
will  not  abandon  his  people  neither  will  he  forsake  his  in- 
heritance. Yes,  he  being  merciful  forgiveth  guilt,  and  destroyeth 
not;  frequently  does  he  avert  his  anger,  and  avvakeneth  not 
all  his  wrath.  0  Eternal!  save  us;  0  king!  hearken  unto  us 
on  the  day  whereon  we  call. 

Happy  are  they  who  dwell  in  thy  house;  they  shall  be 
praising  thee  continually.  Selah!  Happy  the  people  who  are 
thus,  happy  the  people  whose  God  is  the  Eternal.

and  men  shall  speak  of  the  greatness  of  thy  fearful  acts, 
whilst  tliy  greatness  I  declare.  The  memory  of  thy  abundant 
goodness  shall  they  utter,  and  of  thy  righteousness  shall 
they  sing.  The  Eternal  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion,, 
long-suffering  and  abounding  in  mercy.  The  Eternal  is  kind 
unto  all,  and  his  mercies  are  extended  over  all  his  works. 
All  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  0  Eternal!  and  thy  pious 
ones  shall  bless  thee.  Of  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom  shall 
they  speak,  and  talk  of  thy  power.  To  make  known  his 
migthy  acts  unto  the  children  of  men,  and  the  glorious 
splendour  of  his  kingdom.  Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting 
kingdom,  and  thy  dominion  throughout  all  generations.  The 
Eternal  upholdeth  all  who  fall,  and  raiseth  up  all  who  are 
bowed  down.  The  eyes  of  all  look  up  to  thee,  and  thou 
grantest  them  their  food  in  due  season.  Thou  openest 
thy  hand  and  satisflest  the  desire  of  every  living  being. 
Righteous  is  the  Eternal  in  all  his  ways,  and  gracious 
in  all  his  works.  The  Eternal  is  near,  unto  all  who  call 
upon  him,  to  all  who  call  upon  him  in  truth.  He  will 
grant  the  desire  of  those  who  fear  him,  he  will  hear 
their  supplication  and  save  them.  The  Eternal  preserveth 
all  those  who  love  him,  but  all  the  wicked  he  will  des- 
troy. My  mouth  shall  speak  the  praise  of  the  Eternal, 
and  all  flesh  shall  bless  bis  holy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 
But  we  will  bless  the  Everlasting  One,  from  henceforth 
until  evermore.  Hallelujah! 
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Hallelujah!  Praise  ye  the  Eternal,  Praise  the  Lord,  0 
my  soul !  I  will  glorify  the  Eternal  whilst  I  live,  I  will 
^sing  praises  unto  my  God  whilst  I  exist.  Confide  not  in 
princes,  in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  there  is  no  salvation. 
His  spirit  departeth  from  him,  he  returneth  to  his  mother 
t>arth  on  that  very  day,  his  devices  perish.  Happy  he  who 
has  the  God  of  Jacob  for  his  help,  whose  hope  is  in  the 
Eternal  his  God.  Who  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea 
and  all  that  is  therein,  who  keepeth  faith  for  ever;  who 
executeth  judgment  for  the  oppressed,  and  giveth  food  unto 
the  hungry.  The  Eternal  setteth  free  the  prisoners;  the 
Eternal  maketh  the  blind  to  see;  the  Eternal  raiseth  those 
who  are  bowed  down;  the  Eternal  loveth  the  righteous. 
The  Eternal  protecteth  the  strangers,  he  sustaineth  the 
fatherless  and  the  widow,  but  the  path  of  the  wicked  he 
overthroweth.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
0  Zion!  unto  all  generations.  Hallelujah! 

Praise  ye  the  Lord;  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises  unto 
our  God;  for  it  is  pleasant,  psalmodies  are  agreeable  unto 
him.  The  Eternal  doth  build  up  Jerusalem,  the  outcasts  of 
Israel  doth  he  gather  together.  It  is  He!  who  healeth  the 
broken-hearted  and  bindeth  up  their  wounds.  He  defineth 
the  number  of  the  stars,  he  calleth  them  all  by  name. 
Great  is  our  Lord  and  of  great  power;  his  understanding 
is  ineffable.  The  Eternal  lifteth  up  the  meek,  whilst  he 
humbleth  the  wicked  unto  the  ground.  Sing  unto  the  Lord 
with  thanksgiving,  sing  praise  unto  our  God,  to  the  sound 
of  the  harp.  Wo  covereth  the  heavens  with  clouds,  who 
prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  who  causeth  grass  to  sprout 
forth  upon  the  mountains.  Who  giveth  food  unto  the  beast, 
and  to  the  young  ravens  when  thy  cry.  Not  in  the  strength 
of  the  horse  doth  he  take  pleasure,  nor  does  he  delight  in 
the  vigour  of  man.  The  Eternal  delighteth  in  those  that 
fear  him,  in  those  who  hope  for  his  mercy.  Praise  the 
Eternal,  0  Jerusalem!  Praise  thy  God,  0  Zion!  for  he  has 
strengthened  the  bars  of  thy  gates  he  has  blessed  thy  child- 
ren in  the  midst  of  thee.  He  maketh  peace  in  thy  boundary, 
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he  satisfieth  thee  with  choise  wheat.  He  sendeth  forth  his 
decree  upon  earth,  and  his  word  runneth  rapidly.  He  sen- 
deth snow  like  wool;  rime  doth  he  scatter  like  ashes.  He 
hnrleth  his  ice  in  pieces,  who  can  withstand  his  cold.  He 
sendeth  out  his  word  and  melteth  them ;  he  causeth  his  wind 
to  blow  and  the  waters  flow.  He  proclaimeth  his  word  unto 
Jacob,  his  statutes  and  his  judgments  unto  Israel.  He  hath 
not  done  so  unto  any  other  nation,  and  his  judgments  they 
do  not  know.  Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Praise  ye  the  Eternal,  from  the  heavens;  praise 
him  in  the  heights.  Praise  ye  him  all  his  angels;  praise  ye 
him  all  his  hosts.  Praise  him,  ye  sun  and  moon,  praise  him 
All  ye  stars  of  light.  Praise  him,  ye  heaven  of  heavens,  and 
ye  waters  that  are  above  the  skies.  Let  them  praise  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  for  he  commanded  and  they  were  created. 
He  established  their  places  for  ever,  gave  a  law  which  shall 
not  pass  away.  Praise  the  Eternal  from  the  earth,  ye  sea- 
monsters  and  all  ye  depths.  Fire  and  hail,  snow  and  vapour, 
the  storm-wind  all  fulfill  his  word.  Ye  mountains  and  all 
hills,  fruit-trees,  and  all  cedars,  ye  beasts  and  all  cattle, 
creeping  reptiles  and  winged  fowl,  kings  of  the  earth  and 
all  nations,  princes  and  all  judges  of  the  earth;  young 
men  as  well  as  maidens,  old  men  and  boys  together  let 
them  all  praise  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  for  his  name 
alone  is  exalted,  his  glory  is  above  the  earth  and  the 
heaven.  He  exalteth  the  horn  of  his  people,  to  the  praise  of 
his  pious  ones,  the  children  of  Israel,  the  people  near  unto 
him.  Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Sing  unto  the  Eternal  a  new  Song,  and  his 
praise  in  the  congregation  of  the  pious.  Let  Israel  rejoice 
in  him  who  made   him;   let  the  children  of  Zion  exalt 
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in  their  King.  Let  them  praise  his  name  in  a  joyful  dancey 
whilst  they  sing  praises  unto  him,  with  the  timbrel  and 
the  harp.  For  the  Eternal  taketh  pleasure  in  his  people,  he 
adorneth  the  meek  with  salvation;  Let  the  pious  be  joyful 
in  glory,  let  them  jubilate  on  their  couches:  The  exal- 
ted praises  of  God  are  in  their  mouth,  and  a  two-edged 
sword  in  their  hand;  to  execute  retribution  upon  the  na- 
tions, and  chastisement  upon  the  people.  To  bind  their 
kings  with  chains,  their  nobles  with  fetters  of  iron.  To 
execute  upon  them  the  judgment  that  is  prescribed.  He  is 
the  honour  of  all  his  pious  ones.  Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Praise  God  in  his  sanctuary,  praise  him  in 
the  firmament  of  his  power,  praise  him  for  his  mighty 
deeds;  praise  him  according  to  his  exellent  greatness;  praise 
him  with  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  praise  him  with  the 
psaltery  and  harp;  praise  him  with  the  timbrel  and  flute; 
praise  him  with  melodious  instruments;  praise  him  upon  the 
harmonious  cymbals;  praise  him  upon  the  high  sounding 
cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  has  breath,  praise  the 
Eternal.  Hallelujah! 

Blessed  be  the  Eternal  for  evermore!  Amen,  and  Anient 
Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  from  Zion,  who  dwelleth  at  Jeru- 
salem. Hallelujah!  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel  I 
who  alone  performeth  great  wonders.  And  blessed  be  his 
glorious  name  for  ever;  and  let  the  whole  earth  be  filled 
with  his  glory.  Amen,  and  Amen! 

(It  is  proper  to  stand  while  repeating  this,  until  wn  nng.) 

And  David  blessed  the  Lord  in  the  presence  of  the  whole 
congregation ;  and  David  said,  blessed  be  thou,  0  Eternal, 
God  of  Israel,  our  Father,  for  ever  and  ever.  Thine,  0 
Eternal!  is  the  greatness,  omnipotence,  glory,  victory,  and 
majesty;   for  all  that  is  in  heaven  and  on  earth  is  thine; 
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thine  is  the  kingdom,  0  Eternal!  and  thou  art  exalted  as 
Supreme  above  all.  Riches  and  honour  proceed  from  thee, 
and  thou  rulest  over  all;  in  thy  hand  is  power  and  might, 
and  it  is  in  thy  power  to  make  great,  and  to  give  strength 
unto  all.  Now  therefore  0  God,  we  give  thanks  unto  thee; 
and  sing  praises  to  thy  glorious  name.  —  Thou  art  Lord 
alone,  thou  hast  made  the  heavens,  the  highest  heavens, 
with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  are 
thereon,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therein ;  thou  preservest 
them  all  and  the  heavenly  host  worship  thee.  Thou  art  the 
Lord  God,  who  chose  A  brain,  brought  him  forth  out  of 
Ur-Kasdim  and  gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham.  And 
finding  his  heart  faithful  unto  thee,  didst  establish  a  cove- 
nant with  him,  to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  the 
Hittites,  the  Amorites,  the  Perizzites,  the  Jebusites,  and 
the  Girgashites  to  his  seed,  and  thou  didst  fulfil  thy  word, 
for  thou,  0  Eternal,  art  just.  And  thou  didst  see  the 
atflication  of  oor  ancestors  in  Egypt,  and  thou  didst  hear 
their  cry  by  the  Read  Sea;  and  displayed  sings  and 
wonders  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  servants,  and  upon 
all  the  people  of  his  land,  for  thou  knewest  they  dealt 
tyrannically  against  them;  thus  didst  thou  get  a  glorious 
name,  even  unto  this  day.  And  thou  didst  divide  the  sea 
before  them,  so  that  they  traversed  the  sea  as  on  dry  land 
and  their  pursuers  didst  thou  cast  into  the  depths,  like  a 
stone  into  the  mighty  waters.  — 

Thus  the  Eternal  saved  Israel  on  that  day  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  Israel  beheld  the  Egyptians 
dead  on  the  seashore.  And  when  Israel  saw  the  mighty 
work  which  the  Eternal  had  displayed  upon  Egypt  then 
did  the  people  reverence  the  Eternal,  and  they  believed 
in  the  Eternal  and  in  Moses  his  servant. 
5  * 
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Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song:  to 
the  Eternal,  and  said  as  follows:  I  will  sing  to  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  gloriously  sublime:  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath 
he  thrown  into  the  sea.  The  Eternal  is  my  strength  and 
song",  and  he  is  become  my  salvation;  he  is  my  God,  and 
I  will  glorify  him;  my  father's  God,  and  I  will  exalt  him 
The  Eternal  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Eternal  is  his  name. 
Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  army  hath  he  cast  into  the  sea: 
and  the  choicest  of  his  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Red 
sea.  The  murmuring  depths  have  covered  them:  they  went 
down  to  the  bottom  as  a  stone.  Thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
is  become  glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy,  And  in  the  greatness 
of  thine  excellency  thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose 
up  against  thee  :  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  con- 
sumed them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils 
the  waters  were  heaped  up,  the  floods  stood  as  a  mound, 
and  the  murmuring  depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart 
of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake, 
I  will  divide  the  spoil;  my  soul  shall  be  full  of  them;  I 
will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  dispossess  them.  Thon 
didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered  them:  they 
dropped  like  lead  in  the  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  thee, 
0  Eternal,  among  the  mighty  beings?  who  is  like  thee, 
glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing-  wonderful 
things?  Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand,  the  earth 
swallowed  them.  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the 
people  which  thou  hast  redeemed:  thou  hast  conducted 
thetii  in  thy  might  to  the  abode  of  the  holiness.  People 
shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  pangs  shall  seize  the  inhabitant* 
of  Palashath.  Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom  shall  be  amazed: 
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(he  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking  shall  seize  them;  all  the* 
inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond.  Horror  and  dread  shall 
fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine  arm  they  shall 
be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  thy  people  pass,  0  Eternal,  till 
the  people  pass,  which  thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shalt 
bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine 
inheritance,  in  the  establishment,  0  Eternal,  which  thou  hast 
made  for  thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,  0  Eternal,  which 
thy  hands  have  established.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever. 

For  unto  the  Eternal  is  the  sovereignty,  and  he  governs 
the  nations.  And  deliverers  shall  ascend  Mount  Zion,  to 
judge  the  mount  of  Esau,  and  the  kingdom  shall  be  the 
Eternal's.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth; 
on  that  day  the  Eternal  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  be  one. 
And  thus  it  is  written  in  thy  law:  „Hear,  0  Israel!  the 
Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One." 

The  soul  of  whatsoever  hath  life  bless  thy  name,  0  Lord, 
our  God!  the  spirit  of  all  liesh,  continually  glorify  and 
extol  thy  memorial,  0  our  King!  thou  arf  God  from  eter- 
nity to  eternity  and  besides  thee  we  acknowledge  neither 
king,  redeemer  nor  saviour;  thou  redeemest,  delivereth, 
maintainest  and  hast  compassion  with  us,  in  all  times  of 
trouble  and  distress!  we  have  no  King  but  thee.  Thou  art 
God  of  the  first;  and  God  of  the  last;  the  God  of  air 
creatures,  the  Lord  of  all  generations.  Thou  art  adored 
with  all  manner  of  praise;  who  governeth  the  Universe  with 
tenderness,  and  thy  creatures  with  mercy.  The  Lord  neither 
slumbereth  nor  sleepeth,  but  rouseth  those  who  sleep,  awa- 
keneth  those  who  slumber,  he  causeth  the  dumb  to  speak; 
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he  looseneth  those  that  are  bound;  he  supporteth  the  fallen, 
and  he  raiseth  np  those  who  are  bowed  down  ;  and  therefore, 
nnto  thee  alone  do  we  worship.  Allthough  our  mouths  were 
filled  with  melodious  songs,  as  the  fulness  of  the  sea,  our 
tongues  with  shouting,  as  the  raging  billows  thereof,  and 
our  lips  with  praise,  like  the  wide-extented  firmament,  and 
our  eyes  with  brightness  like  the  snn  and  moon,  and  our 
hands  raised  like  the  eaglesfly  heavenward  and  oor  feet 
swift  as  the  roe,  our  efforts  would  prove  fruitless  of  ren- 
dering sufficient  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Lord,  our  God!  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers,  or  to  praise  thy  name  for  one  of 
the  countless  deeds  of  love,  which  thou  hast  conferred  on 
us,  and  on  our  ancestors.  For  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God! 
didst  redeem  us  from  Egypt,  and  release  us  from  the  house 
of  bondage;  In  time  of  famine  didst  thou  sustain  us;  and 
in  plenty  didst  thou  nourish  us.  From  the  sword  didst 
thou  deliver  us,  from  pestilence  thou  didst  save  us;  and 
from  diseases  and  raging  sicknesses  thou  didst  relieve 
us.  Hitherto  thy  tender  mercies  have  snpported  us,  and 
thy  kindness  hath  not  forsaken  us.  0  Lord,  our  God! 
forsake  us  not  in  future.  Therefore  the  limbs  of  which 
thou  hast  formed  us,  the  spirit  and  soul  which  thou  hast 
breathed  into  us,  the  tongue  thou  hast  placed  in  our  mouths, 
0,  they  shall  worship,  bless,  praise,  glorify,  extol,  reverence, 
sanctify,  and  ascribe  sovereign  power  unto  thy  name,  our 
King!  every  mouth  shall  adore  thee,  and  every  tongue  shall 
swear  unto  thee;  every  knee  shall  bend  unto  thee;  every 
being  shall  bow  down  before  thee;  every  heart  shall  revere 
thee,  and  all  inward  parts  and  reins  shall  sing  psalmodies 
unto  thy  name;  as  it  is  written  rAll  my  bones  shall  say, 
0  Lord!  who  is  like  unto  Thee?"  who  delivereth  the  weak 
from  him  that  is  too  strong  for  him;  the  poor  and  needy  from 
their  oppressor.  Who  is  like  unto  thee?  who  is  eqoal  unto 
thee?  who  can  be  compared  nnto  thee?  thou  great,  mighty, 
and  tremendous  God!  most  high  God!  posessor  of  heaven 
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and  earth!  We  will  praise,  adore,  glorify,  and  bless  thy 
name;  as  it  is  said  by  David:  „ Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul! 
and  all  tbat  is  whithin  me,  bless  his  holy  name. 

Thou  art  the  God!  who  art  mighty  in  thy  strength!  who 
art  great  by  thy  glorious  name!  mighty  for  ever,  and  tre- 
mendous by  thy  fearful  deeds;  the  King!  who  sitteth  on 
the  high  and  exalted  throne. 

Who  inhabiteth  eternity,  most  exalted  is  his  name;  and 
it  is  written:  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  0  ye  righteous,  for  to 
the  upright  praise  is  comely.  By  the  mouth  of  the  upright 
shalt  thou  be  praised,  blessed  by  the  lips  of  the  righteous; 
extolled  with  the  tongue  of  the  pious;  and  sanctified  in 
the  midst  of  saints. 

And  in  the  assemblies  of  many  thousands  of  thy  people^ 
of  the  house  Israel,  thy  name  shall  be  glorified,  0  our  Kingt 
throughout  all  generations,  for  such  is  the  duty  of  all 
created  beings  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal!  our  God,  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers,  to  extol,  honor,  bless,  exalt,  magnify 
with  song  beyond  all  the  utterances  of  the  hymns  and  psalms 
of  David  the  son  of  Jesse,  thy  servant,  and  thine  anointed. 

Praised  be  thy  name  for  ever,  0  our  King!  God  and 
King,  great  and  holy,  in  heaven  and  on  earth;  for  unto 
thee,  0  Eternal,  our  God!  and  the  God  of  our  fathers, 
appertaineth  song,  and  praise,  hymn  and  psalm;  strength 
and  dominion;  victory,  greatness,  and  power;  adoration,  and 
glory;  sanctity,  and  majesty;  laudation,  and  thanksgivings 
henceforth  unto  everlasting.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
Almighty  King!  glorified  with  praises,  great  subject  of  thanks- 
giving, Lord  of  wondrous  deeds,  who  delighteth  in  songs 
of  psalmody;  King!  Almighty!  and  Eternal!
